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COI.. SILLOWAYE A PAUPER. 


HAT) CONDITION OF THE MAN WHO ONCE 
SAVED PRESIDENT LINCOLN FROM 
CAPTURE. 


Col. William Allen Huntley Sillowaye, 
who once saved President Lincoln from 
capture, and who posseasod an enviable 
war record, is, with his wife, liviug in a 
single room in a lodging-house on Har- 
rison avenue, Boston, penniless, ill and 
destitute. Col. sillowaye is in his T6th 
year. He is an applicant for a pension 
on account of his wounds, but his ap- 
plication is hung up in Washington. 
Ho was wounded four times, and was in 
Libby prison, The feat which brought 
him into national reputation was the 
saving of President Lincoln’s lifoiu 1803. 
This took place after Col. Sillowaye was 
wounded at South Mountain, and had 
resigned to go into the navy. The affair 
happened in May, and, in the old man’s 
words, the story of it is as follows: 

“The president had been down to City 
Point, and was coming back with us on 
the Brooks. We were runuing by To- 
bacco point, when a confederate battery 
opened tire on us and a shot came 
through our port paddle. The steamer 
stopped and began to drift. We could 
see them on the Virginia shore prepar- 
ing to get a boat off to us. Capt. 
Brooks, our commander, did not know 
what to do, when I came on deck and 
said to him that we must get the presi- 
dent off at all hazards. I said I would 
go if we could get a crew. The captain 
agreed, and a boat was manned and 
shoved off from our vessel. It was 
dusk, and the crew with its charge was 
soon lost iu the shadows. We landed 
the president in safety on the Maryland 
shore, where he remained in security 
until he could be transported to Wash- 
ington. The confederates boarded our 
vessel and demanded the president, and, 
failing to find him, wreaked their venge- 
ance on the sick and disabled soldiers on 
board.” Col. Sillowaye received letters 
from Mr. Lincoln, Secretary Stanton and 
Secretary Welles in recognition of his 
act, and Secretary Stanton 9aid: “The 
president believes that you, under the 
guidance of providence, saved him from 
capture, if not from instant death.” He 
was then commissioned colonel as a re- 
ward for his service. 


The Unemployed. 

The state board to investigate the 
subject of the unemployed wishes to 
secure information in regard to the con- 
ditions of employment in the principal 
trades and industrial occupations in the 
vicinity of Boston during the past year. 
For this purpose hearings will be held in 
the first part of August, in the council 
chamber, City Hall, Boston. 

Before undertaking to consider 
methods of relief, the board wishes to 
collect definite facts, so far as possible, 
on the following points: The number of 
workers in the several trades at a normal 
period of activity as compared with 1893 
and 1894. 

The steadiness of employment. 

The number out of employment in 1893 
and 1894. 

The question of out-of-work benefits 
given by trade unions and labor socie- 
ties. 

The question of migration of work- 
men from, or to, the vicinity of Boston. 

The stability of wages since January 1, 
1893. 

And organizations for assisting mem- 
bers of labor societies to secure work. 

For purposes of convenience the hear- 
ings will be grouped as follows: The 
building trades on Wednesday and 
Thursday evening, Aug. 1st and 2d, at 7 
p. m. ; machinists, metal works, engin- 
eers and firemen, carriage workers aud 
teamsters, on Tuesday evening, Aug. 7th ; 
garment workers, tailors, hat aud cap 
makers, cutters, and those engaged in 
the boo", shoe and leather industries, ou 
Wednesday, Aug. Sth ; the printiug aud 
typographical industries, and the tobac 
co industiies. on Thursday. Aug. 9th; 
miscellaueuus industries, including street 
laborers and unskilled labor, aud those 
not classified in the above, on Friday 
eveniug, Aug. 10th. 

The board would be glad to receive the 
names of any person* who wish to testi- 
fy at these hearings, and will welcome 
the assistance of those who are able to 
give information on the above line of 
questions. Those who intend to be 
preseut are invited to notify the secre- 
tary of the board to investigate the suh- 
j ect of the unemployed. Commouwealtb 
building. 11 Mt. Vernon street, Boston. 

It is intended to bold other bearings of 
a more general character at a later date.

Corruption In the Legislature. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

A former member of the Legislature 
from this section recently stated that 
when he was iu the House it came to his 
ears that the blackmailing and corrupt 
element there was actually organized and 
had their officers and agents. Represen- 
tative Frauk P. Bennett of Everett now 
states over his signature in the United 
States Investor:— 

By subsequent investigation, I learned 
that there was a corrupt element in the 
Massachusetts Legislature of 1892, so 
thoroughly organized that they had a 
treasurer and an outside agent, through 
whom their votes were conti acted for 
given sums of money. I learned the 
names of several members of the combi- 
nation, and also the name of their agent, 
and if the legislative committee of in- 
vestigation in 1892 bad beeu given suffi- 
cient time aud authority, I thoroughly 
believe all of tlie facts could have been 
made public. 

But this investigation was headed off 
by interested parties, and Mr. Bennett 
says that the drag-net investigation 
which be and others strove to have 
ordered in the last Legislature was killed 
by the votes of those who feared its re- 
sults, aided by those innocent enough to 
believe no other members could be 
guilty. 

Mr. Bennett goes on to give some ex- 
amples of corrupt or improper practices 
wbioh have come under bis observation 
in the Legislature. Thus, one day, the 
treasurer of a corporation whiob was 
hard hit by pending legislation against 
seme fishing told him be had been 
offered a block of votes for a certain sum 
of money, and asked Bennett’s advice. 
It appeared that this legislation had been 
brought forward to bleed the corpora- 
tion, amongst othor purposes. When 
the Meigs bill was on its final stages in 
the House, the company’s counsel sat 
outside aod marked off what amend- 
ments were to be accepted and what re- 
jected; and as the votes were taken, 
Representative Mellen of Worcester 
would lead off in a sonorous voice, and 
as be voted so were the Meigs members 
to vote. In another case, an attorney 
for the Boston and Maine railroad actual- 
ly stood on the floor of the Senate and 
lobbied against the Boynton bicycle road 
bill for a line to Lowell, which would 
parallel the Boston and Maiue traeks. 
Among the milder forms of “influence” 
Mr. Bennett enumerates the wining aud 
dining of members by corporations hav- 
ing favorable legislation pending. This 
iaall very deplorable, and shows that the 
people must keep a closer watch ou their 
legislators if they are to escape these 
baleful influences. 


The one spot in the state where real 
politics is afoot is down in the 13th or 
Cape district, where Chas. S. Randall and 
John Simpkins, the oue in aud the other 
out, will try conclusions over the con- 
gressional nomination. It is a pretty 
fight as matters stand, and if the re- 

{ mblicana of the district get into a dead- 
ock where William M. Butler of New 
Bedford will not avail, the Boston Tran- 
script looks to see Andrew J. Jennings 
of Fall River take the prize. That would 
be a good nomination, to be sure. 

Street Improvement iu Watertown. 

After a suspension of a few weeks the 
work of widening Watertewn street, in 
Watertown has again commenced. This 
cessation of work was caused by the 
attitude of a few of the abutters who 
were unwilling to accept the award of 
the County Commissioners. The de- 
mands of the adjacent property holders 
have now beeu adjusted, aud the work, 
for which $5000 was appropriated at the 
last town meeting, will be pushed to 
completion. The street is to be widened 
to sixty feet, and among the changes 
necessitated by the lines drawn by the 
County Commissioners was the removal 
of a dam at Cook’s Pond, which was set 
back fifty feet. Two tenements of a 
block at the corner of Morse aud Water- 
town streets, owued by Walter H. Keith, 
have bet u moved ti California street. 
Mr. Keith giving tbe laud and claimiug 
no damages, the town paving for the 
removal of the building. The tracks of 
the Newtonville at.d Watertown Street 
Railway run through Watertown street, 
a portion of the way by the side of the 
road. The abutters have petitioned the 
Watertown selectmen to order the tracks 
moved from the side to the centre of the 
street, and a hearing wiil soon be given 
on the petiticu. 

As soon as tbe street is fiuished an 
effort will be made by the North Side 
Improvement Society of Newton to have 
Watertown street iu NewtoD, through 
Nonantum to West Newton, widened to 
a uniform width of sixty feet. 

Ministers aud Politics. 

(Chrstiau Register.) 

It was only a few days ago that we 
heard a lawyer deuouuce ministers for 
mixing with politics, -and the ministers 
might have retaliated by denouncing the 
lawyer for keeping his religion aud his 
politics so far apart. Ministers have 
never beeu in the habit, to any great ex- 
tent, of talking politics in the pulpit; 
but they have had tlie courage to bring 
moral issues iuto it, aud to denounce the 
corruptions of political life. Such mat- 
ters as stealing, fraud, intemperance, 
biibeiv, vote-selling, aud corruption 
generally are things with which the 
minister has some concern. If politics 
were pure aud honest, the minister 
might safely let them alone: bat it isjust 
because they are reeking with filth and 
cm nipt ion that every good citizen, min- 
ister or uot, m summoned to help in the 
work of put fication. It is worthy of 
notice tb »t it is when the nulpit aims 
most directly at the moral issues in 
politics that the saloon politician 
squirms, and denounces the minister for 
being out of his sphere. Dr. Parkhurst 
ot New Vork was met with such an 
attack, but he was not to be bluffed iu 
this way. If he had been, the protectors 
of crime in Now Vork would have had 
au easier time.

Charles River Improvement. 

(Saturday Evening Gazette.) 

An aot. appropriating a further sum of 
$300,000 for the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission for the improvement of Charles 
river, which passed the legislature, this 
year, went iuto effect on Monday last. 

Of all the improvements included in 
the wide scope of the Metropolitan Park 
system, this section is plainly tbe most 
deserving, and is worthy of immediate 
action. 

That part which begins at Boston line, 
in North Beacon street, and oxteuds to 
the Waltham line, is the most suscepti- 
ble of beautifying and improvements for 
boulevard and park purposes. The im- 
mediate surroundings furnish great 
advantages for carrying out the general 
plau. On the Watertown side of tbe 
river, there are the Arsenal grounds, 
picturesque in themselves, and of na- 
tional, as well as local interest, as being 
the first of the important arsenals built 
in the country. More than this, it is 
generally understood that the govern- 
ment will further the views of the park 
commissioners by making additional im- 
provements on the grounds. 

Next above, on both sides the river, 
come the large estates of Mr. John E. 
Cassidy, beginning on the south side at 
North Beacon street, and extending to 
the Newton line: on the north side, 
starting from the arsenal bridge, follow- 
ing North Beacon street and the course 
of the river as far as the Stickuey 
estate. 

Both these parcels are admirably 
adapted to the immediato purposes of 
tbe commission. They have enhanced 
greatly in value since coming into the 
ownership of Mr. Cassidy, particularly 
the long reach od the southerly bank 
which follows the line of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad for nearly a mile, and 
has often been noticed by strangers 
riding over the road, for its peculiar 
adaptation for business or manufactur- 
ing purposes. Its enhancement in the 
near future would reuder it one of the 
most valuable tracts on tbe river. 

Beyond bis estate, on the north side, 
comes the old Hunt estate, purchased by 
the late Josiah Slickney in 1840, and still 
owned by his heirs. This ancient estate, 
with its old-fashioned terraced banks 
running back from the river, has been 
one of tbe features of Charles river for 
many years. 

On the south side of the river is Brigh- 
ton Hill, one of the most commanding 
sites iu the suburbs, lying partly in 
Brighton and partly in Newton. The 

{ >ortion lying in Newton is already large- 
y occupied by some of tbe costliest and 
most beautiful mansions in the Garden 
City, with grounds tastefully laid out. 

Opposite the Stickney estate, on tbe 
south side, is the Hunnewell estate, 
which, before the laying out of the Bos 
ton & Worcester Railroad, was one of 
the show places in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton, and still retains its picturesque river 
outline. 

Between Arsenal bridge and Water- 
town “Great Bridge,” on Galen street, 
tbe commissioners will find ample sup- 
plies of material of the best quality for 
filling and grading purposes. In fact, 
for the entire distance it will be, com- 
pensating, so far as cost is concerned, if 
the conyjiissiou should decide to begin 
at both ends. 

Watertown is one of the oldest his- 
torical towns in the Commonwealth, and 
if Prof. Horsford is correct, it was dis- 
covered aud inhabited by tbe ancient 
Vikiu*g, Lief Ericsson, before Columbus 
dreamed of a Western Continent; and if 
tbe beautiful stretch of river through 
the entire length of the town aud be- 
yond was what charmed the artistic eye 
of the ancient Norseman, the Metropoli- 
tan Park Commission has a safe pre- 
cedent to follow in what it proposes to 
do. 

It is fortune that the commission has 
one representative who is one of the 
most prominent citizens of Watertown. 
He will bring to the aid of the commis- 
sion a life-loug knowledge of all tbe 
localiti* s and a practical experience as to 
values. There is no reason why the 
commission should not at once begin 
operations. A very important part of 
the work cau be laid out before cold 
weather sets iu. Charles River.

Tho Stars and Stripes. 

The United States flag -was first sa- 
luted by a foreign power when the ship 
Ranger, in command of ^Captain Paul 
Jones, entered Quiberon bay, France, 
Feb. 14, 1778, the salute being given 
by Admiral la Motte, representing the 
French government. The first American 
flag flown in a foreign port was from 
the truck of the brig Nancy, in com- 
mand of Captain Hugh Montgomery, at 
St Thomas in 1776. The first time it 
was displayed on a fortress of the old 
world was on April 27, 1805, at Tripoli, 
when the 15 starred and striped flag 
wus raised in victory. 

It was said to have been raised over 
Fort Nassau, New Providence, on the 
28th of January, 1778, when Captain 
John Rathburne took possession of the 
fort and captured several prizes in the 
harbor. This also is supposed to be one 
of the first occasions on which tho Amer- 
ican flag was nailed to its staff in token 
of absolute defiance, as the people of tho 
city had gathered 500 strong to demand 
tho surrender of the fort. 

Tho honor of having first hoisted the 
flag in an English port after the treaty 
of 1788 belongs to the Bedford of Nan 
tucket, commanded by Captain William 
Mooers and owned by William Rotch 
of Now Bedford. The Bedford arrived 
in Tho Downs Fob. 8, 1783, with 487 
butts of whale oil. The Political Mag- 
azine of that date says, “This is the 
first vessel which has displayed the 18 
rebellious stripes of America in any 
Eritish port.” — New York Sun. 

Handel’i* lMngiarlsinH. 

As a plagiarist Handel claims special 
attention. Other rnon’s musical ideas 
crowded upon his receptive mind as 
lavishly as did his own, and lieseems to 
have turned them very largely to ac- 
count. A later age, with a more scruti- 
nizing cj’o and analytical craze than his 
own, has discovered that Handel has 
justly entitled himself to tho reputation 
of being a musical pirate, as bold and 
barefaced as was ever abroad. He did 
not merely borrow ideas — he lifted 
whole movements eu bloc. 

One charge will suffice, although 
Erba, Stradclla, Colonua and others have 
all beeu laid under contribution. When 
in 1748 a grateful nation returned 
thanks for the battle of Dettingen, Han- 
del provided a “To Deum, ” presumably 
of his own composition. It has beeu dis- 
covered, however, that tho composition 
is mainly the musioof a “TeDoum” by 
Urio, who was a chapel master in 
Veuice in the seventeenth century. 

No less than nine movements in the 
“DettiugouToDeum” and sixiu“Saul” 
are “cribs” of uu amazing and au- 
ducious nature for Urio’s work. What 
induced Handel to thus appropriate and 
palm off as his own other men’s work 
no one has discovered. It is a great blot 
on an otherwise honorable artistic ca- 
reer and is tho less excusable because 
it must have been even less troublo for 
him to write an originul movement than 
to copy one. — Blackwood’s Muguzine.

Mrs. Anna Ross Latimer. 

The Elmira N. Y. Daily Advertiser of 
July 81 has the following in regard to 
this gifted lady, whose death is so sin- 
cerely mourned: 

In the early history of Elmira College 
the Itev. James E.Latimer and wife were 
among the most valuable and highly 
esteemed members of the college faculty. 
Professor Latimer was au accomplished 
linguist. He taught Latin, Greek and 
German. Mrs. Lntimer was in charge of 
the department of music and was an ex- 
cellent pianist and became a superior 
organist. They continued in the college 
faculty for three years. Professor Lati- 
mer felt it to be his duty to return to the 
work of the ministry and was called to 
several very important charges, among 
which was the Baldwin Street Methodist 
church of Eiinira, and later he was elect- 
ed as profossor of systematic theology in 
the theological department of the Boston 
university. 

“Dr. Latimer soon reached a promi- 
nent position by his learning and his 
great ability rh a theological teacher, 
and became widely knowu throughout 
New England. He held for a number of 
years, up to the time of his death, the 
office of doan of the theological faculty. 
He was exceptionally happy in the com- 
panionship of his highly cultured wife. 
They owned a delightful home in the 
vicinity of 3oston in the villago of 
Airtnirndale, well known through the 
Lasell female seminary, in which Mrs. 
Latimer took a deep interest until pre- 
vented by failing health. During the 
past year symptoms of pulmonary con- 
sumption were developed and the end 
came on the eighth day of July. Her 
funeral was held July 10th in the chapel 
of Mount Auburn cemeteiy. A. W. C. 


Frederick Law Olrastead is a most in- 
teresting personality, according to the 
Boston correspondent of the Worcester 
Spy who continues: I often meet him in 
the parkways with a good mount, and, 
despite a snowy beard, his military bear- 
ing and vigorous aspect gainsay his 
seventy-two years. For fifteen years be 
has lived in Brookline, on a pleasant 
estate, ensconced in shrubbery, adjoining 
that of John L. Gardner, on Warren 
street. When the New Yorkers remon- 
strated with him for deserting the metro- 
polis, he retorted, “But Brookline is the 
most civilized community in America.” 
His son is associated with him in busi- 
ness, and the firm also includes Charles 
Eliot, son of President Eliot. Mr. Olm- 
stead’s achievements include thirty- 
seveu large public pleasure parks, the 
grounds of thirteen colleges, eleven 

f iublic buildings and hospitals, fonr 
urge schools, four railway stations, and 

f irivate estates from Montreal to Caro- 
ina, and from Massachusetts to Cali- 
fornia. 1 fancy no single man has left 
on the country so tangible and so wide- 
spread an expression of bis genius, or 
one more beneficent and imperishable. 
Even moie than the architect, the land- 
scape gardener works for all time. 

Everybody kDows that the sacred cod- 
fish in the State House is the palladium 
of liberty and civilization in Boston. It 
fell from heaven into the frog pond in 
1630, and has been treasured religiously 
ever since. We regret to see in the Bos- 
ton newspapers that this gifted marine 
is not well. Ever since the New Yorks 
walloped the Baltimores he has shown 
symptoms of decline.

A BOLD PETITION. 


The Newtonville & Watertown Street 
Railway Company is a very lively organ- 
ization and its petition to be allowed to 
enter Boston by way of Brighton, and the 
sacred precincts of Beacon street, shows 
that it has no reverence in its composi- 
tion. The petition caused quite a stir 
among Bostonians and even outsiders 
did not know whether to smile at the 
audaoity of the company or to applaud 
its enterprise. Residents of Beacon 
street flocked to Boston, Monday night, 
from Nahant and other resorts of the 
artless tax-dodger, to attend the hearing 
granted by the Boston board of aider- 
men. There were four sets of petitions 
remonstrating against granting any 
favors to the new company, and the re- 
monstrants kept coming in. It is said 
that 200 residents of Beacon street 
signed the petitions and waited through 
the hot evening, determined to assist in 
every possible manuer to defeat the 
scheme, but the advocates of the plan 
did Dot appear, and the cold shivers of 
the Beacon Streeters gradually subsided, 
as the petitioners were given leave to 
withdraw. The West Eud Company 
had promised some time ago to lay 
tracks to connect with the Newtonville 
Watertown Compauy, on North 
Beacon street, Watertown, and so have 
a line running over that thoroughfare to 
Boston. But the West End Company 
did nothing, and so the Newtonville & 
Watertown Company asked for permis- 
sion to extend their line through North 
Beacon street, Brighton, and Common- 
wealth avenue, Beacon and Park streets 
to Tremont street. Some of these streets 
have just been wideued at great ex- 
pense, for the exclusive benefit of the 
West End Company, and they must 
have been surprised, to put it mildly, to 
see a new company proposing to enter 
upon their territory. The West End 
company long ago took possession of the 
.streets of Boston, aud although they 
allow teams to use the part of said 
streets not occupied by their tracks aud 
cars, it is only as a favor. It was of 
course very presuming for a foreign 
company to ask for a location, and the 
West Enders are said to be still doubtful 
whether it was merely a case of bluff, or 
whether the Newton Company was 
serious in its request. The Newton 
Company, however, are said to mean 
business, although of course they asked 
for more than they expected to get. 
Their next move will be looked for with 
a good deal of interest. 

Ik the State should prevent the Boston 
Manufacturing Co. using Charles river 
water below a certain height no one 
would contend that the corporation was 
not entitled to remuneration for the loss 
occasioned it, aud the Newtou Graphic 
would be in the front rank of kiokers if 
Newton was assessed her share of such a 
sum as was required. There are other 
boroughs besides Newtou.— Waltham 
Free Press. 

This is quite a change of toue from 
last week, when the Free Press denied 
that there was any bad smell arising 
from the river, or any danger to health 
from the foul smelling mud flats that are 
«xposetl to the sua. Tbo tender feeling 
that the Waltham papers have for the 
company to blame for all the trouble is 
hard to understand, as they not ouly 
endure the bad smells themselves, but 
wheu forced to recognize that there are 
such smells, pretend that they are fond 
of them. The river is made a uuisauce 
every Bummer to all the dwellers along 
its banks, from the Waltham bridge to 
Riverside, aud no corporation has the 
right to cause a uuisauce that is dauger- 
ous to public health. Newtou does uot 
allow auy nuisances in its borders, as 
has been shown by the case of Boyd’s 
poud, ami it is always willing to expend 
cnouey, if it is necessary, to abolish 
them. Iu the case in question, if it was 
found that the compauy had a valid 
claim, Newtou would be willing to help 
Waltham out, although of course Wal- 
tham would have to pay much the larger 
share of the damages, as it owns much 
the greaLer part of the banks of the 
river. But water rights iu these days 
aie not worth a very great sum. 


Fenno have all along advocated the city’s 
doing one section of the boulevard, so as 
to keep the oity laborers at work, instead 
of letting the work out to contractors, 
who will have it done by Italians. Ac- 
cording to the figures of the superin- 
tendent of streets, the cost will not be 
more than $300 greater than if this sec- 
tion had been let out by contract, and it 
will furnish work for all the city labor- 
ers from now until • well into the winter. 
There has beeu a great scarcity of other 
work in the city and had it uot been for 
the highway department there would 
have been a good deal of suffering among 
those who are dependent on their daily 
wages. Those who have watched the 
gangs of Italians employed by the con- 
tractors, aud looked into the padrone 
system are not favorably impressed with 
that style of doing city work, and mauy 
prominent citizens believe that the city 
should do all of its own work, and hire 
American laborers, even if it does cost a 
little more. But the boulevard is such 
a great work, that it gives an opportuni- 
ty for the trial of both systems, and citi- 
zens can study the practical workings of 
each. It is certainly very fortunate for 
the laboring men, that the boulevard 
was begun this year, and Newton pre- 
sents quite a marked contrast to many 
other cities, which have cut down all 
public work on account of the hard 
times, aud so helped to increase the 
number of the unemployed.

The Waltham Assessors have finished 
their work and the tax rate will be 
$10.30, a decrease of 10 cents from last 
year. There was a falling off of 329 in 
the list of polls, due to the shut down of 
the watch factory. The total valuation 
shows an increase of $144,184 over last 
year. Personal property decreased 
$226,116 aud real estate increased $370,- 
300. The assaBsors everywhere seem to 
And the same shrinkage on personal 
property. In Somerville the tax rate is 
to be $15.70, ao increase of 20 cents. 
The real estate valuation of that city 
has increased $2,060,000 over last year. 
Of other towns and cities which have 
reported, Lynn’s tax rate this year will be 
$17.20, an increase of $1 since last year; 
Woburn’s, $18.30, an increase of $1.75; 
aud Arlington’s, $16.80, an increase of 80 
cents. Watertown’s tax rate will be 
$15.50, a decrease of $1; Newburyport’s, 
$15.70, a decrease of $1.30;and Northamp- 
ton’s, $15, the lowest rate for years. 
Nahant’s taxjrate is only $6.50 on $1000, 
which is the lowest yet reported, and 
shows what a paradise Nahant is for 
Boston tax-dodgers. 

It cost the Bell Telephone Company 
nearly $50,000 to get their bill for the in- 
crease of their capital stock through the 
legislature. The company paid over 
$13,000 to the Bjston papers, and they 
had a long string of lobbyists, who 
worked upon the Legislature, though 
they were not all called by that name. 
Sime appeared as “legislative council” 
and Hon. Johu D. Long, Robert M. 
Morse, and J. Otis Ward well got $7,500 
each, and Robert A. Southworth received 
$0,500. Tho recognized “legislative 
agents” got from $3,500 to $500 each. 
The returns were filed this week, and 
show that the Bell Company knows the 
measures necessary to take to protect 
itself, and to get what legislation it de- 
sires. It is becoming quite au expensive 
thing to secure favors from our General 
Court, and it is only great corporations, 
or those who have great profits at stake, 
who can afford to secure them. 


The month of July just ended has 
broken the record for extreme heat, and 
one hot wave succeeded auother with- 
out leaving time for the earth or the 
people to get cooled off. August star' e l 
off under more promising conditions, but 
the weather prophets do not allow us to 
enjoy one cool day in comfort, with their 
unpleasant predictions, and the worst of 
it is the prophets seem to be guessing 
with remarkable correctness this sum- 
mer. Here in Newton the frequeut 
showers have relieved the appearance of 
the lawns and gardens, but from many 
parts of the country come reports of the 
continuance of the long drouth, which 
has been as phenomenal as the extreme 
heat. There is some hope in the fact 
that usually the first part of the summer 
is the most uncomfortable.

A PRESIDENT MAKER. 


Adolph Friederichs! 

A moat fascinating man — brilliant, 
dashing, sparkling, optimistic, impul- 
sive and generons — a natural leader of 
men. He had all the qualities that win 
men’s admiration. He had follies — and, 
p almost said, vices — that could only be 
condoned by overshadowing them with 
his multiplied virtuea By birth a Ger- 
man; by naturalization an American; 
by profession a journalist. If you would 
Tcnow moro of him, he was a short, 
stocky man about 40 years of age, with 
a smoothly shaven, round face, and 
leonine head like Millocker, the com- 
poser. He married a sweet faced, mild 
tempered, little woman, who idolized 
him and whom he loved with all the 
warmth of an impulsive and afltectionate 
nature. 

i His income was sufficient for the 
needs of an economical man, but Fried- 
erichs was not economical; he did not 
premeditate extravagance, but was one 
jof those unfortunates whose tastes were 
patrician and whose means were ple- 
beian. He knew little or nothing of the 
value of money; a bill or a coin was to 
him as a leaf, and he “the owner of un- 
bounded forests. ’ ’ He gambled some- 
times — not often. When he won, he felt 
(no pleasure other than what came 
through the purchase of some luxury for 
the little wife at home. When he lost, he 
was depressed — not for the loss of the 
money, but because the little wife would 
■suffer some deprivation. Then his exu- 
berant disposition would assert itself, 
and he would cheerfully borrow such 
[sums as he needed from the first friend 
who would lend. Many such obligations 
[were never repaid. His inability to meet 
them within a reasonable length of time 
caused him much temporary annoyance;

To the lion. Adolph Friederichs, National ho- 
tel, Washington, D. C.

“I went for a copy of the afternoon 
paper, sir, ” said the valet. “Suicide of 
a prominent politician at the National 
hotel. ” 

The senator glanced at the headlines 
and turned pale. Then he read the story. 

“Poor Friederichs!” ho said. 

Farther on he read, “No cause can 
be assigned for the rash act. ” 

Another paragraph: 

“The deceased carried a heavy life 
insurance. ’ ’ 

“What’s this?” Tho senator’s lips 
curled as he read: 

“Mr. Friederichs was a warm per- 
sonal friend of the president, who as 
Boon os he learned of the sad occurrence 
sent a dispatch of condolence to the 
widow, in which he highly eulogized 
the character aud eminent abilities of 
the deceased.”

White Mountain Letter. 

Jefferson, N. I!., July 81, 1804. 
To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Dear Sir— So many Newtonians, 

especially Newtonvillians, as wo left for 
our vacation, sAid, "let us hear from 
you,” that I am disponed to use the 
Graphic with its kind permission, rb a 
vebiole of communication. We reached 
our ohjeotive point high up here in 
Jefferson nearly two weeks since, aud 
though intent chiefly upon much needed 
physical recuperation, we have not 
omitted to look about these grand old 
hills and valleys, with the inspiration 
aud admiration usually invoked by 
tho worshippers of God's grandeur 
amid these "everlasting hills.” Jeffer- 
Bon and the town of Bethlehem claim 
the highest resident points in New Eng- 
land, the latter elevation being the high- 
est by less than a hundred feet. Both 
are in full view of the great "Presiden- 
tial range,” though from the Jefferson 
point the ud aud out look is by far the 
grandest. From our hotel ("The Grand 
View”), with an ordinary clear atmo- 
sphere, we oan descry the summit of Mt. 
Washington, railway trains making their 
daily trips up and down the dizzy de- 
clivity, though it is eighteen miles dis* 
tant, and looking like a huge serpent as 
U winds itself circuitously from base to 
tip-top. Twenty-five years since, we 
rode up this same improvised pathway 
when the inventor of this cog wheel 
climber, Mr. Marsh, was on board, and 
it was only through his assurance that 
"no harm could befall us,” that our lady 
companions were induced to continue 
their upward flight. He said that though 
the first, second and third safety pro- 
vision should give out, the fourth aud 
last was equal to the emergency, and 
with an invocation of all the risen saints 
to whose high abodes we seemed ascend- 
ing, we ascribed all honor and praise to 
the inventor, and rode on and over our 
pinacied and tresseled chasm till we 
stood 6,300 feet above sea level, and 
feasted our ravished senses on (he glories 
of hill top and valley, on all sides of us. 
As most every body, his wife and family 
have, or will probably visit this charm- 
ing out look, or have already read about 
it in guide hooks, wo will not presume 
upon further space for detail. Dear 
reader, after paying youi just debts, save 
a sutticiency of your money aud streugth 
to visit these wonderful mountain 
regions, and you will be richer for your 
experience and observation, and larger 
in your contemplation of the marvellous 
works of the Creator, whioh here chal- 
lenge your admiration and devotioD. To 
say there is a better or more inspiring 
point among the many mountain resorts 
than Jefferson would be opeu to denial. 
The atmosphere hereabout, is simply in- 
vigorating and braoiDg, as there seems to 
be healiug power in every breeze. This 
has evidently been an exceptional season 
for high temperature, aud yet with few 
exceptional days, it has been delightful. 
Here no screeching whistles, and nerve 
scrapping alarm bells disturb our rest 
aud repose night or day. Our party 
came in advance of the summer crowd, 
and have had it all to ourselves, so to 
speak. There are numerous hotels and 
boarding houses in and about the village, 
and all spoken of as worthy of patron- 
age. Tte famous “Waumbek” is the 
largest aud of course the leading and 
most fashionable resort; ours, the "Graud 
View,” under the management of Mr. A. 
H. Fenn and his agreeable wife, who are 
attaches of the Highland Park Hotel at 
Aiken, South Carolina, during the wiuter, 
have made our sojourn pleasant. With 
a cleauly and well furnished house and 
table, and with close proximity to the 
village center, we have enjoyed its sup- 
plies and conveniences to the point of 
comfort aud satisfaction, albeit our state 
of health has not allowed us a full 
measure.

Newton Carpenters Complain. 

The first, hearing by the commission of 
the unemployed wns held Wednesday 
evening in Boston for carpenters. 

In opening the hearing Chairman 
Dewey staled that for the present the 
commissioners would merely endeavor 
to learn how many were actually out of 
employment, leaving the question of 
remedy for the fall, when a series of 
hearings on that point eould be given. 

The first speaker was A. S. Little, a 
carpenter of Newton. He had resided in 
Newton for more than a year. Carpen- 
ters’ pay had dropped successively from 
$2.50 to $2 25 and 1.25. 

He was unable to state just how many 
were deprived of labor by the depres- 
sion. He complained of Nova Scotian 
carpenters, who, he said, come to New- 
ton and were willing to labor for $1.50 
per day, or even a lower price. The 
carpenters had suffered much from the 
advent of labor-saving machinery. 

F. H. Jordan spoke in the same strain, 
dwelling particularly oo the injustice 
done the American carpenter by "cheap 
Nova Scotian workmen.” He told the 
commission that he bad been a car- 
penter in Newton eight years. Newton 
Centre had about 75 resident carpenters. 
At certain periods of the year there were 
about 225 there. Of the extra 150 at 
least uine-tenths were from the Prov- 
inces. These workmen came nnd labored 
for a very low price and returned whence 
they came. 

G. G. Childs of Boston, well known in 
labor circles, spoke in tho same strain. 

Chairman Dewey wanted to know if it 
was not the tendeucy of all foreigh labor- 
ers to cut wages. 

Mr. Childs admitted that it was when 
the laborers intended r,o return home 
after having amassed a little sum. Of 
many European peoples, he oontiuued, 
it could uot be said that this was their 
intention. 

Mr. Childs, in answer to question, 
stated that the carpenters would under- 
go next winter the most severe trials 
they have yet had. His opinion was 
based on the fact that there are no large 
jobs expected, like the Public Library 
and State House extension, which af- 
forded employment to so many last 
winter. 

Timothy Keefe of Boston agreed with 
the preceding speakers. 

Daniel Lynch of Boston, a member of 
the Knights of Labor, and Samuel 
Stewart of Brookline, spoke for the 
house painters, and Jeremiah Donovan 
for metal workers.

The proposed connection with the 
Newton boulevard, which was fully ex- 
plained in the Boston Herald several 
weeks ago, will, doubtless, be changed 
so as to extend Commonwealth avenue, 
instead of what was virtually an exten- 
sion of Beacon street trom the circle 
near Chestnut Hill avenue. 

The new lines are to begin at the gate- 
way of Chestnut Hill reservoir, directly 
opposite Commonwealth avenne. This 
avenue will then be extended northerly 
and westerly through the reservoir 
gronnds at a width of 120 feet, passing 
through the city of Boston property; 
then, at the rear end of the Monroe es- 
tate back of Dr. Thom a*’ bouse and 
through bis property; then through the 
front of the Geiger property into South 
street, the avenue continuing through 
another Monroe iot, the Wade estate and 
the buildings of tbe estate, of which Mr. 
Breck is trustee, and then into the old 
widening of South street at Evergreen 
cemetery. 

The former lines extended from where 
Beacon street enters the circle, in a 
northerly direction, and into South street, 
thereby taking a larger quantity of land 
not owned by the city than the new loca- 
tion. The Hoes show that this new loca- 
tion is a natural route of connection with 
Commonwealth avenue, both as to 
grades and benefits to accrue to the city 
of Boston. It will afford an additional 
driveway through a beautiful section of 
Chestnut Hill, and is considered far pre- 
ferable to the first connection with the 
Newton boulevard mapped out last 
spriug. 

NO ELECTRICS ON BEACON STREET. 

It was on motion of Alderman Barry 
that the Watertown & Newton railroad 
people as petitioners for a location up 
Beacon street to Tremont street at 
Houghton & Dutton’s were given leave 
to withdraw at tbe last session of the 
board of aldermen. The friends of this 
movement have been discussing this ac- 
tion, aud think it was ill-advised. They 
claim that if electrics can be run up Bea- 
con street, and even turn down Park 
street, fully two-fifths of the cars that 
now come up Tremont street will be 
taken from that badly congested thor- 
oughfare. They also claim that for the 
next 15 yearB at least, the congested dis- 
trict can be relieved by a rearrangement 
of the surface tracks. 

Alderman Barry was seen at City Hall 
Thursday by a Boston Herald reporter, 
and was asked bis reason for making a 
motion granting leave to withdraw. He 
said that the residents and taxpayers on 
Beacon street urge that by running elec- 
tric cars up that thoroughfare would de- 
preciate the value of their properties, 
and it is estimated that properties val- 
ued at $75,000 would suffer a loss of $10- 
000 to $15,000, and this is considered to 
be a conservative figure all aloDg Beacon 
street. Tde Beacon street people, at 
least some of them, have expressed 
themselves as highly pleased at the ac- 
tion taken by the board of aldermen in 
refusing to grant the Watertown & New- 
ton railroad a location.

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A WONDERFUL WORK. 


THE NIAGARA POWER AND DEVELOP- 
MENT CO* 8 WATER POWER CAN AT.. 

The formal colebration of the com- 
mencement of the work on the Niagara 
Power A Development Company’s wator 
power canal was celebrated on July Slat 
at La. Salle and the Model City, the 
former being the point whero the canal 
receives its supply of water from Niagara 
River and the latter being the place 
where the water power is to be developed 
and utilized. La Salle is about five miles 
above Niagara Falls and the canal will 
terminate at Niagara River about a mile 
below Lewiston, so that all of the fall in 
the rapids abovo the Cataract and all of 
the descent in the gorge below the Falls 
will be secured, giving a total fall of 
water of 317 feet. 

The canal and tunuel have a total 
length of about ten miles, that portion 
of the canal leading from the river to the 
tunnel will bo forty feet wide on the 
bottom, with a depth of 18 feet and will 
be about 3 1-2 miles in length. The 
tunnel will be 18x22 feet in size and 
about four miles long. The tail 
race will be a little more than 1 1-2 
miles in length aud 100,000 horse power 
will be developed. 

A special train was ruu from Buffalo, 
carrying a large number of prominent 
citizens and acquisitions of representa- 
tive men were made from Tonawanda, 
Lockport and Niagara Falls. The train 
stopped thirty minutes at the canal 
work, where great interest was taken in 
the powerful machines which have been 
engaged in excavating for some weeks. 
At present the material is being piled on 
the banks, but arrangements are now in 
progress to have it loaded on cars and 
used for filling the low lands along the 
adjacent river front. 

The train was stopped at Lewiston 
station on the terrace, from which point 
the passengers had araignifioent view 
of the beautiful oountry lying below, 
extending tar over Lake Ontario, where 
several vessels could be seen sailing m 
the dim distance. 

The train then proceeded to the Model 
City where its ocoupants were greeted 
with a crowd of several thousand people. 
Marching to the music of the Tuscarora 
Indian band, they proceeded to the 
factory building of the Casey Box Nail- 
ing Machine Company, which was 
handsomely decorated, and after having 
taken the reserved seats which had been 
provided for them, the exercises were 
immediately commenced by a stirring 
song from the Ransomville lady quartet. 
The address of welcome was delivered 
by Wm. T. Love, president of the 
Niagara Power & Development Com- 
pany, who most vividly presented the 
opportunities for building a great city at 
this point. He stated that this company 
controlled about 25 square miles of the 
finest territory for city building in ex- 
istence. that it was backed by tbe great- 
est water power in the world and pro- 
vided with deep water navigation; that 
the terrace, or great seven mile dam, 
was composed of a variety of building 
stone which could be delivered on the 
site at a cost of but little more than 
$3.00 per corl; that there are inexhausti- 
ble supplies of the finest brick, terra 
cotta and pottery clays immediately at 
hand; that two of the grea-test lumber 
markets ou the continent, Toronto aud 
Tonawanda, weie close at hand and the 
whole lumber and mineral territory 
tributary to tbe Great Lakes is most ac 
cessible through Lake Oatario and the 
Welland Canal. 

The circumstances are such that free 
sites and free power can be furnished to 
manufacturers for some time to come, 
and great inducements can be offered to 
all peisous desiring to build or conduct 
busiacss in the Model City. 

Tho city itself has been laid out by 
one of the most prominent landscape 
engineers in this country aud lias been 
planned in advance by years of coutiuu 
ous study. A union railroad right-of- 
way, avoiding grade crossings, one of the 
most extensive and beautiful park and 
boulevard systems, rapi 1 iuterual trans- 
portation. immeuse production of 
electricity at lowest cost, the prevention 
of smoke and dust, a peerless water 
supply and fire protection, a great in- 
dustrial school, the avoidance to a great 
extent of the tenement house system 
and the greatest possible eucouragemout 
for the ownership of individual homes, 
are some of the most prominent fea- 
tures. 

Mr. Love was followed by John Flem- 
ing of Lewiston, a venerable citizeu who 
Lad been waiting and workiug for the 
past fifty-two years for the caual which 
is now beginning to materialize, aud who 
pleaded most eloquently for the support 
of the citizens and those present. 

£. T. Williams, of Niagara Falls, cor- 
respondent of the Buffalo Courier, tbeu 
spoke, closing his remarks with a poem 
which was received enthusiastically. 

Other speeches were made by IIou. 
John Van Voorhis, member of Congress 
from the Rochester district; Charles E. 
Cromley, a prominent attorney of Niag- 
ara Falls; lion. Richard Crowley of 
Lockport and C. H. L mug of Min- 
neapolis. The speeches were inter- 
spersed with more ruuoic by tho Rausom- 
ville lady quartet, the ladies trio from 
Lewiston aud included au origin il soug 
on the Model City, suug to the tuue of 
Yankee Doodle, in the chorus ot which 
the uudieuce heartily j >iued. 

Among other thiugs Mr. Vau Voorhis 
said: “1 have often heard of the devil 
shoveling gravel but I never saw him 
actually at work before uutil we slopped 
at La Salle with a special train.” 
‘•This would seem to me, this plaoa. to 
be the manufacturers paradise.” “You 
have got here the handsomest site ou tbu 
face of the ear b. You have got the 
great Niagara River rolling by. It is so 
situated that it is easily aud economical- 
ly sewered. I: is conveniently situated 
for the great railroads of the State of 
New Yoik. It is within easy access of 
the Erie Canal. It is at that poiut where 
that other great caual will be built 
arouud Niagara Falls someday, so that 
the shipping of the Great Lakes will 
pass directly through this place to L ke 
< > itarlo.” 

You have got right here on Niagara 
River tho productive force for ruuuiug 
every railroad in the state, for luuuiug 
every car in the state, for ruuuiug every 
bit of machinery in the state, for heat- 
ing every house, every church, every 
home iu the state aud for doiug all lire 
cooking iu the state. All you have got 
to do is simply to use th s water aud 
make lightning, aud wbeu you have got 
the ligbtuiug you cau seud it to New 
Yurk and teach thoss people down there 
how to he houesl IU lighting then 
great city.” 

Hod. C. M. Loriug of Minneapolis iu 


his speech said: 

•*I know what I am talking about 
when l tell you there is no other power 
on tho face of tho earth can stand Against 
water power. I am a manufacturer of 
Hour, It costs seven mills to make a 
barrel of flour with water, it costs six 
cents to make It with steam. That is 
the comparative value of your water 
power.” 

The following is extracted froip tho 
speeoh of ex-member of Congress and 
eloquent orator, Hon. Richard Crowley: 

“I may not live to see it, but tbe 
young boys and girls presont. I ask them 
to mirk my words, they will live to see 
when this frontier, from the city of 
Buffalo to the mouth of Niagara River 
will be one of thegroateat manufacturing 
centres on the American continent. You 
will seo from the mouth of the Niagara 
River, from Lake Ontario to Lake Erie, 
along the whole line of Niagara River, 
in my judgment, one great, maguiflcent 
city, because of this great water power. 

You have here 100 feet more fall than 
they have even at Niagara Falls and that 
can be utilized accordingly. 

I have myself been from the Atlantio 
to tho Pacific over various routes. Have 
been as far as Mexico and hundreds of 
miles north of Quebec, and for beautiful 
scenery, stlubrious and healthful cli- 
mate, and for every opportunity to make 
a great city and continue it great, I have 
seen no looalitv better adapted for all 
these purposes than the Niagara front- 
ier.”

A VERY RAPID LIFE. 


HOW A FORTUNE OF $150,000 WAS SCAT- 
TERED. EDWARD L. COLLINS TAKES 
THE POOH DEBTORS OATH. 


A writ of habeas corpus for the re- 
lease of Edward L. Collins from Charles 
street jail was granted Wednesday morn- 
ing by Judge Kennedy in the Newton 
polioe court Tbe writ was issued in 
answer to the pleadings of Atty. Peter 
E. Carroll, *ud Thursday morning 
Collins appeared before Judge Kennedy 
and through his attorney asked to be 
admitted to the privilege of taking the 
poor debtor’s oath. 

This was the climax to a most inter- 
esting story of a misspent fortune of 
$150,000, and Collins, who has been the 
centre of interesting gossip throughout 
Newtou during the past three years, has 
once more been brought prominently into 
view. 

Collins’ father was treasurer of the 
city of Newton many years, and by this 
means, combined with other business 
interests, wss enabled to amass a for- 
tune of $150,000. Edward was aa only 
sou, and as a cousequence was afforded 
every chance to obtain au excellent 
education. He is now only a little more 
than 30 years of ago. 

The senior Collins died several years 
ago, leaving his property to the care of 
his widow. About four years ago she 
died and iu a will left the bulk of the 
property unconditionally to Edward L., 
and also left the sum of $10,000, to be 
held in trust for him. 

Shortly after the death of his mother, 
the son, it is alleged, began a system of 
living entirely out of keeping with that 

E ursued by his parents, and one which 
rought him into immediate notoriety. 
Among his earlier aots was the forma- 
tion of a land syndicate, which initiated 
a land boom in and about Wabau. Tbe 
family acres were divided into house 
lots and were placed upon the market. 
Naught was left of the estate, save a 
small piece of property upon whioh the 
family mansion stood. 

Collins set about the task of spending 
his fortune. It is alleged by some that 
wine, women, fast horses aud yachti 
figured conspicuously in his life. He 
was a familiar sight at the mountains, 
seated behind handsome bitches of oue 
aud more spans, which were drawing 
haudsome drags. Hotel bills in which 
items of $1000 appeared, were said to be 
of common occurrence at mountain aud 
at seashore. 

About the most prominent display of 
his lavish generosity in speeding money 
was during the time of the last encamp- 
ment of the G. A. R., in Boston. At 
that time Collins engaged an entire floor 
of a well known hotel and held open 
house at bis personal expeuse to mem 
bers and friends of Charles Ward Post 
62. Iu additiou to thus dispensing 
cordiality for an entire week, Collins 
made each member of the post a present 
of a costly G. A. R. badge. 

Tbe bulk of the fortune which was 
left him having been spent about a year 
ago, he made au attempt and was finally 
successful in obtaining free use of the 
$10,000 which was left in trust for him 
by his mother. 

Collius’ pride was gratified upon every 
possible occasion, and the hotels of Bos- 
ton, where he was wont to entertain 
large parties of lady friends from New 
York, it is said, remembered his opeu 
purse very well 

boon after passing into control of his 
fortune Collins evinced a desire to enter 
Newtou municipal politics. He was 
twice elected to the common council anil 
marie au effort to be elected as its presi- 
dent, but his candidacy was defeated, 
lie thou absented himself from the 
council chamber the remainder of the 
year. 

He has been in Charles street jail dur- 
ing a brief period, owing to his refusal 
to pay certain debts.

ENGLISH ARISTOCRACY. 


IV fa Slowly Letting l)nwn thn flam of Clans 
EmlniilTcnpM. 

Not ho long ago tho lino between tho 
ariBtocratio and other classes of tho com- 
munity was very decidedly drawn at 
trade. A poor family might lay claims 
to gentility, and ono or more of its mem- 
bers might now and then figure at, nay, 
a county ball, but a tradesman’s fam- 
ily — never. Now it is otherwise, tho 
aristocracy themselves having stopped 
over tho dividing line. Lord Shrews- 
bury and Talbot, for instance, who takes 
precedence of all other earlp, unblush- 
ingly becamo a cab proprietor; “Lord 
Rayleigh’’ is tho inscription that may 
bo rend on tho signboard of ono or two 
London dairies. The Marquis of Lon- 
donderry is propared to deliver coal by 
tho ton. “No agents” — such aro tho 
final words of this nobleman’s adver- 
tisement, put in just as any trader born 
and bred might put thorn in. This de- 
scent from aristocratic soclusion into tho 
arena of commercial conflict is not con- 
fined to the malo portion of our nobility. 
Titled Indies under disguised names 
carry on millinery establishments and 
run cafes. Their dainty fingers, too, are 
not above manipulating flowers for 
profit. So generally indeed hns the 
sacred thirst for gold infected tho upper 
ten that, whereas they were wont to bo 
accused of living in idleness, they nro 
now accused of taking the bread out of 
the mouths of those who depend entirely 
upon business for their support 

Far beneath these noble ranks can be 
traced a similar descent Street music, 
for instance, used to be discoursed by 
the utterly abject and broken down. 
Now men and women warmly clad and 
well fed go about with organs. Troops 
of men sing, rattle the bones and do a 
breakdown in public thoroughfares to 
the tune of not less than the better part 
of a sovereign a day per man. Two hun- 
dred pounds a year in an assured situa- 
tion was the salary that one young man 
threw up last summer to join a nigger 
troop at the seaside, and he doesn’t re- 
gret it At the end of the season he had 
moro money than ho ever had at one 
time before, and during the season he 
ate better dinners and drank better 
wines than ho had ever eaten or drunk 
before. Hawkiug matches or laces or 
any other triflo in public house bars 
used to be and still is a way of evading 
the law against begging. Indeed the 
custom of singing on the streets arose 
out of tho samo necessity for those in 
want not to incriminate themselves. 
Now you will be in the saloon bar of a 
first rate refreshment house. In comes 
a top hatted, well dressed man with a 
bag. Some successful stockbroker, you 
think, if it be in the city. You fancy 
you are the victim of a delusion. Hero 
is this man, as well dressed as your 
principal, holding his open bag before 
you and asking you to buy a box of ves- 
tas. Well dressed women are going 
about from public house to public house 
pursuing similar callings. They speak 
well, too, do these people, betraying a 
fair amount of education. If tradesmen 
have any grounds for complaining of 
tho aristocracy trenching on their terri- 
tory, surely tho poor and needy have 
grounds of similar complaining of hav- 
ing tho instruments of their profession 
thus confiscated by an apparently supe- 
rior class. Of course, with such a gen- 
eral downward trend, tho poor and 
needy are driven lower still, and this in 
a measure is seen in tho ever increasing 
charitable institutions, relief agencies, 
soup kitchens and so forth, and the ever 
Increasing strain on the resources of 
such establishments. — Cassell’s Journal. 


Charm of New England Scenery. 

There is something in tho New Eng- 
land landscape, whether taken in the 
lowlands or in the highlands, whether 
on the seashore or among tho mountains, 
which is permanently attractive. It is 
never wearisome, never monotonous. In 
winter the White hills aro sternly se- 
rene and beautiful in their mantles of 
suow, and though less inviting than in 
summer appeal to tho imagination with 
striking effect. The variety of hill and 
valley «es such that even when tho snow 
covers the ground and nature takes on 
tho appearance of uniformity tho charm 
of tho view is not lost, but heightened. 

I have found the White mountains on 
a frosty wiuter morning, with heavy 
clouds swooping over the shoulders of 
Mount Washington, and the snow white 
peak glistening in the sun ns if it were 
covered with diamonds, irresistibly at- 
tractive to the imagination and awaken- 
ing strong emotions which could not 
easily bo controlled. There was a sever- 
ity in their outlines which never ap- 
pears when they are clothed in the ever- 
green and the browns of tho heated sea- 
son. — Donahoe’s Magazine.

AN ODD LITTLE 8T0RY 

A ROMANCE THAT ENDED IN TRAGEDY 
IN OLD NEW YORK. 

A Duel, a Girl’d Transferred Affection* And 
Two Rad Deaths — The Accidental Meet- 
ing In the Hocloty Library And the Coin- 
cidence of a Hook'd Title And Anther. 

There is an odd story connected with 
Iho New York Society library, which is 
fully as interesting as the personality of 
its patrons. Tho charter of tho insti- 
tution was granted in 1772 by George 
HI, and in those days it was a place of 
resort by tho fashionable peoplo of tho 
town.

“Pardon me,” said the stranger, 
“but were you not a soldier in his maj- 
esty’s army somo years ago, and were 
you not engaged in a hand to hand en- 
counter with an Amorican whom you 
left for dead on tho field of honor?’ ’ 

“I remember tho circumstances per- 
fectly,” was the reply. “What do you 
know of it?” 

“I am the man with whom you 
fought, and I have to thank you for 
this, ’ ’ pointing to an empty sleeve. 

“One of us had to suffer, ” was the 
reply. 

“I am aware of that,” answered the 
other, “and I can forgive it, but I can- 
not forgive or forget that you took 
from mo something more precious than 
my arm. You robbed me of my affianced 
wife. ” 

The story may be briefly told. The 
American was engaged to bo married to 
a beautiful girl, tho daughter of one 
of New York’s most prosperous mer- 
chants. Sho was good and true, and 
tho day for the marriage had been set. 
One day her lover quarreled with the 
Englishman in a place of public resort. 
The men were strangers to each other. 
A challenge followed, and it was agreed 
to meet the next morning at daybreak 
on the Jersey shore and fight with ra- 
piers. The American went home to ar- 
range his affairs and in the evening 
called on his intended bride. His un- 
usual seriousness aroused her fears, and 
she begged to know the cause. Tho 
young man, after much entreaty, told 
what he was to do on the morrow. The 
young woman swooned, and when she 
recovered found that her lover, fearing 
that ho might be dissuaded, had left 
her.

In less than a month the maiden’s 
heart had chnnged, and her affections 
were transferred. When she gave up 
her engagement ring and told the old 
lover tho name of the new one, he 
shocked her by the statement that the 
Englishman was tho man who had so 
nearly killed him. There was a great 
revulsion of feeling. The girl becamo 
ill, brain fever ensued, and she died. 

This was what the American referred 
to when he met tho Englishman in the 
old library building.

The Mountain Laurel. 

It is certainly strange that Ameri- 
can gardeners have paid so little atten- 
tion to tho mountain laurel, Kalmia 
latifolia, as a decorative plant. Probably 
there is not one laurel planted in this 
country for every thousand rhododen- 
drons and azaleas, although the flowers 
of tho laurel are not less beautiful. In- 
deed some good judges consider them 
moro beautiful than the flowers of any 
other American shrub. It is, moreover, 
an easier plant to cultivate and much 
less particular about soil and exposure. 
Ono of the reasous why it has been uog- 
locted no doubt is that it is a common, 
nativo shrub, and another is that it is 
not always an easy matter to procure 
well grown plants. Young plants con 
be dug up in tho woods, but they require 
some care and cultivation in the nurs- 
ery before becoming well established. 
Now, however, small plants covered 
with flower buds can be obtained from 
Dutch nurserymen by the thousand at 
what seems a ridiculously low price. At 
this time of the year no other shrub is 
so beuutiful in the northern states. It 
is one of tho best subjects to plant on 
tho borders of natural woods or in oth- 
er hulf wild situations, as it endures 
the shade of overhanging trees and does 
not suffer from drought. Its value as a 
decorative plant should be better known 
and moro often insisted upon. — Garden 
and Forest.

NEWTON SCHOOL EXPENSES. 


All this talk of new school houses has 
revived the discussion of what Newton 
for schools as compared with other 
cities in the Btate, and some one has 
taken the trouble to figure it out. The 
last school report puts the average cost 
per pupil for 1893, at $36.16, and also 
presents an ingenious table, showing that 
Newton only appropriates .002.90 per 
cent, of its valuation for sohool pur- 
poses, and on this basis stands fifth from 
the bottom of the list. That is one way 
of figuring and one that has been favored 
by the school authorities as the only one 
that could be adopted that would make 
a reasonably favorable showing. But 
taking the anuual report of the State 
Board of Education for 1892-3, where the 
cost of educating the pupils is given, and 
Newton heads the list by a large margin. 
The cost of educating each pupil in 
Newton is put down at $37.19. Holyoke 
stands next with $32, and Boston third 
with $31.01, and then comes Springfield 
with $29.65 and Waltham with $29.25. 
It strikes most people as a little curious 
that Newton’s expenses should be so 
much more than those of other cities 
similarly situated. Here is New Bed- 
ford, for instance, with 40.733 pupils to 
Newton’s 24,379, and the average cost is 
$25.17, with 155 teachers, while Newton 
pays $37.19, and has only 116 teachers. 
Gloucester has about the same uumber 
of pupils as Newton, with 112 teaobers, 
and yet the average cost is ouly $21.49 
per pupil. The table is very luteresting 
for purposes of comparison, and will be 
printed later. 

It has always been a matter of surprise 
that Newton’s schools should cost so out 
of all proportion to those of other cities, 
and no good and sufficient reason has 
ever been given for this excessive cost. 
Newton’s schools are excellent, but does 
any one believe that they are enough 
better than those of other cities, to ac- 
count for the excess of money expended? 

The subject has been bronght up again 
and again, and in some elections have 
turned upon this issue, but after the new 
men once get in office they are fouud to 
be just as prone to extravagant expendi- 
tures as the old members. 

These figures do not include the cost 
\>f uew buildings or night schools, but 
just the running expenses. Members of 
the board profess to b« surprised that 
there is so much opposition to schemes 
for expensive new buildings, but the ex- 
planations lies in the figures given above. 
We are paying now for school expenses 
much more than any other city in the 
Btate, and although our schools stand 
high, they are not so superior as to ac- 
count for the extra cost. People will not 
favor new buildings as long as such a 
state of things continues. 

As commissions seem to be the popular 
ithing, it might not be a bad idea to hire 
'X commission of school exports from 
other cities to look into the matter and 
explain just why we have to pay so much 
mote to educate our children than other 
cities. Then when we had the explana- 
tion we could know whether we were 
getting the full worth of our raouoy, and 
whether it would be worth while to 
make an effort to stop the leaks and get 
down to the ordinary level. It does uot 
seem to be of any use to elect members 
pledged to economy, as so far they seem 
to be totally swamped by the problem 
before them, aud outdo ev«u the old 
members in the extravagance of their 
ideas. 


The recent Republican convention in 
California adopted a plank endorsing the 
proposition that the farmer should re- 
ceive a just measure of proteotiou, and 
the plan advocated is to have the Uuited 
.States pay a portion of the costs of trans- 
portation. It argues that the price of 
wheat and other agricultural staples is 
regulated by what they will briug in 
Loudou, aud the author of the scheme, 
oue D. Lubiu, asserts that the farmer 
has to sell his products at free trade 
prices, while all he buys is a* artificially 
enhanced priceb. If the cost of trans- 
portation was reduced, prices of the 
farmers products in this couulry would 
also be enhauoed, he says, aud the 
expenses could be borne by using a 
portion of tbe receipts from customs. 
The pamphlet which ooutaius this 
plank of the California Republican 
convention, aud the arguments of Mr. 
Lubiu therefor, is entitled, “a uew 
political issue,” and takes up some 64 
pages of fine print. All will agree that 
if every other producer is protected the 
farmer ought to be, but the great 
tiouble with the scheme is that the 


farmers are so numerous and so scattered 
and most of thorn are so poor, that they 
will never able to combine and pay the 
expenses of getting their scheme through 
Congress. It is safo enough to praise 
such a scheme as this before an election 
and in political platforms, but after elec- 
tion it will be .quietly dropped, as the 
farmers can not oombine and maintain a 
big lobby at Washington aud buy up 
several senators, as the sugar trust and 
other combinations, who wish to get 
rich at the expense of the people, can af- 
ford to do. This scheme is so plainly a 
tax o® the people that the staple argu- 
ments used by the trusts, that a high 
tariff will enable them to make goods 
cheaper will appear ridioulous. If the 
farmers mean business they should form 
themselves into a political party and 
then make terms with the trusts. They 
could promise thorn votes in return for 
an agreement that the trusts would 
themselves pay tho cost of transporta- 
tion, which the trusts could easily afford 
to do, or else have the trusts pledge 
their Senators aud Representatives to 
pass a law, compelling the government 
to pay it. If the farmers were combined, 
they could enter the combination of the 
coal, and sugar and iron, aud lead and 
wool and other interests, who are en- 
trenched so solidly at Washington, but 
without such combination they will 
never succeed. Mr. Lubiu is simply de- 
luding his followers, by not making his 
scheme practical, bat it is interesting as 
showing the general desire of all classes 
to get rich by taxing some one else and 
demanding that tbe government shall as- 
sist iu their sohomes. Mr. Lubin has 
several pages of extraots from news- 
papers, at the end of his pamphlet, all 
praising his broad and statesmanlike 
views, and if he could only make_his 
ideas praotioal, as suggested above, his 
scheme .would stand a chance of suc- 
cess. 

The size of the fees paid ’’legislative 
counsel” for their work before the last 
legislature is a subject of interest, as 
showing how a man’s past public office 
holding assist him in this business. J. 
Otis Wardwell is credited with receiv- 
ing $17,100, while Ex-Gov. Long only got 
$10,500. But Mr. Wardwell had several 
strings to his bow. Ex-Gov. Russell does 
□ot make a good showing as he only got 
$600, but R. A. Southwork secured a 
total of $11,7 50 and ot her l a wyers re- 
ceived very liberal fees. Legislative 
agents as the lobbyists are uow styled, 
made enough to live on handsomely 
until another session comeB round, and 
reading over the list of big fees paid, one 
can understand why the opposition to 
biennial sessions of the legislature is so 
vigorous every time that reform comes 
up. It would cut down the salaries of 
all these legislative counsel and agents 
just one half. 


~Tiie exec utive committee of the Ue- 
publicau siate commmi ttee met Wednes- 
day and voted^that “caucuses, to choose 
delegates to all conventions to be held 
throughout the state this fall, be held 
either September IS or 19. This is about 
the usual time. This vote was in ac- 
cordance with the vote of the state com- 
mittee at its last meeting, leaving the 
matter of calling caucuses iu the hands 
of the executive committee with power 
to act. Tbe law applying to caucuses iD 
towns was interpreted by tbe committee 
to be applicable to cities outside of Bos- 
ton. 


The B istou Sunday Herald bad a full 
page illustrated article of especial inter- 
est in this section, describing tbe 
Thames erabankmeuts. and advocating a 
plan for the improvement of the Charles 
River. It was written by Arthur Warren 
and showed what a very attractiye place 
tbe banks of the Charles river coaid be 
made, not only in Boston itself, but as 
far up tbe river as Riverside. It de- 
ferred in some details from the plan al- 
ready proposed, but ouly so far as to 
show what might profitably be imitated 
of the improvements aloug the Thames. 


IMPURITIES IN FOOD. 


They Are No* as Common as Many Persons 
May .Suppose. 

Singularly exaggerated ideas concern- 
ing the adulteration of food are very 
generally held, according to Dr. H. W. 
Wiley, chemist of tho United States de- 
partment of agriculture. Sand, for in- 
stance, is not sold with sugar — at least 
in the United States. 

The granulated and lump sugars in 
the market are almost absolutely pure, 
powdered sugar sometimes, though rare- 
ly, contains a little flour or staroh, and 
low grade sugars are impuro chiefly 
through tho molasses and water they 
are made to absorb in manufacture. 

Not as good a report can be given of 
siropa There is very little pure maplo 
sirup, most of what is sold as such be- 
ing a mixture of glucose or cane sirups, 
with a small proportion of the product 
of the maple, while in an imitation ac- 
tually protected by a patent the maplo 
flavor is given by an oxtract of hickory 
bark. Liquid honey is largely adulter- 
ated with glucose. Of comb honey, 
however, only that in bottles and jars 
is impure, the old impression that oomb 
honey on tho frame is adulterated hav- 
ing been proved to be erroneous. 

Ground coffee is so largely adulterat- 
ed with chicory, peas, beans, etc., that 
it is rarely found pure, and even the 
onground berry is imitated. Tea is rare- 
ly mixed with foreign leaves, but fre- 
quently has its weight increased by the 
addition of salts of iron and copper — 
materials quite prejudicial to health. 
Cocoa and ohocolate are largely adul- 
terated with staroh and sugar, and 
products claimed to be greatly improvod 
as to digestibility may have little of the 
virtues of the original cocoa bean left 
in them. 

A danger in canned goods is the use 
of adulterated tin, whioh may contain 
as high as 12 per cent of lead, the or 
ganio salts formed by the corrosion of 
the lead being always poisonous. The 
Qomipon practice of coloring canned 
peas with copper is very objectionable. 
The use of preservatives, suoh as sali- 
cylic acid, is not without risk, while an 
occasional source of danger is the devel- 
opment of nitrogenous bodies called 
ptomaines in preserved meats. The 
above aro illustrations of the principal 
food adulterations, whioh, though bad 
enough, are insignificant in comparison 
with tho startling reports that have 
been published. Much the greater part 
of foods we eat is pure and wholesome.

A Strange Incident In the Closing Scenes of 
a Murderer's Life. 

"I can recall a strange incident that 
has never found its way into print,” 
said a member of the New York con- 
gressional delegation to a Post reporter. 
“It happened in Long Island, iu the 
Qneens county jail, aud, to say the least, 
is tinged with a strangeness. Patrick 
Casey, a Long Island City policeman, 
was an inmate of the jail, under Che 
sentenco of death for the deliberate 
murder of his superior officer, Sergeant 
Cumiskey. The representative in con- 
gress from the First congressional dis- 
trict of New York, James W. Covert, 
was Casey’s counsel and succeeded in 
having his sentence commuted to im- 
prisonment for life. Ou the day Casey 
was sentenced to death a pure white 
dove flew in the courtroom window aud 
alighted on his shoulder. 

“The dove refused to be removed, ac- 
companied Casey back to his cell aud 
became his constant companion. At the 
same time Charles Rngg, the notorious 
negro murderer, was also an inmate of 
the jail, awaiting trial for the murder 
of Mrs. Lydia Maybe aud her daughter. 
Just previous to the day set for his trial 
Rngg escaped from the jail, but two 
days later was captured and returned tc 
the jail. The day of his capture was the 
day set for Casey’s removal to Sing 
Sing to serve his life sentence. As he 
was being taken from the jail and while 
in the sheriff’s office being prepared for 
his journey Rugg was led in by his 
captrurers. All this time the dove had 
been perched ou Casey’s shoulder, but 
as soon as Rugg was led in the dove flew 
from Casey’s shoulder aud over to Rugg, 
alighting on his shoulder, cooing as if 
it had found a long lost friend. 

“All offorts on the part of Casey to 
oall it back were in vain, and as Rugg 
was led back to the cell from which ho 
escaped the dove went with him. It re- 
mained with him up to the morning of 
the execution. On that morning as Rugg 
marched up tho scaffold the dove was 
perched ou his shoulder aud remaiuod 
there until the black cap was drawn 
over his face. As soon as that was done 
tho dove flew out one of the jail win- 
dows aud was never seen around the 
jail again. ” — Washington Post.

'A BOOK’S CLOTHING. 

BINDINGS MADE FROM THE SKIN OF 
HUMAN BEINGS. 

Thomas Carlyle’s Gruff Speech at the Dln- 
ner Party — A IK*ck of Cards Made From 
the Skin of Indians— The Troublesome 
“Hookworms" and Their Ravages. 


THIS IS NEW YORK. 


A Picture of the Metropolis as Drawn by an 
English Artist. 

I regard with interest tho custom 
house officer, tho first American I have 
seen on nativo soil, and can scarcely an- 
swer his questions for staring. Ho is a 
handsome, weary man, exactly liko one 
of Leech’s volunteer officers of 1860, 
and ho writes rapidly, holding tho pen 
between the first and seoond fingers. 

There’s Bartholdi’s gigantio statue at 
last, and there aro tho piers and swing 
of Brooklyn bridge. Sam has fastened 
up all my Inggnge, and wo shake hands 
heartily. I shall never forget him and 
the oranges he brought mo stuck on a 
fork. 

As I go down the gangway a crowd 
of faces look up at me from the dock. 

A twinkling Irishman darts at me with 
a telegraph form and a pencil. Ho 
leaves them with me, with a sweet, wist- 
ful smile, and rushes away after others. 
My luggage is all waiting for me un- 
der my initial in the huge shed. I have 
to open every trunk and bag and watch 
large, dirty hands play over my clean 
linen. Sam comes to shake hands with 
me again and gets me an Irishman and 
a truck to take my luggage to a fly. An 
Irishman opens the door; on Irishman 
drives me. The first shop I see is Michael 
Feeney’s saloon bar. 
r I drive jolting over tramway lines, 
undGr elevated railways, between piles 
of snow ns high as the early walls of 
JRome. I see an unmistakable Irish po- 
liceman, in a helmet with a turned 
down brim, regarding with admiration 
» a colored lady sauntering through the 
slush of the sidewalk in goloshes. We 
are nearly smashed by a cable car slink- 
ing along, ringing a funereal clanging 
belL I see a disused lamppost, with a 
dark red letter box fastened to it; next, 
a tall, black, electric light pola On 
the lamppost I read, on one side, Fifth 
avenue; on the other, East Twenty-sixth 
street On tho top of a huge building 
there’s a huge sky sign advertising 
certain cigarettes. On the face of 
it three large clocks tell the time in 
London, New York and Denver. As we 
jolt past, up Fifth avenue, I read on a 
board, “Oh, Mamie, won’t you take 
your honey boy to see Peter F. Dailey 
in ‘A Country Sport?’ ’’ This is New 
York. — Comiiill Magazine.

Temperature of the Earth. 

Goldthwaite’s Geographical Maga- 
zine is authority for the statement that 
the temperature of the earth increases 
one degree on an average for each 66 
feet of descent iuto its iuterior, basing 
its conclusions on observations made at 
tho great shaft at Sporenberg, Germauy, 
whioh is the deepest boring ever made 
by man — 4,172 feet. At such a rate of 
Increase the earth’s temperature of only 
300 miles is 18,000 degrees above the 
zero of Fahrenheit’s thermometer. One 
curious point in this connection is that 
18,000 degrees is Professor Hosetti’s es- 
timate of tho probable temperature of 
the sun. — St. Louis Republic.

To bo strong backed and neat 
bound,’’ says Charles Lamb, “is tho de- 
sideratum of a volume. Magnificence 
comes after.’’ In spite, however, of this 
axiom of the gentle Elia, not a few of 
this well thumbed, torn and dog’s eared 
favorites turned their backs to tho spec- 
tator, coverless. Upon a goodly row of 
encyclopedias and books which aro no 
books the jealous essayist bnrst forth: 

I confess that it moves my spleen to 
see these things in books’ clothing 
perched upon shelves, like falso saints, 
usurpers of true shrines, intruders into 
the sanctuary, * * * set out in an ar- 
ray of Russia or Mnrocco, when a tithe 
of that good leather would comfortably 
reclothe my shivering folios, would 
renovato Paracelsus himself and en- 
able old Raymnnd Lully to look liko 
himself in the world. I never seo theso 
impostors but I long to strip them to 
warm my ragged veterans in their 
spoils.’’ 

Of curios in the way of binding there 
exist in England several examples. In 
the Exeter muse um there is to be found 
a volume bonnd in the skin of George 
Cudmore, who was i#ecntod in 1830 for 
poisoning his wife. In tho librnry of 
Bury St, Edmunds there is a “Life of 
Corder, ’’ a murderer, bound in a pieco 
of his own skin. In the library of Mex- 
borough House there were formerly two 
books bonnd in tho skin of Mary Bate- 
man, tho Yorkshire witch who was 
hanged early in this century. 

In 1821 a man named Horwood suf- 
fered the extreme penalty for the mur- 
der of a girl, and the following trades- 
man’s account of a book in the infirmary 
library explains itself: 

“Bristol, June, 1828. — Richard 
Smith, Esq., Dr. to H. H. Essex. To 
binding in the skin of John Horwood a 
variety of papers relating to him, £1 
10s. , the same being lettered in Latin on 
each side of the book ‘The True Skin of 
John Horwood. ’ ” 

Whether the skins of hardened crint 
inals are more easily curried and dressed 
than those of ordinary mortals I must 
confess I am unable to judge. 

It was at a dinner party that Thomas 
Carlyle gave vent to his opinion as to 
binding books with human skins. The 
dyspeptio sage had so far sat in morose 
silence. An unpleasant feeling hung 
over the party, many of whom_had^been 
specially invite! £6 hear Tiis erratic 
views. A genial old gentleman was en- 
deavoring to infuse a little warmth into 
the assemblage by playfully remarking 
to a young political enthusiast who sat 
beside him, ‘ ‘The British people can af- 
ford to laugh at theories. ’’ 

This remark woke up Carlyle, and 
speaking for the first and only time 
during the evening he observed in his 
usual ill bred way: “Sir, tho French 
nobility of 100 years ago said they could 
afford to laugh at theories. Then came 
a man who wrote a book called ‘The 
Social Contract. ’ The man was called 
Jean Jacques Rousseau, and his book 
was a theory and nothing but a theory. 
Tho nobles could laugh at thiB theory, 
but their skius went to bind the second 
edition of this book. ’ ’ 

It is a matter of fact that during the 
horrors of the French revolution tanner- 
ies were established in various parts of 
France where the skins of the victims of 
the guillotine were tanned, and many of 
these were used to bind books on account 
of the fine grained surface exhibited aft 
er being curried. 

At tlfo Chicago exhibition one of the 
curious exhibits was a pack of playing 
cards which had been manufactured 
from the skin of some captured Indians. 

I remember to have seen at an old curi- 
osity shop on New Oxford street only a 
few years ago a piece of hard, dry, 
tongh, leathery skin, which, I was as- 
sured, was the tanned hide of a Maori. 
The tattoo marks were plainly visible 
on its surface, and on examining it with 
a powerful glass the grain of the human 
skin was clearly shown. 

In speaking of the binding of books 
one cannot refrain from alluding in pass- 
ing to the enemies of books — enemies 
that usually make their depredations 
upon bindings. These insects, popularly 
known as bookworms, are found in pa- 
per, leather and parchment. The larvm 
of Crainbus pingniualis will establish 
themselves upon the binding of a book, 
and spinning a robe will do it little in- 
jury. A mite— Acarus ernditus — eats 
the paste that fastens tit* paper over tho 
edges of the binding and so Iooscuh it 
The caterpillar of another littlo moth 
takes its station in damp, old books be 
tween the leaves and there commits 
great ravages. Burns has addressed to 
these bookworms an epigram which be- 
trays the cynical humor of the poet: 
Through and through the inspired leaves 
Ye maggots make your windings;

The “death watch” is likewise accused 
of being u depredator of b/toks, at least 
according to tho statement* of tho keeper 
of the Ashmolean museum, Oxford. —

A LARGE DEATH RATE. 


There has been an unusual increase in 
the death rate iu Newton during the last 
few weeks and a comparison with the 
monthly death rate for throe years past 
shows that the monthly record for July 
exceeds that of any previous month since 
1890. 

The increased mortality is not in any 
way attributable to infectious diseases, 
for there has been no recent epidemic, 
and the books of the board of health 
show only two cases of this nature in the 
city, one of measles and one of scarlet 
fever. 

Agent Brimbleoom said to a Graphic 
representative, that it seemed simply a 
more rapid dying off than is usual and 
almost without exoeptlon the oauses are 
of an ordinary nature. The inteuse heat 
of the past few weeks seemed to have 
little to do with it, as might have been 
supposed, for the diseases brought on by 
warm weather are no more prominent 
than others. 

A PHENOMENAL WEEK. 

The number of deaths during the last 
few days of July was almost phenom- 
enal. Between Saturday morning, July 
28, and Tuesday night, July 31, only 
four days, there were 14 deaths. Taking 
the number uo to Friday night, August 
3, there were 20 since the previous Satur- 
day. These were reported to the board 
of health as follows: Saturday, July 28, 
5; Sunday, 2; Monday, 5; Tuesday, 3; 
Wednesday, 2; Thursday, 0; Friday, 3. 
Between Aug. 1 and Aug. 0 there have 
been no less than 17 deaths, which seems 
to predict a large rate for the present 
month. 

The month of July exceeds in number, 
as we stated, any month in the past three 
years. The week ending July 7, 8 were 
reported, July 14, 9; July 21, 12; July 28, 
14; July 31, 9; total for the month, 52. 
As compared with the earlier months of 
the year these statistics will prove of 
interest: 

January, 42; February, 27; March, 44; 
April, 35; May, 20; June, 21; July, 52. 

FOR THREE YEARS. 

For three years past is given below the 
records for July in each year and also 
the months in which the largest numbe: 
of doaths occurred during the year: 

1891. Iu July, 37; in Deoember, high- 
est rate, 39. ^ 

1S92. Iu July, 43; in January, highest 
rate, 50. Tne latter month was during 
an epidemic of diptheria. 

1893. In July, 41; in November, high- 
est rate, 40. 

1894. In July, 52, of the 52 reported 
for July of this year 24 are under 5 years 
of age aud the remainder run in age as 
high as 95 years. 

There has also been an unusual in- 
crease among tbe hospital patients and 
11 of the 52 reported, died at the Newton 
hospital. 

The average normal death rate of the 
city is about 7 per week or oue each day, 
hut since July first the average during a 
portion ot the mouth was quadrupled. 
The average death rate from July first 
to last uight is 1.85 and tbe total num- 
ber of deaths during that petiod of 40 
days, is 74.

8PONTANEOU9 COMBUSTION. 

Remarkable Cases of Its Ocenrrenoe In and 
Effect on Human Bodies. 

Medical literature of this country as 
well as that of England and continental 
Europe relates many remorkablo in- 
stances of the spontaneous combustion 
of the human body. In all such cases, 
which are the more interesting on ac- 
count of their comparative rarity, the 
victim has been a person addicted to the 
immoderate use of spirituous liquors, 
either as a beverage or in the form of a 
bath. Little by little all the water and 
other liquids of the body are replaced by 
alcohol, and then all that is necessary 
to cause a catasirophe is to find some 
means of applying flame to the spiritons 
gases which are escaping from every 
pore. Occasionally the breath of the 
poor victim is fired while lighting a 
pipe or a cigar, or it may be that a 
flame comes in contact with and lights 
the alcoholic vapors which are escaping 
from some other portion of the body. 
When once the fire is applied, a bluish 
flame extends very rapidly to all parts 
of the body, leaving it a shapeless mass 
of charred flesh and calcined bones. In 
many instances attempts have been 
made to extinguish the flames with wa- 
ter, but always without success. When 
the affected parts of the victim are 
touched, a fatty matter attaches itself to 
the finger, still continuing to burn and 
giving off a very disagreeable odor, 
something similar to that which arises 
from burning a mixture of horn, hair 
and wool. 

During all this time a thick black 
smoke arises from the body and attaches 
itself to the surface of all objects with 
which it comes in contact, the “set- 
tlings” from it being in tho form of a 
swoat, unctuous to the touch aud of an 
unbearable fetor. In the majority of 
such cases combustion is only arrested 
when the flesh has been reduced to 
cracklings and the bone to powder. 
Vincent, in his “Curiosities Respecting 
Man, ’’says, “Commonly the feet and 
portion of the head are not burned, but 
usually when the combustion is finished 
it is difficult to believe that the inciner- 
ated mass is all that is left of a human 
body. ” — St Louis Republic.

Tho English Drummer Compared With Hi* 
Fellow Salesman lu America. 

The commercial traveler iu England 
is little different from his American 
brother, pursuing the same lino of pol- 
icy in “getting there” so far as scouring 
trade is concerned. His invariable rule, 
however, is that his first price giveu to 
a local merchant is his lost and only 
ona There is uo going iu the morning 
with an offer and then in the afternoon 
with an extra inducement to moke the 
trada This being tho invariable rule, it 
saves much labor and apprehension in 
the mind of the buyer that he bos not 
done so well as ho could have done with 
more diplomacy. 

Everything is done for the comfort of 
tho traveler, aud at the hotels a special 
apartment called the commercial room 
is sot apart for his exclusive usa In this 
room smoking is prohibited until 9 p. 
m. , a place being devoted to that pur- 
pose at other times. The traveler takes 
his meals in the commeroial room, the 
diuuer being a set affair in which all 
travelers in tho hquse generally partici- 
pate. The oldest man is at tho head of 
the tablo and is called the president, 
while at the foot is the youngest man, 
and ho is termed vice president Selec- 
tions of food are often mude by vote, 
and two or three will club together for 
special dishes or wines, the president 
generally putting the question. 

A diuuer costs iu this way from 50 to 
75 oents aud other meals iu proportion, 
very good food and service being had 
throughout Great Britain and Ireland 
at these prices. At these dinners and in 
the general conversation uo introduction 
of oue to the other, if strungers, is

THE FIRST STRIKE ON RECORD. 

It Occurred In Home nnd Took I’lnce In 
the Year 300 It. C. 

Livy, in hia famous book, “The An- 
nnls,’’ 0, 80, relates in the following 
suggestive words tho story of a singular 
strike which occurred in Romo in the 
yoar 800 B. C. and was probably tho 
first, strike over known: 

That yoar oocurrod an event little 
worthy of being rolatod, and which I 
Would pass in silence had it not appeared 
as involvinffreligion. Tho fluto players, 
dissatisfied because the latost censors 
had forbidden thorn to take part in tho 
banqnet in Jupiter’s temple, according 
to tho ancient custom, withdrew, every 
one of them, to Tibnr, so thnt nobody 
was loft at Romo to play during tho sac- 
rifices. This incident shocked tho reli- 
gions sentiment of tho senato, and tho 
senntors sent messengers to invito tho in- 
habitants of Tibnr to make every effort 
in order that the players should be re- 
stored to tho Romans. The Tiburtinos, 
having promised not to negleot any- 
thing necessary for that purpose, caused 
the flute players to come to the place 
where tho senate met and exhorted them 
to go back to Rome. Seeing that they 
could not prevail upon them to do so, 
they employed a strategom in keoping 
with their character. 

On a day of festival, under pretext 
that music would increaso the joy of the 
feast, every citizen invited the fluto 
players individually to his house, and 
wine, of which peoplo of that profession 
are usually fond, was given to them in 
such quantities that they fell into a 
deep sleep. They were then thrown into 
wagons and transported to Roma They 
only became aware of what had hap- 
pened on the day after, when dawn 
surprised them lying on the carts, 
which had been left in the forum. A 
large crowd had assembled, and they 
were induced to promisjjKliat they would 
remain at Romo. The right of attend- 
ing the banquets was restored to these 
flute players. — New York Tribuna

An Unappreciated Milk Producer Whose 
Forage Is Cheap. 

The goat as a mlik producer is hardly 
appreciated in this country. But in tho 
old world the family goat is only less 
esteemed than the family cow. Tho milk 
is considered better than that from Jer- 
sey cows for culinary purposes. 

There is, moreover, one great advan- 
tage in goat keeping over cows. It is 
this — that a cow usually provides a 
much larger quantity of milk than can 
be utilized in its natural state in the 
household, the consequence being that 
either a portion must be converted into 
butter so many times a week, necessitat- 
ing labor which is not always profitable 
and frequently unsatisfactory in its re- 
sults, or some of the milk has to be sold, 
entailing other inconveniences. 

With a goat, on the contrary, this 
difficulty can never arise. A good speci- 
men will generally provide a small 
household with enough milk for general 
use during eight months of the year. 
Were the plpn once started no doubt 
many American village dwellers who 
cannot afford to keep a cow would find 
that a milk goat would answer the pur- 
pose fairly well. 

Goats will consumo leaves and rough 
forage that cows will not touch, and 
they are sure to got a good living so 
long as any digestible material is with- 
in their reach. — G. C. Hills in Massa- 
chusetts Plough.

An Orang-Outang's Nest. 

The nest of an orang-outang has 
been placed in the Natural History mu- 
seum at Berlin by Professor E. Saleukn, 
and Professor Mobins has discussed it 
in tho Berlin academy. Professor Salon 
ka removed the nest himself from a tree 
in Borneo. Tho nest, which was situ- 
ated about 80 feet from tho ground, in 
the crotch of a tree 45 feet high and 
abont one foot in diameter, measured 4 ^ 
feet long, and 1 to 2% feet wide, by about 
7 inches high. It is made of 20 to 25 
branches locked and twined together 
and is lurgo enough for a fully grown 
oraug to lie in it at full length, though 
this monkey probably always sleeps as 
it does in captivity, with legs drawu up 
and arms crossed over its body. The so 
called nests of tho orangs aro not skill- 
fully built huts or closed shelters for 
newborn young, hut simply sleeping 
places, as many careful observers of 
these moukeys in Borneo have estab- 
lished. — Leipsio Gaea. 

A Unique Handkerchief.

LETTER FROM A NEWTON BOY 0!f 
BOA RD THE TRAINING SHIP “ENTER- 
PRISE." 


London. Eng., July 29, 1894. 

Dear folk* at home: — According to the 
old Romans, “If you are well it is well, 
I am well.” 

The old ship is lying id the Mersey 
river, at Liverpool, and five of the 
choicest cadets are iu Loudon. We pat 
into Falmouth, England, July 11th and 
the next morniDg Railed for Havre arriv- 
ing there the 13tb. 

We sailed for Liverpool July 21 and 
arrived there the 24th. 

The 27tb we went ashore and visited 
tbe dockn and then came up here. 

We secured rooms and turned in at 
12.30 that night after seeing some of the 
sights. It would be of no use for me to 
describe London, when we get home I 
will tell you all about it. 

In Havre there was hardly anything to 
see as it is just a shipping port and there 
is uo other business of any kind. Two 
of my chums have been in London be- 
fore and we would be ail at sea without 
them as guides.

Malaria In Newton. 

The result of drawing off the water in 
the Charles river, so far below tbe usual 
level, by a Waltham manufacturing com- 
pany, is evident in the many cases of 
malaria amoog those who reside near the 
river. There are but few cases outside 
of this district. 

Dr. Curtis, chairman of the Newton 
board of health, is quoted as saying that 
tbe matter should be attended to by the 
state board of health. The cause, ao- 
cording to his statement, was within the 
proviuce of Waltham. The river had 
been lowered by the large manufac- 
tures in Waltham, Dr. Curtis stated, 
which drained the river for the purpose 
of running their plants. 

It has been predicted that the ex- 

E osure of so much river mud along the 
auks would produce sickness, and un- 
fortunately the prediction seems to have 
been verified. 

The unusually hot weathor, with the 
receut rains and humid atmosphere 
with the low water in the river, make 
conditions very favorable for the de- 
velopment of malaria, and it is said that 
the doctors are bavins a great number of 
cases to attend to. The Waltham people 
have paid but little attention to the 
remonstrances which have been made to 
tbe draining of the river, but as it has 
produced a great deal of sickness, it 
would se^rn as if the State board of 
health bad the power to forbid lowering 
the water below a safe point, aud to 
have such a rule obeyed. No manufac- 
turing company has any legal right to 
turn four or five miles of river into a 
nuisance and a fertile breeding place, 
from which disease may be spread all 
about the district.

This does not include the 
night schools, or the cost of now build- 
ings or any but the regulation expenses. 
Tho question is asked why are the 
schools of Newton so costly? Also if 


there is not a leak somewhere that could 
be stopped without at all injuring the 
excellence of our schools? Aud are tho 
schools of Newton so much bettor than 
those of other cities as the extra cost 
would imply? A good many people 
think that the answers to these ques- 
tions would not be favorable.

Associated Charities. 

It is a generally received opinion that 
there is very little charitable work to be 
done in the summer. Possibly this might 
be true if everybody stayed at home, 
and all the charitable agencies were at 
work as usual. Divided among so many 
the work might seem very much lighter 
than in the winter, but under existing 
circumstances, the city almoner and the 
secretary of the Associated Charities 
are beginning to realize that their bur- 
den is rather increased than diminished 
during the summer months. Not only 
are quite as many, if not more, cases 
brought to their notice, but they are of a 
more complicated kind, neediug much 
anxious thought to be wisely dealt with. 
To render the task more difficult, the 
opportunities for consultation and dis- 
cussion are very few. The clergymen, 
the directors of the various charitable 
societies, the clear-headed advisors, the 
ready givei s,are almost all away, scattered 
from Houolulu to Rome, an i what is 
done must be done out of the resources, 
material and mental, of a very few in- 
dividuals. Of course, the city authori 
ties have always a fund of money to 
draw upon, but if the giviug of material 
aid was always the right and wise thing 
to do, the work of charity would be 
much easier aud simpler than it is in 
fact. 

There is one problem confronting the 
charity workers in Newton, possibly not 
so much as in some other places, but 
frightfully often, upon which they need 
the help of every thoughtful citizen, 
man or woman. Stating it in its narrow- 
est limits, it is this: What shall be done 
with the families, of which I could at 
this morneut name six, of men who have 
been actually arrested and convicted of 
drinkiug, or selliug liquor, or both, aud 
sent to jail, leaving their families desti- 
tute? Usually tlie wife is not able to 
work, or she caunot leave her tittle chil- 
dren. Possibly she can work, and tries 
to get work. There is not half enough 
work to go rouud this summer. There 
never is enough to go ruuud in July aud 
August, that is one result of the summer 
wanderings, but this summer there is 
less than ever, aud more women to do it. 
What is to become of these women aud 
children? The poor people say, even 
the steady and industrious amoug them: 
“The city has seut their fathers to jail, 
let the city support them.” The laws of 
the state forbid any city allowiug auy 
person within its borders to starve, so 
the city must feed them. Now, imagine 
auotbei father, not very fond of work, 
inclined to drink, taking a view of tho 
situation. This is what he can say to 
himseif: There is not any ea. ter way of 
making money tb tu by selliug liquor. If 
1 am sharp enough 1 shall not gut caught. 
If I do get caught, and am sent to jail, 
the city will support my family. What 
he thinks of his own life while he is in 
jail, is more than I know’, though it dues 
not seem to he a very deteiring prospect, 
but that this is his process ol reasoning 
about his family, l do know. 

Well, citizens < f Newton, what are we 
to do? We blame tho police if they 
do uot arrest the liquor seller. We 
blame the courts if he is uot couvicled 
and punished. We blame the charity- 
workers if his family suffers. Do we 
not? Perhaps uot all of us, for I know 
of one rhuu who said to his wife when 
she asked him for money for such a 
family: “Do you tbiuk that 1 am goiug 
to vote every year for No License in 
Newton aud then suppoit the families of 
the men sent to jail tor selliug liquor?" 

But these p jor women aud children 
must uot starve. What are we to di ? 

Just as a suggestiou to set your minds 
a-workiug, let us suppose we do this: 

First, if the woman knows how to 
work, aud is m a condition to work, aud 
cau leave her children, let us give her 
work; for sweet charity’s sake, g.ve her 
work, dear people, and do your econo- 
wiziug in some other way. One Midi 
problem has been thus solved witinu 
three weeks. 

But if she caunot work, and it there 
are no relatives who can or will cure for 
her, if she is penuiles* md helpless and 
hopeless, let us send her aud her cbil 
died to l lie almshouse. It sounds hard 
aud cruel, hut it is uot so hard aud cruel 
as it sounds. Our almshouses are uot 


all they ought to be, perhaps; they cer- 
tainly are not what they would be if you 
took more interest in them, dear friends, 
but these poor creatures will be more 
comfortable in them than the uncertain 
charities of the outside woild usually 
makes them. It is a disgrace! If the 
man feels it a disgrace sure to come upon 
his family, may it not give him pause? 
At any rate think of it frieuds, tbiuk it 
over well, before you tell us what you 
think. Do not confine your thinking to 
the six oases now iu hand, but tliiuk that 
there will be twelve casts uext mouth, 
and perhaps a hundred next year, if 
something is uot done to stop the evil, 
and let yourselves realize that it is not 
the relieving of the sufferings of the 
few, but the preventing of the sufferings 
of the many, that is the problem we 
should be trying hardest to solve. 

And if we may uot do this, what shall 
we do?

Steam Gauge*. 

A writer in Machinery points out the 
fact, us ascertained by examination, thut 
but very few steam gauges are correct 
throughout tho whole raugo of the scale 
and remarks that in testing a gauge it 
is desirable to make the pressure at 
which steam is usually carried tho most 
important point to be detormimd. A 
gauge may bo correct at low pressure 
and not so at higher pressures, and the 
reverse may also be fouud, especially 
Vvith gauges that have been in use some 
time. By many it is not considered ad- 
visable to use a gauge for recording pres- 
sures as high as thut shown on the dial, 
us few springs will stand such an ex- 
tension without becoming permanently 
set, to a certain extent, this being es- 
pecially the case with tho cheaper 
gauges. It is, according to this writer, 
not a difficult mutter to devise means 
for comparing with a test gauge any 
kind of force pump serviugthe purpose, 
or the bol)er feed pump may be util- 
ized. Again, guuges cun be tested by fit- 
ting them to a piece of leud pipe, a 
gauge at either end, the pipe being bent 
to bring the gauges vertically. 


A HOUSE OF FREAKS. ! 

THE QUEER WHIMS OF AN ECCENTRIC 
RESIDENT OF CHICAGO.

llo Han Money to Kpi'nil nn<l Pay* It Ont 
For Work Upon n Hotel Wlileh In Altrml 
an Often an Once n Year, bnt Which Hon 
Never Ileen Occupied. 

On a certain west side street there 
stands a big white four story building. 
Ono would say it was an apartment 
house wero it not that it seems to Iks 
empty. But each spring and fall signs 
of life invest the place. Workmen in 
bluo overalls and jumpers como in 
gangs. Wagons drivo up and unload 
lnmlver, bricks and mortar. Windows 
and doors are opened, and the enrs of 
tho peoplo in tho vicinity aro grocted 
with tho sound of hammer and saw. 
Wero this building to bo destroyed a 
landmark would disappear, and wero 
its owner to dio Chicago would lose one 
of its characters. 

Possessed of an ample fortune, this 
man, who may bo called Colonel Per- 
kins, gratifies some of tho queerest 
whims which ever burdened mortal 
man or caused a mirthful public no end 
of amusement This building is tho ob- 
ject on which the colonel works his own 
sweet will, and its interior lias probably 
worn more different aspects within the 
last flvo yours than any other building 
in this city. 

For heaven ouly knows how many 
years the colonel has intended to open a 
hotel. Onco always and sometimes twice 
every year workmen aro engaged, ma- 
terial purchased, and for a few weeks 
great bustle and confusion go ou within 
tho white walls.

When 
ho camo home, he hired workmen, aud 
a part of them ho put ou the staircase. 
Tho men started to work with sandpa- 
per and pumice stone to take off the old 
paint and varnish. The colonel stopped 
them. They must scrape it with glass, 
he said. The foreman tried to explain 
that they could do it quicker aud better 
their way, bnt to uo purpose. It would 
not do. It must be scraped with glass. 
Ho was paying for that staircase, and he 
was going to have it done his way. So 
the men got pieces of broken glass and 
began to scrape. From moruiug till 
night a half dozen men scraped and 
scratched away with bits of glass. They 
finished the work in time, but the sum 
which it cost tho colonel was some- 
thing prodigious. 

Then ho concluded that a furnaco in 
a house was a poor idea, so he had that 
taken out aud the registers stuffed up. 
Ho said when he opened his hotel he 
would furnish the guests with caudles, 
and they could havo stoves if they chose 
to pay for them. The cheapest room in 
the houso was to be $'i a day. 

Personally Colonel Perkins does not 
like running water in a room. There- 
fore ho has had it shut off in his room 
and a basin set in the stationary bowl.

Instead of sending the 
things out to be fixed he had men come 
to tho house. The mattresses, pillows 
and furniture were all ripped open, aud 
tho contents he had the men pile in one 
room. Half way to tho ceiling was a 
heap of hay, corn husks, curled hair 
aud excelsior, and there it remuius to 
this day, or at least a part of it is in 
that room. A portion, through careless- 
ly opened doors and windows, has been 
blown through tho rest of the house. 
The frames of tho furniture also hod to 
bo all Bcrapod with glass, and the cost 
was something like three times what 
Dow furniture would cost.

E ys he will embody imdiis hotel is doors 
hich sink into tho floor. He proposes 
havo the doors fitted bo that by press- 
ing a button they will sink into 
grooves until the top is flush with tho 
floor. Pressure upon another button 
brings them up again. 

F Whenever he intends to go on a trip* 
his trunks aro packed and sent on ex-' 
hotly three days l>ef$y;o he loaves. If by 
liny accident the baggage is delayed oue< 
[lay, tho colouel postpone* his departure' 
just one duy. — Chicago Tribune.

SCHOOL EXPENSES. 


coal and iron cotnbinationa, and tho faot 
that tho exorbitant profits of these 
monopolies were out down at all is a 
matter for congratulation. Tho wholo 
affair has drawn attention to the great 
dancer that threatens the integrity of 
our government, and it has been made 
so prominent that the people will uot 
soon forget it. The reputation of the 
Senate has been so clouded with all 
these scandals and storios of corruption 
and bribery, that scarcely a member of 
that body c.to escape suspicion, and the 
result will propably be ns disastrous to 
the Senators as the Credit Mobelier 
scandal. It is hardly possible that such 
a bitter lesson will be disregarded, and 
more careful attention will probably be 
given hereafter to the kind of men who 
are sent to the Senate. The folly of 
eleoting men simply for their wealth has 
been abundantly proven. 


A good deal of interest has been 
aroused by the figures in regard to the 
cost of our schools, quoted last week, and 
the table showing the comparative ex- 
pense in each city of the state is given 
on another page. One gentlemau says 
our schools are not enough better than 
those of other cities to account for the 
extra cost and suggests that there 
must be a large leak somewhere. He also 
says that the recent change of having 
one head master for several schools is a 
great misfortune, as by it children are 
deprived of the master’s instruction, and 
the highest grade is made no better than 
the lower ones. On account of 
change children are said to have been 
withdrawn from the public schools and 
sent to private schools. 

One member of the school board who 
was spoken to of this question of ex- 
travagant cost, said that figures could be 
twisted to prove anything and doubted 
if our schoels cost mure lhau those of 
other cities. Perhaps the table of 
figures printed today may give him some 
valuable information. The cost of 
schools per pupil seems to be the fairest 
test that can be given, although for ob- 
vious reasons it has never been made the 
basis of comparison in the Newton 
school reports. They adopt as the 
standard of comparison the percentage 
of valuation appropriated to public 
schools, which looks favorable to our 
school management, simply because New- 
ton is one of the wealthiest oities in the 
state. There is a pretty loud demand 
for costly school bouses from every sec- 
tion, but before any mote are built, it is 
important to know whether we are now 
getting the worth of our money, or 
whether there are uot many extravagant 
methods which could be out down with- 
out at all impairing the excellence of our 
school. 


Education used to be considered the 
panacea for all troubles, but since educa- 
tion has become so widespread, it is seen 
that som ething m o re is n eeded to make 
a’Ynan a good citizen. ProFT” Chas. Eliot 
Norton in his address at the Ashfield re- 
union, this week, said: . JV.AICJtt 

The fateful summer which is drawiiig 
to its close has beeu full of instructive 
object lessons in this respect. Debs and 
Sovereign have shown that they have en- 
joyed abundance of school training and 
that they possess, in large measure, what 
passes for intelligence. Gormau and 
Hill and the whole pack of conspirators 
against the publio welfare iu the Senate 
of the United States c m read aud write 
and do uot lack a so called intelligence. 
Neither did the assassin of President 
Caruot. 

It is not, then, geueral popular educa- 
tion, nor what passes by the name of in- 
telligence, that will secure the welfare of 
a community. The intelligence that has 
a saving power must be enlightened and 
inspired by moral sense. 

* * * « * 

The intelligence is confronted with new 
problems, the doctrine of individual 
freedom and inalienable rights has been 
this I pressed to extravagant and disastrous 
conclusions. And the doctrine needed 
today for the improvement of the social 
order is not that of the right of man as 
an individual, but of the responsibilities 
of man as a member of society. 

Tho social interest of the civilized 
world today, the dangers which threaten 
our own national existence, the mad 
follies of Debs and his slaves, the corrup- 
tion in public life, the widespread dis- 
honesty in private affairs, are all more or 
less the result of the perversion of the 
doctrine of the freedom and rights of 
the individual aud of the stunted sense 
of social responsibility. 


THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 


There are many inquiries as to the 
present status of the movement to 
abolish grade crossings, but as far as can 
be discovered it is just where it was six 
months ago. Tbe matter came up be- 
fore the Superior Court last June, and at 
the request of the city authorities it was 
postponed to enable the city government 
to get further testimony iu favor of de- 
pressed tracks. Some of the railroads 
about New York were said to have in- 
augurated the policy of depressing their 
tracks aud the committee of the city 
government iu charge of the matter were 
to make a trip for the purpose of seeing 
what was doue and securing some ex- 
perts to testify as to the feasibility oft be 
plan for Newton.. 

Tbe whole matter appears to have 
been dropped with tbe postponement of 
the case, aud it appears to be eveu more 
difficult to secure auy action on this im 
portaii t m liter than it wis to get a tariff 
bill through tbe National Senate. Every 
plan that is proposed appears to find a 
sort of “sugar trust” in the way, as soon 
as there is a prospect of action beiug 
taken, aud thus the improvement has 
been effectually blocked. WLat with 
those who always prefer some other plan 
than tbe one proposed, and with the rail- 
road corporation which seems to be per- 
fectly willing to let things remain as 
'they are, tbeie does not seem to be much 
prospect ot immediate action. 

If Washington street is to be widened 


There are some rumors stirring about 
city politics, and a number of men are 
talked of for mayor, among them Aider- 
man Bothfekl, ex-Alderman Harbacb, 
ex-Alderman Johnson and Aldermen 
Hunt and Rumery. Tbe latter is said to 
be favored as the workingmau’s candi- 
date, and some say he will be one of the 
nomiuees, no matter who is put forward 
as the other. There ought to be two 
candidates in the field, iu auy evenr, so 
as to give a little interest to the election. 
Ir is evident enough that although the 
city election is some months off wires 
are already being pulled for position in 
the race, aud possibly something may 
come of it. It is also said that a candi- 
date is to appear from Ward Five, that 
ward never haviug had a mayor, and 
that the politicians there think that 
Waid Two has already had more thau its 
share of mayors. 


The articles in the daily papers on tho 
the prevalence of malaria in Newton are 
a g tod deal exaggerated, and most of 
the cases are coofiued t<* the vlciuity of 
the river and are caused byf tbe low 
water that has left exposed so much un- 
wholesome mud. Possibly a few cases 
may be due to the excavations for sewers, 
but this is more a matter of theory. We 
have had just the right ktud of weather 
the past summer for malaria, but a apait 
from the cases caused by the river, it is 
no more prevalent in Newton than else- 
where. With the comiug of /’.cooler 
weather the disease will disappear, and 
meanwhile it is sate to avoid the damp 
uight air ns much as possible, aud even- 
ing boating parties on the river will not 
be so popular as they have beeu iu the 
past. The improvements contemplated 
iu the Charles River can uot come too 
soon for the publio health. 


TEACHING THE YOUNG IDEA. 

Moral Suwlnn n Powerful Factor, hut Thera 
Arc Time* When It Fall*. 

Suppose you are a primary teacher. 
Do you realize what yon must put into 
your work if you wish to succeed? You 
must bo teacher, mother and liurse to 
your little charges. Yon must work 
with them during hours and for them 
after school. You must lie ready to 
catch an idea anywhere and adapt it to 
the needs of a particular pupil who mny 
bo dull, indifferent or disheartened, or 
even all three, poor little chnpl 

You must lie untiring in your vigi- 
lance over their morals and sot them al- 
ways a good example in manners by bo- 
ing courteous, even if they break your 
umbrella or spill ink all over your best 
gown. If you aro a boys’ teacher, you 
must bo ready at any moment to dress a 
cut, pick out a splinter, nrbitrato in a 
fight or give a decision on the merits of 
racers or tho ownership of marbles, fish- 
hooks and malodorou% bottles of bait. If 
you cau’t meet these emergencies, tho 
average small boy will hold you iu con- 
tempt. If you want to win his love, you 
must know something about tho con- 
struction of kites, be interested in tho 
‘‘onoriest lookin’’ dog that ever invaded 
a schoolroom and not be too finicky 
about when I10 washed his hands last if 
a pupil should offer you candy. 

If you can do all these things and 
laugh about them afterward, you will 
probably stand high iu favor. 

But thero is n more serious considera- 
tion. You must also have his respect, 
and this is not always so easily or 
pleasantly won. 

Great stress has been laid upon tho 
efficacy of moral suasion, but there aro 
timos when human perversity rises to 
such a pitch that the most persuasivo 
tongue is powerless to enforce obedience 
to your will. You may bo obliged to 
pick up a shrieking, fighting scrap of 
humanity and put him back repeatedly 
where you wish him to stay till, worn 
out from tho struggle, he succumbs and 
likes you all tho better for having con- 
quered him. Thero’s nothing mean 
about tlio small boy. — Mary B. O’Sul- 
livan in Donahoo’s Magazine. 

Wickerwork. 

Young American girls quickly learn 
tho art of work with rushes aud wicker. 
You may hiro iu New York girls who 
will weave wicker about small bottles 
for oil or perfumes at 6 cents a bottle 
or less. Thero aro places where such 
work is dono by contract, but it is more 
cheaply done in large quantities by hir- 
ing tho girls directly and furnishing 
them material bought by tho bale. 

The wicker weaver sits on something 
like a saddler’s horse and holds the bot- 
tle in a wooden vise resembling tho sad- 
dler’s. Skilled girls work with groat 
percision and rapidity, and tho product, 
by reason of its simplicity, tho almosi 
natural stato of tho material and tho 
obvious fitness of the fabric for iTs pur 
pose, has some artistic value. — New 
York Sun.

MAGGIE'S GHOST. 


The Into Creed Haymond, ehiof conn- 
lel of the Southern Pacific, could hard- 
ly bo called a dabbler in the occult or a 
believer in things supernatural, and yet, 
as his intimate friends will remember, 
ho did believe implicitly that ho had 
seen one ghost. 

The story — for there was a romance, 
and a tragio one, connected with this 
ghost — was not otto that tho lawyer 
cared to tell, except to those who en- 
joyed his personal confidence. He did 
not liko to be charged with superstitious 
fancies, nor did ho appreciate attempts 
to ridicule him out of his faith in tho 
evidence of his own keen eyes.

HONEY LOVING BIRDS. 

Wiry Sometime* Ilnvo (tattle* With (lee* 
For the Sweet Itmity, 

Tho love for sweet things is a craving 
of nature iu all living creatures, and i 
birds will sometimes run groat risks to i 
satisfy it. Sears in their eagerness to 
get at tho honey m a hollow treo will 
sometimes wedge themselves into so 
small a hole as to endanger their lives, 
and many forest birds, such as wood- 
peckers, blue jays and thrushes, will 
run the danger of being stung to death 
in their endeavors to obtain tho sweet 
honey that tho bees storo in tho hollow 
trunks of trees. Sometimes they will 
attack bees on tho wing aud snap them 
up for the tiny speck of nectar contained j 
in their sacks. Blue jays often tako a 
position near beehives anti fish all day 
for honey. Every returning beo is 
caught, but not devoured, for birds will ! 
kill tho beo only that they may sip up 
tho honey. Unless driven away a few 
such bird robbers would soon depopu- 
late a hive. 

Occasional 1* *ho bees organizo and 
fight tho birds. They issue in a hotly 
from tho hive and m.ako a bold nttack 
upon tho assassins. In tho quick, sharp 
conflict that follows tho birds invaria- 
bly get defeated. Indeed they do uot at- 
tempt to resist the onslaught, but seek j 
safety in flight. If the bees surround 
one of tho birds quickly euough, there | 
Is littio liopo for the robber. They settle 
down upon him and sting him to death. 
Ho may fly away, but tho bees cling to 
his back and sides tenaciously. His 
flight soon becomes less energetic and 
more and moro uncertain until at last 
ho drops to tho earth and gasps out his 
life among tho leaves and bushes, whilo 
the bees return triumphantly to their 
home. 

In the wild forests the honey loving 
birds sometimes make an organized at- 
tempt to drive tho bees away from their 
homo in tho hollow trunk of a treo. 
They first discover the placo of tho hid- 
den treasure by following the bees on a 
worm, sunny day, and if thtro bo on 
opening in the tree largo enough to ad- 
mit them they plunge down tho hole iiv 
a body. 

Then there follows a sharp conflict 
inside the treo, the birds snapping at the 
bees and cutting them iu two at each 
snap. Tho only chanco for tho bees is to 
light on the backs and sides of the 
birds. If they fail to do this, they are 
soon routed, and the rich treasures of 
sweets are captured by tho enemies. 
These battles terminate in various ways, 
sometimes tho bees and sometimes tho 
birds coming out victorious. — Our Ani- 
mal Friends. 


The Law’* Delay. 

In a receni lawsuit iu Washington 
the court was frequently compelled to 
cut short tho cross examination of wit- 
nesses by a certain lawyer who was said 
to believo in “the quantity rather than 
tho quality of questions. r ’ His point 
evidently was to make the cose last as 
long as possible. The following, which 
is given as an illustration of tho man- 
ner. of his questioning, exemplifies tho 
remoteness from common sense of some 
of tho methods of law practice: 

Counsel (to tho witness) — Was it 
white? 

Witness — Yes. 

“You think it was white?” 

“Yes. ” 

“It is your opinion, then, that it was 
white?” 

“Yes. ” 

“Yon aro snro it was white?” 

“Yes. ” 

“It is your impression it was white?” 

"Yes. ” 

“It wasn’t black?” 

"No.” 

“You aro suro it wasn’t black?” 

“I am. ” 

“Wasn’t it a little dark colored?” 

“No.” 

“What color was it?” 

“White. ” 

“White?” 

“White. ” 

Hero are 10 questions, nine of which 
are unnecessary. But if tho lawyer had 
succeeded somewhere in tho question- 
ing in undermining tho certainty of tho 
witness ho would havo made a small 
point for his side of the case, and from 
his client’s point of view his long wind- 
ed examination would havo been justi- 
fied. — Youth’s Companion. 


Counterfeit* In riilladelpliia. 

More counterfeit money is said to be 
in circulation in Philadelphia now than 
ever before. Among the counterfeits is 
a dollar silver certificate marked “Plato 
No. 111.” The check letter is A, series 
of 1891. Another bogus #1 dollar note 
has tho check letter B, series of 1886. 
Other counterfeit $1 bills that aro afloat 
in great quantities contain tho check 
letter D, series of 1891. A bogus $2 
note is also very well executed. It has 
the check letter A, seriee cf 1886. 

These counterfeits have been scattered 
around in profusion. Others of larger 
denominations have lately made their 
appearance. One is a rather carelessly 
executed $5 note, series of 1880, letter 
D. Another note for the same denomi- 
nation has tho check letter D, series of 
1886. 

Bogus small coin is to be met with on 
all hands. (Quarters and half dollars aro 
tho counterfeits, which are cleverly made 
aud are detected by tho shopkeepers only 
i by ringing on a gloss, metallic or mar- 
ble surface. — Philadelphia Press.

BAFFLING BURGLARS ;

SAFES AND LOCKS WHICH ARE PRO^ | 
AGAINST TAMPERER3. 

Ench (tank of (•'.ugluml Look Cost* •37.1 
anil lift* 3(V4,3HO DlfToront Combination*. 
Elaborate Moohnat*in to Protect Treasure 
Vault*. 

Thero is no denying tho fact that tho 
burglar of today, who aims at high 
game, displays amazing ingenuity in 
tho manufacture of scientific tools ami 
apparatus and also in tho practical work- 
ing of tho same. 

But ho is completely out of tho run- 
ning when pitted against otir safemak 
ers and locksmiths, even though he peri- 
odically buys their wares for experi- 
mental purposes. 

Whilo tho present writer was being 
“personally conducted” over tho prem- 
ises of the greatest firm of lockmakors 
in tho worltl ho acquired much interest- 
ing information concerning tlioso won- 
drous pieces of mechanism which pro- 
tect flic vast riches of palaces, banks 
ami strongrooms, and which render it 
absolutely impossible for tliioves to 
break in. 

Perhaps tho most interesting depart- 
ment was that ono in which an exhibi- 
tion of tho highest form of tho burglar’s 
craft was being given. Skilled workmen 
were seated before lockod safes and 
were using tho almost irresistiblo fusing 
apparatus on the door in order to reach 
tho locks or wero forcing gunpowder 
through tho keyholes by moans of a tiny 
pair of bellows. 

Others were squirting corrosivo chem- 
icals into tho locks aud uoting tho ef- 
fect, while sturdy artisans wero using 
the drill and the wedge with a scientific 
forco and skill that showed they could 
be dangerous enemies to society if they 
wero criminally inclined. 

Tho fusing apparatus consists of a 
cylinder of compressed oxygen gas, 
which supplies a short section of pipo 
terminating in an iron cup. Tho latter 
is pressed firmly against tho door after 
a light has been applied, aud a stream 
of flame issues from the end of the pipo 
in its bottom. So fierco is this flame 
that it melts tho metal in the safe door 
and eats a jagged hole through it in a 
remarkably short space of time. 

“Wo turn out about 288,000 locks ev- 
ery year, ” remarked tho manager of the 
works, “aud they range iu weight from 
a quarter of an ounce — including key — 
to 228 pounds, tho respective values of 
these extremes being 12 cents and $1,- 
500. 

* ‘ Foremost among those locks which 
protect enormous wealth come thoso on 
tho treasury doors of the Bauk of Eng- 
land. Tho making of each of these mar- 
vels of mechanism occupies three men 
for six weoks and costs $875. - 

“Thoso littio fluted pieces of steel iu 
tho head of tho key — technically called 
‘steps’ — are nine in number and aro ca- 
pablo of 862, 880 different combinations. 

“If a banker whoso safo was fitted 
with this lock chanced to loso his koy, or 
if ho had reason to supposo that a wax 
impression of it had been made, all 
that would bo necessary in order to baf- 
fle burglarious designs would bo to un- 
lock tho safe with the duplicato key, 
unscrew the head and chango the posi- 
tion of tho steps and then relock tho safo 
or strongroom. 

“Tho mechanism of tho lock would 
instantly adapt itself to the changed 
combination and could never bo un- 
locked by tho former key. 

“This, however, is not an unmixed 
blessing. Ono afternoon a certain city 
merchant was amusing himself by un- 
screwing the steps of both his keys 
when it suddenly occurred to him that 
he had forgotten tho combination. 

‘ ‘ As the keys in question wero capa- 
ble of thousands of combinations, there 
was nothing for it but to set to work on 
a system of numbered tables and tick 
off each combination as it were tried. 

“‘But that may tako mouths,’ ob- 
jected the merchant ruefully. Well, as 
tho only other alternative was to build 
a furnace round the door of tho safo it 
was decided to try tho combination first 
“We seiit two men and an apprentice 
with the printed tables — great sheets of 
paper several yards long — and after nine 
days’ labor, during which about 13,000 
different combinations were urranged 
and tried, the right one was hit upon by 
accident, and the door opened Needless 
to say, thero was a pretty big bill 
against tho oustomer who gave us all 
this trouble. 

“Tho treasury doors at tho Bank of 
EngUud measure 7 feet 3 and weigh 
about 2 Jh; tons. Besides being fitted 
with the above mentioned changeable 
locks they have violence locks 5 feet 
long, each of which weighs 200 pounds, 
and gunpowder proof locks, having 
blowholes on every side, even through 
tho mossivo bolt Those blow holes al- 
low the gunpowder puaipcd in to escape 
and reduce the forco of a possible explo- 
sion to a mere harmless puff. 

“It is worthy of note thut there aro 
more thun 10,000 locks fitted in tho 
Bank of England. Then comes the Su- 
voy hotel with 1,800, controlled by one 
master key. Tho manager of each of the 
six floors at the Savoy, however, has a 
master key which controls tho look of 
every room under his supervision. 

“Her majesty’s safe at Windsor oas- 
tlo in which the gold plate is kept 
weighs eight tons and is protected by 
a violence look 18 inches long, a change- 
able lock uml u gunpowder lock, all of 
which can be mechanically covered by 
an undri liable steel plate, which ren- 
ders it impossible to insert oven a hair- 
pin into any of tho keyholes.” — London 
Answers.

New Boulevard Not Needed. 

Speaking of the couuectiug link be- 
tween Commonwealth avenue and the 
Newtou boulevard at Chestnut Hill, a 
gentleman who makes a study of such 
matters, makes this suggestion: “It 
seems to me useless to build another 
boulevard through the reservoir grounds.

The appointment of an assistant chief 
for the Newton fire department will 
probably be one of the first actions of

•ions commence in September. 

Since the promotion of Walter B. - 
Ranrilftr to the position of chief this i 
office in the department has been va- • 
cant. 

No inconvenience was anticipated in i 
leaving the position unoccupied during 
the summer and it meant too, less ex- 
pense for the city. 

When Chief Randlett expressed a de- 
sire to attend the National Firemen’s 
convention at Montreal this week he re- 
ceived the sanction of the tire committee 
and of the mayor to leave the city, but 
when City Solicitor Slocum explained 
that the city would be legally liable dur- 
ing his absence and that no temporary 
appointment to the position could be 
made unless by action of the full board 
of aldermen. Chief Randlett abandoned 
bis contemplated trip. 

This incident disclosed the importance 
of appointing some one to be assistant 
chief and that without much further 
delay. 

There are quite a number in the de- 
partment who would like to receive the 
appointment and several applications for 
the position will be filed and the city 
fathers will have an opportunity of mak- 
ing a good selection as some of the 
names to be filed will be those of some 
of the oldest aud most experienced men 
in the department.

To the present day the superstition is 
rife that blood stains cannot be washed 
out. During the French revolution 80 
priests were massacred in the Carmelite 
chapel at Paris, and the stains, so called, 
of their blood are pointed out today. 

Sir Walter Scott, in his “Tales of a 
Grandfather,” declares that the blood 
stains of David Rizzio, the Italian pri- 
vate secretary of Mary, queen of Scots, 
who was stabbed at Holyrood palace by 
certain Protestant leaders of her court, 
aided by her husband, Darnley, are still 
to be seen. 

In Lancashire the natives show a 
stone called the “bloody stone,” which 
was so marked to show heaven’s dis- 
pleasure at some of Cromwell’s soldiers’ 
atrocities at Gallows Croft. In “Mac- 
beth,” act 5, scene 1, Shakespeare al- 
ludes to the idea, “Yet here’s a spot.” 

The truth is blood cannot be eas- 
ily expunged. Iu the first place, if that 
of a murdered person, it is not attempt- 
ed. In the next place, blood contains 
oxide of iron, which sinks deep into the 
fiber of wood and proves indelible to or- 
dinary washing. Thus it is true that 
stones of a porous nature and wood not 
of the hardest kind are susceptible to 
the stain of blood produced by the oxide 
of iron which the blood contains. But 
the blood of a pig is as good as that of 
a murdered man. — Pearson’s Weekly.

figures to a net cost per ton to the city 
of 25 cent* or $150 net expense for a 
month’s labor. This sum included every 
expense incidental to the operation of 
the plant; collection of garbage, opera- 
tion of plant, repairs, etc. 

The fuel used in this system is crude 
petroleum instead of coal which is used 
in most other system*, and it is claimed 
to he cheaper aDd to create a more in- 
tense heat. The fire is admitted above 
the receptacle for the garbage and ia 
foiced completely around it by a power- 
ful blow ripe, which secures a tempera- 
ture of 1,800 degrees Fahrenheit. Water 
jackets surround the furnace to guard 
against burning the brick and the run- 
ning water passing through these 
jackets, passes direct to the boiler which 
operates the plant, heated to 175 degrees, 
and only sufficient fire is ueeded to in- 
crease this temperature to 200 degreee 
which makes a saving in coal for the 
boilers. The garbage is absolutely de- 
stroyed by this process and not the least 
odor is perceptible about the plant. 

As a comparison with some of the 
figures above the plant at Lowell costs 
that city from $1 to $1.50 per too.

ADOPTED BY THE NATIOXAL ASSOCIATION’ 
OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 

The National Association of Fire En- 
gineers iu aunual convention assembled 
at Montreal last week, adopted a me- 
morial to the late Chief Henry L. Bixby 
of this city, presented by a committee 
consisting of Superintendent Samuel 
Abbott, Jr., of the Boston Protective 
Department, Chiefs John Lindsay of St. 
Louis, Mo., aud James Maluom of Ro- 
chester, N. Y. 

Iu additiou to a detailed story of the 
manner in which he met his death aud a 
sketch of his life, which are familiar to 
all Newton people it reads: 

“One of the brightest lights of the 
American dre service went out at New- 
tou, Mass., Mouday, Juue 11, 1804, at 
8 30 o’clock p. ra., when Chief Henry 
Lyman Bixby answered his last call aud 
passed beyond. * * * * * The tid- 
ings of his death tilled the entire city 
with mourning, public and private flags 
were displayed at half mast, and from 
all came kind words aud siucere expres- 
sion of regrets at what all considered a 
public calamity and an almost irsepara- 
ble loss. He was known by sight if not 
personally by more people than anyone 
else in that city, aud all see u to consider 
his doath as that of a personal friend. 
The school boys with whom he was a 
special favorite, who looked upon him as 
their beau ideal of a hero, who filled a 
position which in their estimation was 
oue of the greatest in the land, felt his 
loss most keeuly. 

Some estimate can be formed of the 
high regard iu which he was held by the 
people of that city by the large concourse 
of people assembled at his fuueral. 

Never before, within the recollection 
of those living was there such a large 
attendance or such an extensive floral 
contribution at a fuueral in that city as 
on that beautiful Juue afternoon, when 
business was suspended and hundreds 
assembled at the church and vicinity to 
pay their last tribute of respect to the 
grand tire chief whom they appreciated 
in life and honored in death. Nearly 
every tire department of importance iu 
the state was represented by its chief, 
w bile hundreds of firemen of all ranks, 
from nearly every section of eastern 
Massachusetts were present. 

* * * * * * * 

It was a solemn procession of firemen, 
relatives and friends which followed his 
remains to the cemetery, while the fl re 
hells throughout the city tolled a sari 
farewell to one whom they had so mauy 
times summoned to duty. Along the 
entire route to the grave, some two miles 
in length, people were assembled in large 
uumbers,and many an eye was moistened 
at the sight of his bright red buggy 
from which he was thrown to his death, 
which was heavily draped in mourning, 
his duty hat aud coat on the seat and the 
horse led by two uniformed members, a 
sad reminder of what for so mauy years 
had been a familiar sight to all. At the 
grave his remains were teuderiy lowered 
to their last resting place by members of 
his command, in the presence of relatives, 
friends and members of the fire depart- 
ment, and a huge uumher of people of 
both sexes. 

*»***»« 

Chief Bixby was a born fireman. The 
fire service was his world. Ho was com- 
pletely wrapped up in it aud he give to 
it the best of his princely mental endow- 
ments and most of his time duriug his 
entire life. He was a member of the 
Masonic Order, but rarely attended its 
meetings. lie was an ideal home man 
aud much devoted to his family. lie 
took n considerable interest iu athletic 
sports, otherwise his whole existence 
was iu-the profession of which ho was 
eminently a master. 

He detested politics and never had any 
connection with it, or allowed it to enter 
his department even iu the slightest 
form, or to influence him iu any mauuer 
in the performance of his public duties. 
He cast his vote as he thought proper, 
regardless of party or the results to him- 
self. A change of administration of city 
affairs caused him no uneasiness. His 
writteu resignation with all but the date 
was h mded to every mayor, immediately 
after their iuau juration, that they might 
accept it ut any time if they desired to 
make a change. None ever desired to do 
so. He was always unanimously re- 
elected on ttie first ballot. lie was ever 
studying the science of fire extinguish- 
ment, and how to make his depaitment 
ps efficient aud as near perfection as 
possiulu even iu its miuor details. He 
w.ts progressive and always abreast <>i 
| Hie tunes. He adopted everything new 
1 that was adapted to hi* department after 
I its merits hid been clearly established, 
and tne only recommendation anything 
could possibly have tor lum to adopt it 
was its merits. He managed his depart- 
ment as he thought proper, regardless of 
how others were managed, or what op- 
position or criticism inigut result, fie 
oiiginated many new ideas aud put them 
into succ< sstul oueialiou to the benefit 
of his and other fire departments. 

The fire seivice lie considered as im- 
portant a brunch of the public service as 
any other, and believed that it should 
ul w lys he kept up io the highest stand- 
aid of etfijieuoy possible iu order tlia- 
its importance might he fully realized 
aud credit given to it that is its due. Ue 
maintained that oily experienced fire- 
men who possessed a tboiougb knowl- 
edge of the tiie service could aocomolisb 
this and that none others should be 
placed in ch tige of a hie department. 

lie was in the fullest sense the com- 
manding officer of his department aud a 
more honest, j ist and equtliy fair to all 
lommauder never existed, lie had no 
favorites, ltice or religion he never 


his 

required of them was capa- 
bility, honesty, temperance aud attention 
to duty. Merit aloue secured promo- 
tions. Hu wiw a strict disciplinarian 
but in no sense a martinet. 

As a fire fighter and department organ- 
izer and commander he ranked with the 
best. During the fifteen years ho was at 
the head of that dopartmont but two 
large buildings were totally destroyed, 
both churches, and all fires were confined 
to the building in which they originated. 

Ho had no concealments, no designs, 
no suhterguos. Ho detestod shams and 
frauds and fought them incessantly. He 
was strictly honest and upright in every- 
thing and lived and died poor in worldly 
goods, but rich in all that makes a man. 
He would not accept the slightest favor 
front those with whom ho had dealings. 

He was of a quiet, modest, unassuming 
nature, and always a courteous, dignified 
gentleman. He was endowed with raro 
executive ability, and possesed an excel- 
lent education. He was of a most genial, 
social disposition, temperate and free 
from all vicious vices. 

The doath of such a man who was 
identified with everything ennobling and 
progressive for the building up of the 
fire service, bold and courageous to 
strike a wrong, is a national calamity to 
the united fire service, and removes from 
the ranks of this association one whose 
name it can ever cherish and honor, 
whose place in memory stands with those 
Illustrious in the annals of this organiza- 
tion and the country’s fire service who 
preceded him to their everlasting home. 


Newton’s School Expenses.

If local ped- 
agogues declare that more than two 
hours for a d iy’s teaching, five days iu 
the week, and forty weeks in the year is 
enough for the weary brain, they have 
but to say, “chat’s what they have in 
Newton,” to secure the reform for Wal 
tham! Now, for Newtou to change its 
gait would he for all the towns here- 
abouts the same as if all the barrators of 
the world were to combine and tip every 
light house on the Atlantic aud the 
Pacific into the oceans, or to drop the 
bouys and marks of navigation into the 
lowest-'' cell iu Davy Jones’ locker! 
Therefore, the Evening News coujures 
the noble meu of Newton, and the mat- 
ions too, to unite as oue man, and wo- 
rn in, to repel the attack of those miserly 
iconoclasts who would sully the “fair 
uame” of Garden City and trail her 
proud, patrician to gain the dust. Un- 
less they do, what will become of the 
numerous army of origiual thinkers who 
alway point to “Newton” as a justifica- 
tion for cheir insanity?

AN EDITOR’S STORY. 


"It was in a western city some years 
ago,” remarked the city editor, "that 
1 was holding down the city desk on a 
daily for tho first time. Wo had a man 
on the paper who was simply a crank 
on homicide, and ho was moro than a 
mere reporter, for ho had detective tal- 
ent of the highest order. He didn’t care 
mnch for the common crimes*— bur- 
glaries, larcenies and such — but give 
him a good, mysterious murder, and he 
was Bpleudid. Not only did he have the 
history of all the famous murders at 
his fingers’ ends, but he delighted in 
ferreting out tho most mysterious crimes 
that came within our province. In every 
case, except tho one I am telling about 
— and there were a good many killings 
in that town — he traced out the mur- 
derer before tho detectives even dreamed 
of his identity. 

"I have since thought the secret of 
his success was that he put himself 
mentally in the place of the murderer 
and reasoned it out from motives rather 
than from the ‘clews’ of the ordinary 

elective, 

“ ‘There is seldom much method in 
murder, ’ he once said to me when in a 
rarely communicative mood. 'Most men 
would commit it in about the same way 
under the same circumstances. It is 
only when a murderer goes about it 
systematically, as do the thugs of In- 
dia, that a murder beoomea truly mys- 
terious. * 

* ‘I once asked him why he did not 
“become a regular detective. 

" ‘I was born and bred a newspaper 
man, ’ he said, 'and habit is too strong 
to break. ’ That was literally true in his 
oase. Otherwise I might not have to 
tell this story. 

"One morning the body of a fine look- 
ing man was found in an alley adjoin- 
ing the electric light works in the very 
heart of the city. The afternoon papers 
had a chance at it, but didn’t make 
much out of it, so I at once assigned it 
to Jones, as wo will call him. Although 
he did not show up at the usual hour, I 
had no doubt that he was already at 
work on it, as it wns as mysterious a 
caso as even he could desire. 

"The victim was identified as a trav- 
eling man who had just arrived, and, 
as far as know'll, ho had no friends or 
acquaintances in the city. It was not a 
caso of robbery, for all his money and 
valuables were left on the body. There 
was a slight contusion on the back of 
the head and a small needleliko hole di- 
rectly through the man’s heart. It was 
especially strange that such a crime 
could have been committed in a public 
thoroughfare, while there was absolute- 
ly no clew to tho murderer or his mo- 
tive. 

"But these difficulties wero only such 
as would ordinarily put Jones on his 
mettle, so I did not doubt that he would 
have a good account of the alfair. I 
was therefore somewhat surprised 
when he came sneaking in about 0 
o’clock in the evening to see what his 
assignment was. He looked worn uud 
haggard, but denied that he was ill, sol 
gave him the murder assignment. I 
thought I saw a startled look in his 
eyes, but he maintained his outwnrd 
composure and went out without a 
word. 

"I did not see him again that even- 
ing. About miduight I began to wonder 
why I had not hoard from him, but 
only speculated on the possibility of 
something having happened to him, for 
the idea that ho could possibly fail 
never occurred to me. Finally, after an 
hour hud gone by, I telephoned to tho 
police station. Word came back that 
there were no new developments in tho 
case, and that Jones had not been there. 
Sending two men out to hunt him up, I 
set to work myself to make up a story of 
the murder from the afternoon papers. 
Just then Jones came in. His step was 
unsteady and his face flushed. Ho had 
evidently been drinking heavily — some- 
thing I never knew him to do before — 
but he wuh not drunk, ruther he seemed 
at high nervous tension, although out- 
wardly as calm as over. 

"I decided to let this breach of dis- 
cipline puss and merely asked him for 
his murder story. Ho replied that ho 
hadn’t written it. 

" ‘Well, get to work on it at once,’ I 
•aid rather sharply. 

"Then he really surprised me by say- 
ing that he hud nothing to write beyond 
the bare facts already known. The po- 
lice had developed nothing new, and he 
supposed that 1 hud worked up the story 
from the evening puiters. 

" ‘And has it come to pass that you 
Wait for the police to develop a murder 
lase for you?’ I exclaimed angrily. ‘As 
for the reports in tho evening papers, 
you can fake u better story than they 
had I’ 

"He sat down, in apparent, despair 
at his desk. Then I relented und ca- 
joled him a little, begging him not to 
spoil his great record by falling down 
on such an assignment. ‘There’s a start- 
er for you, ’ said I, throwing him tho 
article I had commenced. ‘Now, go 
ahead and fill thut out with u column 
description of the scene. ’ 

" ‘i huven’t even visited it,* ho re- 
plied. Nevertheless he picked up the 
pages and read them as if impelled by 
some hateful fubcinatiou. Then he took 


up his pen to make a few minor correc- I 
tions. Then, ns if totally oblivious of 
my presence, lie began to write. 

"As sheet after sheet fell under his 
fingers I snatched them up, read them 
hurriedly and shot them down tho ‘copy 
tube’ to tho composing room. I read 
rapidly, as an editor will, taking but 
small account of tho matter so long as 
it ran smoothly, while I had too much 
confidence in him to question tho ac- 
curacy of his statements, I only realized 
that lie was writing a groat story, the 
greatest ho hail ever done. He seemed 
inspired with tho very innermost 
thoughts of the murderer, and under 
his touch every trivial incident came 
out with distinctness and coherency that 
mndo the enuso and method of tho crime 
perfectly plain. 

"First he described tho scene with 
acnracy of detail that would have been 
impossible for one who had not studied 
it closely. The selection of tho spot he 
explained by tho fact that tho bright 
electric light, streaming through tho 
windows of the power house, mndo it 
impossible for tho passerby to see into 
the shadows. Thus while impenetrable 
darkness screened tho assassin amplo 
light guided his blow, and, moreover, 
the rattlo and roar of the mnehinory 
near by drowned all sound of the strug- 
gle or the falling body. 

"The blow on tho head, ho demon- 
strated, must have been from a sand- 
bag, whilo the wound through the heart 
could only have been made by one of 
those long, fino bladed stilottos of Ital- 
ian make. Furthermore, the fact that 
this peculiar weapon was driven home 
with a firm hand, after the victim had 
been stunned by a blow on the head, in- 
dicated premeditated and deliberate 
murder, while the theory of robbery 
was disproved by tho fact that tho man’s 
valuables had been untouched. The only 
tenable theory, therefore, was that the 
motive of the murder was revenge. 

"A more masterly analysis of a case I 
never-read, hut here he branched off into 
what I at first supposed to be purely im- 
aginary speculations as tg the wr<?ng 
which had led the murderer to seek the 
life of the unknown Ulan. These seemed 
purposely Vague at first, but gathered 
in strength and certainty until I con- 
cluded that he must have some good 
foundation for them. Starting with 
hypotheses, he soon began to state them 
as facts. He described how the dead 
man, a once trusted friend, had entered 
the home of another; how, by subtle 
wiles and deceit, he had stolen the love 
of the wife. Then followed an elope- 
ment and the breaking up of that once 
happy home. 

"He told, with the bitterness of truth, 
how the scoundrel had deserted the 
weak and erring woman and left her to 
perish alone; how the idea of revenge 
had filled the mind of the wronged hus- 
band; how, himself unseen, he had fol- 
lowed every movement of the intended 
victim for months and carefully plotted 
his destruction; how he had decoyed the 
doomed man to the city and to the very 
spot where the murder was committed, 
and how he had destroyed the only clows 
— a couple of letters in the pockets of 
tho dead man — and finally made his 
own escape, the secret safe in his own 
heart aloue. 

"As I read this remarkable tale 
through the conviction forced itself 
upon me that this was the absolute 
truth.

NEWTON’S GROWTH. 


Most readers of the Graphic were 
surprised last week to lead of tho great 
increase in the value of property in New- 
ton, and some were inclined to think 
that the assessors had found the extra 
two millions by marking up the value of 
everything. Such was very far from beiug 
the case, however, for they found half 
the increase in new buildings erected 
the past year. This was a surprising 
showing for such a year of business de- 
pression, and only shows that there is 
plenty of money ready for investment in 
Newton real estate. The uew buildings 
are divided among the different wards as 
follows: 

Ward 1, $90,200; Ward 2, $100,250; 
Ward S, $139,000; Ward 4, $105,350; 
Ward 5, $93, S00; Ward 0. $232,300; Ward 
7, $115,500. Total, $993,000. 

The rest of the gain was mostly iu 
land along the new boulevard, which 
last year was taxed at from $200 to $500 
an acre, and by the laying out of the 
boulevard has so gained In value tbat 
the various syndicates holding it are 
asking from 15 cents to 50 cents a foot. 
As the boulevard runs from the Boston 
line to Washington street iu West New- 
ton, almost the entire length of the city, 
a great amount of land is affeated, and 
although the assessors have not marked 
it at half the price asked for It, it made 
a tremendous increase to Nowton’s 
valuation. The wisdom of the layout of 
the boulevard was shown by the fact 
that all the land on both sides could be 
assessed, and it i6 all suitable for build- 
ing purposes. Had it uot beeo for the 
boulevard, the tax rate would have been 
over $15, which can be used as an argu- 
ment to those who have been objecting 
all along to this great improvement. 
The land is nearly all in the hands of 
syndicates, so this assessment will not he 
any great hardship. 

The boulevard runs througV Wards 
Six, Two and Three, so that they show 
the greatest increase, the figures beiug 
Ward Six. $774,725; Ward Two, $434,- 
850; Ward Three, $380,700; part of 
this, however, is for new buildings. 

New streets have been opeued in other 
wards, also, and they show a gain iu ad- 
dition to tbat from new buildings, Ward 
Five having the largest of the wards uot 
affected by the boulevard. Tho fol ow- 
ing table gives the figures Iu eaeh ward, 
aud also the loss orgaiu iu peisoual prop- 
erty :

In regard to taxed polls there is a loss 
of 23, Ward Oae losing 8; Ward Two 
gainiug 20 and Ward Three 63; Ward 
Four losiug 13, Ward Five 67, Ward Six 
-41, aud Ward Seven gaining 17. The 
losses will he much more than made up 
when the registrars get to work. 


whom he has chosen as his candidate, if 
he is not careful. Senator Hill may 
dictate the politics of Now York State, 
but such methods have never been pop 
ular in Massachusetts. 


The strike of cotton operatives in New 
Bedford seems likely to develop into a 
notable labor struggle and sympathy 
appears to be on the side of the strikers 
against the proposed 10 per cent, reduc- 
tion. The state bureau of labor statistics 
in 1889 gave the average weekly wagts 
paid in the cotton mills of the state, aud 
from these figures more than one-half of 
the male employes received less than $8 
a week, aud nearly all the women less 
than $0. Taking both sexes together, 
00 per cent received less than $0 a week, 
and over 84 per cent received under $8. 
Since tbat date there has beeD a ten per 
cent reduction, aud now it is proposed 
to reduce wages by another 10 per cent. 
The cottou manufacturers had the new 
tariff bill fixed up to suit them, and the 
stocks in theso mills are about the best 
paying investments in New Eugland, in 
spite of the fact that the wages they pay 
come very close to the “pauper” wages 
of Europe. The McKinley bill was 
followed by the great strike at the Car- 
negie works against a reduction of 
wages, and possibly the new tariff bill 
is going to be celebrated in the same 
way. 


The New ton vi lie & Watertown Streot 
Rail way is making another effort to get 
into Boston, and has asked the Boston 
board of aldermen for a location on 
North Beacon street, Brighton avenue, 
from the corner of North Beacon and 
Cambridge streets, across said Cam- 
bridge street, and the tracks of the West 
End Street Railway Company on said 
Cambridge street, and along said Brigh- 
ton avenue to Commonwealth avenue, 
and thence through Commonwealth to 
the corner of Beacon street and said 
Commonwealth avenue. They are to 
have a hearing on Sept. 10th. It is to bo 
h >ped that they will have more luck 
than on their previous petition, when 
the audacity of their request for a loca- 
tion on the sacred precincts of Beacon 
street seemed to paralyze the aldermen. 
What the road intends to do if they get a 
location as far as the corner of Beacon 
street and Commonwealth avenue re- 
mains to be seen, but the West End 
Company will probably take care that 
that questiou will never have to be seri- 
ously considered. 


The shower on Monday was not 
especially severe in Newton, but it was 
about the worst oue ever experienced in 
Boston, and took on the proportions of 
a cloud burst. Great stories were told 
by Newton meu when they came home 
at night of fiood9 ih down stairs resta- 
urants, of bsing carried out by waiters, of 
barber shops where people had to perch 
on the chairs, and other adventures, 
which had more or less of truth. There 
was an uuusually high tide at the same 
time as the shower, and the water in- 
stead of being carried off remained in 
the streets, many of the lower streets 
beiug full off water from curb to curb, 
until the tide began to ebb. A great 
amount of damage was done by the 
11 >odiug of cellars. Here in Newton the 
shower was uot severe enough to do any 
great damage, aud in spite of the terrific 
tl tshes of lightning, which struck in half 
a dozen places about the city, there were 
no tires and but trilling damage. 


Politics iu the 7th congressional dis- 
trict ate getting to be quite exciting, 
and it is settling down to a o-mtest be- 
tween ex-Speaker Barrett and Senator 
Lodge. The Senator has even left his 
post of duty in tue national fieuate to 
some hour and take personal charge of 
the campaign against Mr. Barrett, which 
suggests that he consideis it a vuattei of 
national importance that his candidate 
should succeed. Mr. Barrett has the 
advantage of his two papers, the Ad- 
vertiser aud Record, so tbat he cau 
publish more interviews with himself 
than Mr. Lodge cau, aud the interviews 
and public letters on both sides make 
very spicy reading. It is hard to tell at 
this stage which is ahead, but there is a 
good deal of sympathy for Mr. Barrett, 
and the majority of Republicans would 
be glad to see him succeed. Mr. Lodjo 
was williug to made use of Mr. Barrett 
when he wuuted office, and it is con- 
sidered rather uugrateful of him uow to 
appear so openly iu opposition to his 
former friend. Besides it is rather uu 
dignified iu u l ulled .States heiiaor to 
leave Washington when the Beiiatu is iu 
session, for the purpose of eugagiug iu 
such a political squabble. Many who 
have uot admired Mr, Barrett's methods 
iu the past favor him now, us they do 
uot like to see a United State* Senator 
trying to dictate too openly about can- 
didates for the lower house, as recent 
occurrences show that it is uot to the 
advantage of tbe country to huve Sen re 
influences tiausferred to the House. 
SuuaLor Lodge’s interference may do 
more harm than good to Mi. Hayes, 


The new jury law dues not promise to 
be very popular, heretofore any one 
who did not wish to serve as a juryman 
could request tbat his name be stricken 
from tbe list aud tbe request was usually 
granted. Under tho new law this is for- 
biddeu aud tbe most prominent citizen 
must take bis cbauces of jury service 
aloug with everybody else. The draw- 
ing of names has to be absolutely im- 
partial, and auy juggling is puuisbable 
by a due uot exceediug $500. This feat 
ure of the law has made the iistof names 
recently posted up of uuusual iuterest, 
and the unforiuuate ones who have beeu 
drawn are getting a good deal of mock 
sympathy from their more fortunate 
friends. It is certainly a good deal of a 
hardship for a business mau to have to 
leave his business and do jury duty for 
about tbe pay of a day laborer, but tbe 
new law is very strict and there seems to 
be uo help for it. 


Reports come from all quarters of the 
begiuuiug of activity iu busiuess of all 
kinds. Boston wholesale merchants say 
that customers from the West whom 
they have not heard from iu months 
have appeared the lust few days aud 
placed large ordeis for goods, and these 
western ineu say their stocks are so low 
tbat they must have the goods at ouce. 
Here iu Newtou there is a good deal ol 
activity reported iu the real estate mar- 
ket, and ftom the present indications 
there is to be a good demand this fall 
for houses iu Newton. Local busiuess 
is also picking up more thau usual at 
this time of the year.

It wn* on aristocratic looking man- 
lion in tlio most aristocratic neighbor- 
hood of the aristocratic city of Wash- 
ington, and inasmuch as it was offered 
rent freo for ouo year to any one who 
would ngroe to occupy it for that timo 
I did not hesitate long in making up 
my mind to take it. Upon inquiring the 
reason why the plnco was offered for 
tent on such easy terms the agent in- 
formed mo that it had the name of be- 
ing haunted, ntid that the owner had 
been so unfortunate as to procure in 
jnceession a number of tenants, nil of 
whom were superstitious and nil of 
whom straightway moved out 

I was pleased with the frankness of the 
agent until 1 afterward learned that 
the owner had come to the same conclu- 
sion a dozen years before, and that, the 
only tenant ho had secured since then, 
a young bachelor like myself, had been 
found dead on the drawing room floor 
the morning after the first night's oc- 
cupancy.

‘‘Prince Cholly, dat’s what dey all 
ust to call him, cus he war so sprit ’ly 
in his muuuahs, he ust to lib yer long 
befo’ de wah, and he ust to come down 
to Alexamlry to co’t Miss Charlitt all 
de time. And Lilly she say she caiu’t 
hope but think dat he was qual’ty, even 
ef he war a northe’uah. Lilly say he 
war a pow’t'ul pretty man, and dat Miss 
Charlitt cert’nly sot a heap of sto’ by 
him. De pres'dant what war do pres’- 
dant befo’ Mistah Lincoln war de pros’- 
daut ho dun sent Prince Cholly’s pappy 
away to England to be a m install, and 
he take Prince Cholly’s mammy along 
•with him. Prince Cholly, he tell his 
pappy he come in de spring. Lilly she 
say dat wintah he come pow’ful dost to 
libbin down to Al&tandry, and Miss 
Charlitt she jest as smiliu as a basket 
of chips on a frosty mo’nin. 

‘‘When all de chairry trees and ev- 
erythin was bloss’miu, Prince Cholly 
he tells MihS Charlitt he got to go to 
England and join his pappy and mammy 
fo’ de sumniah, and he ax Miss Charlitt 
ef she won’t get married to him then, 
*sted of wait’n uutha yeah. He want 
her to go ’long with him on a honey- 
moon and s’prize his folks. Miss Char- 
litt she mighty glad to do this, cus her 
mammy dun tryin all de time to get her 
to marry Mistah Moucure. Lilly say 
her mummy jest put her feet down 
p’iutidly and ’fused to let Miss Charlitt 
get married den, uus she uiu’ ole null', 
and ttudly Prince Cholly he have to go 
’way by liissclf, uud Lilly sav she dun 
had de luizry in her side fo’ a week, ens 
he look so moauful when he say gootl by 
to Miss Charlitt in de gyrdeu. Lilly say 
dat she uud all the house uigguhs was 
peepin, and dey could see Prince Cholly 
and Miss Charlitt in de moonlight by 
de lilac hedge, and den bymby Prince 
Cholly he let go his holt of her and 
tuahuh off down de street, Miss Charlitt 
she stundin lookin uftah him tell he out 
of sight. 

‘‘Lilly she say she cain’t reinembuh 
ever seein Miss Charlitt smile ’gain 
aftah dat day. All de trouble came (leu, 
fo’ de next mo’uiu yer oome Mistah 
Moncure, and he try right ’way to make 
Miss Charlitt marry him, and Miss 
Churlitt’s mammy she hope him all she 
kuow'd how. Miss Charlitt she 
wouldn’t ’low him to co’t her at all, 
doh, and she tell him ef he don’t go 
way she’d s’pize him. Mistuh Moucure 
ke stay right thur, doh, all do time, and 
de Lawd only knows how dey do hit, 
but in August he and Miss Charlitt's 
mammy dun make her marry him. Miss 
Charlitt she declare all de time she jest 
hate him, und Lilly say she know she 
did, too, cus she seed hit in Miss Char- 
litt’s face, she look so coutcmptu’slikc. 
Den dey move ’way, down to Fredericks- 
burg, uud uin’ hardly mo' dun gone 
when yer come Prince Cholly home 
again, uud he find de lettuh what Mi.-s 
Churlitt dun write to him de mo’uiu 
the git married. Lilly say dat de obi- 
deuce dun show dat aftah he read de 
lettuh he drap hit on de flo’ in front of 


i fie mantel de front paTn and go up 
; Ftnyahs and fling liisself on de bed, an 
he must been pretty near >ti acted, too, 
cus do sheets was tored all to pieces. 
Den he must gone into do sittin room 
up Rfayahs and shot hisself, cus due's 
wliar do blood commenced, and hit war 
splash’d all ’long de hall and down do 
stayahs and into de front pa'la whar do 
big red stain is. Lilly say dat she licon 
tole dat aftah he shoot hisself he t’ink 
'bout de lettuh he drap on de fin’, and 
he drag hisself nil de way down dare 
and burn hit up, all ’oeptin a little piece 
’thout no writin on hit, uud nobody ain’ 
ever know* what Miss Charlitt dun 
write to him. And Lilly she say dat 
Prince Cholly’s ha’nt crawls down dem 
stops and ober to de pa’la fireplace uud 
burns dat lettuh cv’ry night.”

This fluttered my vanity, but it was 
humiliated immtdiutely, for Mose ut- 
terly refused to believe thut the elegant 
figure of the ghost was no other than 
my own. 1 occupied the house a year, 
rent free, and have hud it tor six years 
at a minimum figure, hut Mose still 
goes across the way to sleep every night.

SECRET OF LONG LIFE 

CAN A HEALTHY PERSON PROLONG 
HIS LIFE TO 200 YEARS? 

Thr Thror.v of “Ilrtanllng Vital Consump- 
tion" Franklin mid tin* Film — Work tho 
Heart IMm Koront Experiment In tho 
Purl Ini Vegetarian System. 

Among the various fantastic theories 
for prolonging life 0110 of tho most popu- 
lar at the end of tho eighteenth century 
was what was called ‘‘retarding vital 
i consumption. ” Maupertnis fancied that 
a complete suspension of vital activity, 
a sort of Rip Van Winkle Bleep, might 
| lie prodneed sons to check self cousnmp 
1 tioti. Bodies in this state conld bo laid 
; away and then resuscitated after a lnpso 
of two or three centuries. Benjamin 
Franklin even, while living in France, 
seems to have had faith in this. O110 
day he received some bottles of wine 
from Virginia. I11 one of them — only 
out — were a few’ dead flies, which tho 
great philosopher resolved to utilize in 
an experiment. The month was July, 
and these imported flies, which had 
been on a spree in Virginia, had fallen 
into tho native wine and had boeu in 
this state shipped to France, wliero they 
were exposed to tho heat of tho French 
sun. Threo hours passed, and the winged 
Virginians came to life after an appar- 
ent dentil of many weeks. At first a 
sort of convulsive movement seized 
them. They began then to use their 
legs, walked around awhile, and seem- 
ing to bo award that they wero in 
Franco immediately concluded to make 
their toilet by rubbing their eyas with 
their fore feet, using their hind legs to 
smooth out their wings. They then flew 
away to associa^ with Paris flies. 
Franklin wrote of tho incident; 

"Since by such a complete suspension 
of all internal as well as external con- 
sumption it is possible to produce a 
pause of life nud at the same timo to 
preserve the vital principle, might uot 
such a process be employed in regard to 
man? I can imagine no greater pleasure 
than to cause myself to be immersed, 
along with a few good friends, in wiuo 
and to be again called back to life at the 
end of 60 or more years by the genial 
solar rays of my native country, only 
that I may seo what improvement the 
state has madd and what changes time 
has brought w’ith it. ’ ’ 

It was once thought that people died 
from lack of what physicians called 
4 ‘the vital principle. ” It is a phrase that 
has a fine, vague, mysterious sound, but 
it really means little or nothing. Or, in 
other words, it is now conceded that 
death comes from disintegration, very 
gradunl often, it is true, in all the bod- 
ily organs, brought about by the all im- 
portant blood being blocked np by ac- 
cretions which clt^e cho channels lead- 
ing from the heart. Most magnificent 
and most wonderful muscle as the 
human heart is, it may get clogged in 
such a way by the earthy salts in the 
blood as to bo unablo to perform its reir- 
blar functions. Then tho life fluid can- 
not be kept in proper circulation. Al- 
lowing (?!) or 70 pulsations of the heart 
— the usual average — every minute, ouo 
person has 100,000 heart beats in the 
space of one day. This means, of course, 
that tho heart and arteries are contracted 
with such power as to keep 60 or 60 
pounds of blood in healthy movement. 
Really it is a wonder that ouo does not 
wear out long before he usually does. 
And it forces a new kind of admira- 
tion from tho thinking man when ho 
sees for tho first time a human being 
who has lasted 100 or 115 years, and 
whose heart is still going 011 after all 
this euoroimis expenditure of force. The 
eyes, ears and stomuch all have a rest, 
but the heart keeps on through waking 
hours as well as through sleep. Pauses 
between the beats are all the vacation it 
gets, which seems to bo really no rest at 
all. When one does not dream, even the 
brain seems to sleep, or at least it gives 
peace and quiet. 

Much has been writteu and talked 
about vegetarianism in relation to health 
and its effect on long life. It is not 
claimed, however, by its strict advo- 
cates that any of tho great number of 
(people who have lived to be 100 years 
and over were vegetarians. In fact, 
most of these centenarians seem to have 
lived just like common folk who die at 
j40 or 60. If they had only taken care of 
themselves and kept their blood in good 
condition, there is no telling but 200 
years may have been scored as easily as 
100. Natural advantages being so great, 
jOS shown by what they did do, a vaguo 
Badness overcomes tho social philosopher 
when he thinks of what they might have 
accomplished under rnoro favorable con- 
ditions for the success of the experiment. 

As to tho admitted advantages of a 
partial vegetarian system of living, M. 
Francisque Sarcey, tho famous French 
critic, has been trying it, and in a com- 
munication to ono of the Parisian jour- 
nals gives his experience. Since April, 
1893, ho has touched no meat. In Au- 
gust of tho same year ho reports that he 
is only ‘‘a moderate vegetarian” — that 
is, he only eschews meat and admits 
eggs, cheese, butter, milk and fish to his 
regimen. Contrary to tho expectations 
of both himself and friends, he finds 
that he is in much more vigorous health 
and in better working condition under 
the influence of his new menu than be- 
fore. At first ho naturally felt hungry 
an hour or two after eating, but after a 
fortnight the flesh craving passed away, 
and now he not only eats at tho same 
hours as before, but consumes much less 
food. Tho advantages of tho system are 
Uescribed by him as most rcmurkable. 
)U is mind is clearer, and ho feels more 
disposed for work. Ho is no longer 
sleepy after meals, his brain is fresher, 
his limbs more elastic, and, more aston- 
ishing still, ho can stand more fatigue. 
Formerly he felt tho need of stimu- 
lants, and now ho has done away with 
such things. He does not smoke, and he 
is endeavoring to diminish his coffee 
supply. Altogether he is enthusiastic. 
At first it is rather like self denial, but 
one gets to like it in time. — Chicago 
Tribune.

The Romans, Greeks and other races 
of early days around tho Mediterranean 
practiced the art of angling. Plutarch 
tells of a prank played by tho fair Egyp- 
tian, Cleopatra, while out fishing with 
Antony, “They wagered on their an- 
gling, and her divers did hang a salt, fish 
on his hook, which ho with fervor drew 
up.” 

Tho ruined walls of Hercnlanomn and 
Pompeii abound in frescoes of fisher- 
men. AU along the track of history are 
found trace* of this gentle reoreation, 
showing the grodunl improvement from 
the hook of bone and rude equipment of 
the cave man to the elegant accessories 
nud belongings of tho modern angler. — 
St, Louis Post- Dispatch.

Growing Rubber Tree*. 

From timo to time articles are print- 
ed in the daily and other press discours- 
ing upon tho advantage to be gained in 
the cultivation of indin rubber. One ad- 
vantage w’ould bo in the respect that the 
rubber tree does not grow’ in orchards or 
groves, but generally isolated, some- 
times not more than four or five being 
w’ithin the distance of a mile. It is 
urged that if they could be cultivated 
in groups tho labor could be moro ad- 
vantageously handled. Rubber growing 
requires a hot, moist climate, and tho 
trees cannot bo grow’n elsewhere. Tho 
annual rainfall on the Amazon is about 
140 inches against one-quarter of that 
amount in the United States. It rains, 
as a rule, every day. The temperature 
seldom falls below 76, its usual height 
being about 90. It is the ideal elimate 
for growing rubber, which is so plenty 
that hardly any set of capitalists w’onld 
undertake to plant trees ami w’atch them 
10 years before they receive the first 
fruits of their enterprise. — Hardware.

CEREMONIAL MANNERS IN JAPAN. 


Etiquette Has llecoino Second Nature In 
the Land of the Mikuilo. 

Given a highly imitative race like tho 
Japanese, aud let one uudevintiug stand- 
ard he set beforo them. Then generation 
after generation will no chango he wit- 
nessed. Tho standard will act like that 
of the French academy on the language 
of Franco. Now, at homo, iu Amorica, 
we liavo 50 standards of manners — tho 
roserved and reticent New England 
manners, tho slap you on the back far 
western manners, the demagogue’s man- 
ners, tho drummer’s mannors, tho cut 
aud dried business man’s manners — 
these and dozens of others might ho 
specified. And it must he admitted by 
even tho most patriotic t^ut the man 
who should try to model his deportment 
on all these schools at once would como 
to a somewhat mixod result 

Nothing of this bewildering complex- 
ity has ever existed in Japan. From 
mikado at tho top to cooly at tho bot- 
tom of tho social scalo one undoviating 
standard has always prevailed. Origi- 
nally an importation from China, it ha 
Jjeou elaborated through centuries of 
study of the most elaborate ceremonial 
etiquette till at last through constant 
practico it has become second nature. 
No ono over saw anything olse, ever 
dreamed of anything else. 

There was one way of saluting a su- 
perior, one of saluting an equal, ono ot 
suluting an inferior, and one’s head 
would have been out off had ho depart- 
ed from it. No Japanese child ever saw 
a drummer — saw only prostrate artisans 
saluting Kumuru!, samurai saluting dai- 
mi os, daimios saluting shoguns. Tho 
whole ceremonial became organized into 
them as much as their iustinotivo habits 
into our setters aud pointers, perhaps 
the best mannered of our population. 

Little girls of 10 will one see hero 
whose finish of breeding would have 
awakened the envy of a duchess at tho 
court of Louis XIV at Versailles. Fe- 
male servants one will encounter at a 
dinner in the house of a Japanese gen- 
tleman whoso grace, charm and dignity 
are tho quintesHeuce of ludyliko refine- 
ment. “Trifles make perfection, hut 
perfection is no trifle. ” The simple fact 
is that tho young woman of 20 1ms been 
doing the thing for a thousand years. — 
Christian Register.

TOO MANY SPARROWS. 

Tim English Bird Is Not Even a Favorite In 
Ills Own Home. 

It nppears that the detested English 
spnrrow is by no means a general favor- 
ite in his own home across tho water, 
whoro his habits havo been more care- 
fully noted. 

In tho course of his paper on “Wild 
Birds, Useful and Injurious,” in the 
Royal Agricultural society’s journal, 
Mr. C. F. Archibald says: “Tho sparrow 
has received an overflowing measure of 
abuse from farmers and gardeners, aud, 
notwithstanding all that has been urged 
in its favor by enthusiastic advocates, 
thero cau he little doubt that it deserves 
a large sharo cf the vituperation be- 
stowed upou it. The keynote to the spar- 
row’s character is to ho found in tho 
delusion under which it labors that 
corn growing is carried on for its es- 
pecial benefit. Grain is undoubtedly the 
mainstay of tho sparrow. This it ob- 
tains in the fields at seedtime, when 
sprouting, in the unripe, milky condi- 
tion, and when fully matured. At this 
last named period a quantity of grain is 
wasted by being shaken out ou the 
ground by the birds, in addition to the 
amount actually consumed. At this 
, time, too, numbers of sparrows which 
live for the greater part of the year iu 
towns are tempted to visit the field, 
their grimy appearance proclaiming 
their usual haunts. 

“In gardens tho sparrow finds full 
scope for its destructive propensities in 
devouring peas, of which it is very fond, 
a3 well as a few gooseberries and cher- 
ries. Iu the most mischievous way, too, 
it pulls to pieces the flowers of the 
crocus, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus, 
hepatica, heartsease, wistaria, tho shoots 
of pinks aud carnations, tho pods of the 
laburnum and the blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable damage 
to beds of young radishes aud lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass seeds 
sown on lawns. On tho other hand, it 
must he freely admitted that the spar- 
row does a great deal of good. 

“Among tho pests destroyed by the 
sparrows are wireworms, daddy long- 
legs, weevils from peas and beans, 
aphides, caterpillars of various kinds, 
houseflies, ‘blue beetles, ’ ‘black beetles’ 
aud white butterflies. Iusome districts 
choviss, otherwise known as Mayhugs, 
occasionally do immense damage, and 
at such times sparrows havo been seen 
with their mouths crammed full of 
them. Tho quality of weed seeds which 
the sparrow eats must also bo placed to 
its credit, for iu this way is helps to 
suppress such objectionable plants as 
charlock, corn bind weed, goosefoot, 
knotgrass, buttercup, dandelion, chick- 
weed and dock. ” 


Doubtful About tho Doubt, 

We are justly proud of our jury sys- 
tem, but the 12 “good men aud true” 
are not always the wisest of mankind. 
At a recent session a prisoner was in- 
dicted for pocket picking, and to most 
people iu court the clearest possible case 
was mado out by tho prosecution. 

“Havo you anything you would like 
to tell tho jury before they retire?” said 
tho judge. 

“Well, all I wanter say is, I hopes ns 
’ow they’ll give mo the benefit of tho 
doubt, ” roplied tho prisoner despond- 
ently. 

The jury considered tlioir verdict. 
They were no little time over it. 

“Can I assist you in anyway, gentle- 
men?” said tho judge, at last beJbmiug 
impatient. 

“We are almost agreed, mo lnd,” 
said the foreman, “but we can’t quite un- 
derstand what the doubt is the prisoner 
wishes us to give him the benefit of.”

The examinations consist of 
architectural composition, modelling iu 
clay, drawiug from cast, descriptive 
geometry, plane aud solid geometry, 
algebra, arithmetic, history.

A shot weighing 250 pouuds from im 8 
inch gun of Fort. Valdivia in Valparaiso 
harbor struck the cruiser Blanco Euea- 
lada above the armor belt, passed 
through the thin steel plate on the side, 
went, through the captain’s cabin, took 
the pillow from under his head, dropped 
his head on the mattress with a thump, 
hut without injuring a hair, passed 
through the open door into the mess- 
room, where it struck the floor nnd then 
glanced to the ceiling. Then it went 
thronghn wooden bulkhead an inch thick 
into a room 25 by 42 feet, wliero 40 
men were sleeping in hammocks. It 
killed six of them outright and wound- 
ed six others, three of whom died, after 
which it passed through a steel bnlk- 
hend 5 inches thick and ended its course 
by striking a battery outside, iu which 
it made a dent nearly two inches deep. 
It was filled with sand. Had it released 
deadly gases no one knows what dam- 
age it might have done. 

A 450 pound missile from a 10 inch 
gun in the same fort struck the same 
vessel on its S inch armor. It hit square 
on a bolt. The shell did not pierce the 
armor, but burst outsido the vessel. It 
drove the bolt clear through, and in its 
flight the bolt struck an 8 inch gun, 
completely disabling it. Such is the 
power of the smaller sized guns. 

LONDON’S WATER SUPPLY. 

Economy In Its Use as Compared With 
American Experiences. 

In London, the largest city in the 
world, the water is furnished by com- 
panies and is charged for by the quan- 
tity. No one has a free faucet or can 
afford to waste his water. Every fam- 
ily bargains for as many gallons per 
diem as it needs, and this amount is 
placed in tanks. Then the water is shut 
off. If the family uses it up by noon, it 
gets no more until the next day unless 
it can borrow’ of its neighbor. There is 
no waste. The water is all measured 
and paid for. With three times our 
population London does not use one- 
third as much water as Chicago does, 
simply because the water is not wasted. 

In Chicago the city furnishes the wa- 
ter, and every one is free to do with it 
what he pleases, and the result is an- 
archy in water. The man on the third 
story has no rights the man on the sec- 
ond is bound to respect, and the man on 
the first floor cheats both of them by 
running water via the sewers into the 
river and lake. So long as there is dis- 
regard of human rights by human hogs 
this waste will continue, and those on 
the upper stories will suffer because 
those on low’er stories are running water 
all day to cool their rooms or to flood 
their lawns — in other words, are letting 
millions of gallons run into the sewers 
without being used at all. — Chicago 
Tribune.

“The greatest trial of my life, ” says a 
milkman, "is bottles. Yes, sir, bottles. 
If it wasn’t for bottles, I’d want nothing 
better. Other people never think of bot- 
tles. I actually dream of bottles. It’s 
bottles, bottles, bottles — who’s got the 
bottles with me all the time! 

"Tho most perfect system of book- 
keeping ever invented will not account 
for bottles. When I send out 100 bot- 
tles of milk in tho morning, I’m dend 
certain to lose track of half a dozen. I 
never look upon them bottles all again. 
Never again, sir ! Tho milks are 8 cents 
aiul tho bottles are 8 cents. But the pro- 
pel who would scorn to steal milk will 
keep the bottles. They think bottles 
don’t cost nothing, or they don’t think 
nothing at all. 

“Some time ago a lady was behind 
about seven bottles and hadn’t returned 
any for a week. I know some peoplo 
get two or three days behind with their 
empties, but I couldn’t account for all 
of these. While I was thinking about it 
and look over across toward her flat I 
saw her maid chuck an empty out of 
the kitchen winder into the lot. And. 
don’t you know, I went over there and 
found a whole pile of broken bottles 
and two or three whole ones. They 
didn’t know nny better. Now, there 
was a lady in the other day, and I says, 
‘Ma’am, ’ says I, ‘I’ve got you charged 
with five bottles here. ’ 

“ ‘What’s that?’ says she. ‘I haven’t 
got any of your old bottles. You don’t 
suppose I’d steal milk bottles, do you? 
When I get to stealing, I’ll take some- 
thing hetter’n old castoff milk bottles. 
I don’t like yonr milk anyhow. It’s 
more’n half water, and I’m going to 
change. ’ 

“And she did change, nnd I lost n 
good customer by the mere mention of 
bottles. Some people keep their tea and 
things in the bottles. Yon can’t go and 
senrch for them. You must take their 
word for it that they ain’t got none. 
They are supposed to return their 
empties the next day, and they’ll keep 
them for a week. I’d have to have a 
carload of extra bottles to suit them. 
Some of them just slap on their empties 
when the dumbwaiter comes their way, 
aud some other milkman goes off with 
them. They don’t care. And then, 
when you call up for their empties, 
they get mad as hops and swear they 
sent them down — which perhaps they 
did, but not to us. 

“And there’s the servants that break 
bottles and swear they returned them a 
week ago, and their mistresses believe 
them. It’s enough to drive a man to 
drink!” — New York Herald.

Death of N. P. Cobnrn. 

Mr. Nathan P. Coburn died at his home 
on Franklin street. Sunday morning, at 
the age of 77 years. Death was due to a 
complication of diseases and he has been 
in failing health for some time. 

Mr. Coburn was one of the prominent 
business men of Boston and was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Claflin, Cobnrn A Co., 
one of the leading shoe manufacturing 
firms of New England. It is said of him 
that be was a good business man and an 
honest merchant, which is very high 
praise in these days. He retired from 
active business about two years ago, ow- 
ing to his advanced age, and it is said 
that be had accumulated a fortune of 
nearly a million. 

He was born in Benlon, N. H., Feb. 0. 
1817. When 19 years of age he went to 
Hopkinton, Mass., and entered the shoe 
business, being employed by Mr. Lee 
Claflin, father of ex-Gov. Claflin. In 
1854 be was taken iuto the firm.' and the 
firm name was changed to William 
Claflin, Coburn & Co. He continued in 
the company until the date of his retire- 
ment. 

Mr. Coburn, previous to the war, rep- 
resented Hopkinton in the General Court. 
Since he resided in |Newton he has re- 
frained from entering upon a political 
career, although be has several times 
been requested to aecept office. 

He gave $50,000 a few months ago for 
the establishment of a library io Colo- 
rado College, having become specially 
interested in it through friends al- 
though Le had never seen the college, 
and he was also one of the large contrib- 
utors toward the rebuilding of Eliot 
church, although no one gave the 
amount, $100, 000, with which Mr. Coburn 
was credited in the Boston papers, the 
largest gift to the fund being $10,000. 

From 1870 to 1875 Mr. Coburn served 
as trustee of the Free Library, and he 
gave a valuable dock to the institution, 
which is stiB used. 

Mr. Coburn was four times married, 
and a widow survives him, he never 
having had any children. He also leaves 
two brothers, Alonzo and D. J. Coburn 
of Hopkinton, and a sister, Mrs. G. F. 
Tufts of Charlestown. 

The funeral took place at noou Tues- 
day, from his late residence, Franklin 
street. Rev. Wolcott Calkins, D. D., of 
Eliot church officiated, assisted by Prof. 
W. F. Slocum, president of Colorado 
College, Colorado Springs. The Mendels 
sohn quartet consisting of Messrs. Her- 
bert Johnson, Clarence E. Day, C. J. 
Buffum and D. W. Babcock, sang "Rock 
of Ages” arranged by Mr. Johnson, 
"Contentment,” words by Whittier, mu- 
sic by Johnson, and by request "Gather- 
ing Homeward” by Perkins. 

There was quite a large attendance of 
friends and business associates. 

The floral tributes were many and 
beautiful and included mauy magnifi- 
cent set pieces. Among the many floral

A RPRCIAl. I MEETING OF THE MAYOR 
AND ALDER HEN FRIDAY EVENING. 

The aldormjn convened in special bor- 
«ion last Friday evening to draw jurors 
According to the new law just enacted 
and took this opportunity of disposing 
of a (food deal of aooumulated business. 

The mayor preBided and Aldermen 
Bofchfold, Rvflh, Plummer ami Hamilton 
were present. 

Tte records of the laat half dozen 
tneetinRs of the hoax I were read by 
Clerk Kingsbury, just 33 1-2 minutes be- 
ing occupied in this entertaining man- 
ner. 

The mayor before announcing the pur- 
pose of calling the meeting, referred to 
the satisfactory result announced by the 
assessors in the reducod tax rato for the 
present year. This result, he said, was 
due to two causes. There was a gratify- 
ing increase of real estate nearly one 
half the total increase in taxable 
property beiug due to the erection of 
new buildings, and the bulk of the re- 
mainder was found along the line of the 
new contral boulevard which proved the 
wisdom of its inception. The meeting, 
he concluded, was called for the purpose 
of drawing five jurors under the new law 
which required that the mayor designate 
one of the aldermen to draw the names 
which were then passed to the mayor 
for verification and finally announced by 
the clerk. 

Alderman Roffe was requested to draw 
the names from the box calling each as 
he did so. The names were then called 
by the mayor to whom they were passed 
and finally (announced by Clerk Kings- 
bury. 

The jurors drawn are as follows: Sam- 
uel J. Spear, Charles D, Cabot, Water- 
town street, Ward Two; Hamilton E. 
Chapman, Arthur E, Fowle, Centre St., 
Ward Six; Francis A. Brown, Nonantum 
•treet. Ward Seven. 

PETITIONS. 

Petitions were then presented as fol- 
lows: from various parties for ooncrete 
sidewalks with and without edgestones; 
from Dana Estes ftr ’ayingjout Waban 
Hill road; H. R. Mandell and G. W. 
Shinn for fire alarm t>ox at Hunnewell 
Avenue and Copley street; from the New- 
ton A Boston Street Kail way Co. for lo- 
cation and Qperation for electric cars on 
(the Newton Central boulevard from the

An Accommodating Earthquake. 

Earthquakes play queer pranks some- 
times, aud few on record are queerer 
than an incident of the trembler of 
1868. The story is told by Colonel 
George W. Grannis, who vouches for 
its authenticity, as he witnessed the ex- 
traordinary incident with his own eyes 
aud knows there was no deception.

Well, I could hear the shouts 
of people outside and the noise of fall- 
ing signs and chimneys, but knowing 
that General Halleck had constructed 
the building as he would a fortress, ac- 
cording to his ideas of civil engineer- 
ing, I did not feel the least uneasy. 
The moment the shock had subsided I 
ran towurd the back of the building to 
see that the walls were all right. I was 
on the seoond floor, and, do you know, 
the back wall had sprung out and leaned 
over. I could see the sky between the 
wall aud floors. This was a fearful 
state of affairs, so I went to engineers 
and architects. Thoy said it was impos- 
sible to pry that thick wall back into 
place. There was no purchase to get a 
move on it. Well, I just began that 
evening to moke arrangements to have 
the wall torn down at considerable ex- 
pense. That night another shock came 
from east to west, and what do you 
think, sir? Honest, so help me, that 
wall was put back into its place, with 
the joists fitting perfectly in the holes. 
There wus nothing but a crack left in 
the plaster. ” — San Francisco Call. 


Superstition Among Lion Tamers. 

Lion tamers, while not as supersti- 
tious as gamblers, have certain preju- 
dices which affect them strongly. For in- 
stance, they ure much uverse to attempt- 
ing difficult feats on a Friday, and they 
lote the fact that many of the accidents 
huppou on the 16th of the month. Miss 
Borg was nearly killed in Chicago on 
the 18th of July. William Hagenbeck 
has a superstition peculiar to himself, 
which is that Mouduy is an unlucky day 
for him, and he will take no risks with 
any wild animuls on that day. Another 
notion frequently entertained by turners 
is that it laxles them ill to go buck to 
their dressing rooms for any article that 
may huve been forgotten. They will do 
their act without u whip or u pair of 
gloves rather than return for them. — 
McClure’s Magazine. 


HOW TO MAKE COFFEE 


THERE ARE MANY WAYS, AND CON- 
NOISSEURS DIFFER IN TASTES. 


A Delicious Berry That In Much Attuned by 
American Cooks Who I»o Not Know Its 
Ponnlbllltlen— Home Recipe* Which An 
Not Widely lined or Known. 

Have you ever passed a place where a 
person was making coffee nnd inhaled a 
wandering breeze of tho delicious, in- 
spiring fragrance? Every enp of coffee 
that is drunk should smell and taste 
just like that fragrant odor, which wan 
tho veritable soul of tho berry seeking 
to escape from its transmutation into 
liquid. Unless you can arrest that slip- 
pery sylph of opulent fragrance or pre- 
vent the entire escape from your coffee- 
pot beforo serving yon are no expert, 
but a buugler. 

The amount of badly made coffee that 
is inflicted on the publio is simply enor- 
mous. One connoisseur says that there 
are not 20 places in New York, outside 
of private houses, where a first rate cup 
of coffee can be counted on. Another 
man about town says this is a gross ex- 
aggeration, declaring that no man is 
sure of a fine cup of coffee in more than 
half a dozen places in this city. Coffee, 
to be fit for civilized drinking, should 
be made, he asserts, on the principle of 
“little and often.” Bize in art is of all 
sizes, and bulk in ooffee making runs 
the risk of a dreadfnl discount in the 
appreciation of the learned. 

The best kind of coffeepot is one 
that has a filter. They can be had of 
many sizes and shapes, all the way from 
simplicity to an extreme of eleganca 
To secure a good infusion quickly the 
ground coffee Rhonld be placed in the 
cylinder on top of the coffeepot, the 
strainer should be pressed down on top 
of tho coffee, and the boiling water 
should be poured over so that the infu- 
sion runs slowly. While it filters the 
pot ought to stand in a vessel containing 
very hot water, so that the infusion 
may keep a high degree of heat without 
allowing it to hoik Boiling is the spoil- 
ing of coffea 

If you are making coffee for a good 
many, take 1 pounds of Java, 1% of 
Maracaibo, a pound of Mocha and 7 
gallons of watei. Tho Mocha, which is 
meant for the aroma or bouquet, should 
have been but slightly roasted; the Mar- 
acaibo, which is for color, should be 
well roasted, and the Java, which is for 
body aud effect, should be roasted just 
between the two. 

Cafe a la Tnrqne is made in a pecul- 
iar way and only appreciated by pecul- 
iar people. The recipe for its compo- 
sition is this: Take Java aud Mocha in 
equal proportions; grind and pass 
through a very fine sieve. Put ordinary 
black coffee, as many cups as needed, in 
a coffeepot, aud for each cup add a tea- 
spoonful of the sifted coffee and a lump 
of sugar. Boil this for two minutes; 
then take it off aud pour in a little cold 
water to settle it After it has stood a 
few minutes serve it with powdered 
sugar. 

Iced coffee, in New York style, is 
merely cafe noir that has been cooled in 
a china freezer by placing ice around it, 
slightly salted. For what is called 
mixed coffee a pint of milk, a gill of 
cream, a gill of 6irup and a quart of 
black coffee subjected to the same cool- 
ing process and served when just this 
side of freezing is considered a proper 
caper by all who are not real coffee 
connoisseurs. 

Brandy coffee is prepared by some in 
the same way — a Rill of brandy and 6 
ounces of sugar to the quart of coffee 
taking tho place of the other ingre- 
dients. But brandy coffee to most per- 
sons means a cup of cafe noir, over 
which a spoonful of brandy, poured on 
a lump of sugar, has been burnt Jnst 
as the bine fringed golden flame is ex- 
piring the spoon should slip into the 
coffee, and after one deft stir the con- 
tents of the cup should glide down tho 
gladdened throat 

A sherbqt of coffee is quite fashion- 
able now and quite delicions if properly 
made. To a quart of coffee add a quart 
of double cream and 12 ounces of sugar, 
and if you wish to be very ohio add a 
few drops of vanilla essence. Then put 
this in a freezer with salted ioe sur- 
rounding, keep the 6ides free as fast os 
tho ice begius to oliug, and when it has 
reached congelation, serve in glosses. 

Another fashioir of coffee drinking, 
which w’as first introduced into this 
country by tho Mexicans at the New 
Orleans exposition 10 years ago, aud 
which is held in high esteem by some 
bon vivauts, is to make coffee in the 
French w’ay w’ithout boiling and then 
mix it with the very richest chocolate, 
half and half, or one to two, or two to 
one, the second proportion being per- 
haps the most frequent This is to be 
served with W’liippod cream topped with 
a little sugar dust. Tho Mexicans used 
to use the Socouosco chocolate, which is 
made with a cinnamon addition and is 
rich beyond description. 

In spite of the injunctidh about gild- 
ing refined gold or painting the lily, 
restless humanity has attempted to im- 
prove on coffeo iu W’orso ways than by 
marrying it to chocolate. For instance, 
take cafe au Kirsch, which is made by 
shaking up black coffee, cracked ice and 
Kirsch wassor iu proportions to suit the 
taste. By dovotees of tho benign Ara- 
bian berry this is considered a profana- 
tion and eschow’ed accordingly, but for 
physical and mental depression, if oue 
is not a habitual ooffee drinker, it is a 
pick me up of rare potency. 

Coffee is not a food, but a stimulant 
aud au uutidoto against some khuls of 
poisoning. Its excessive use produces a 
trembling of the hands and u disease of 
the optic nerves. To keep oue awake 
and to help one endure fatigue or expo- 
sure to rough weuther there is probably 
no equal to ooffee, exoept possibly the 
cacao plant of tho Peruvians. Coffee 
aud tobaoco — which we owe to the 
Arab aud the ludiau — are the heavenly 
twins iu the eyes of every true bohe- 
mian. But, like all blessings, they may 
become a curse. — New York World.

The country has heard a good deal of 
Mr. Pulraan and his great philahthrophy 
do building a model industrial, town 
and of his solving the labor question on 
philanthrophic times, and it is very un- 
fortunate for his reputation as a philan- 
thropist, that he consented to appear be- 
fore the investigating commission. His 
own admission shows that the whole 
dealings of the oompany with its em- 
ployes have been as cold and calculating 
and unfeeling as those of any corpora- 
tion which made no pretensions to any 
sentiment in dealing with its men. His 
model town was planned to keep the 
employes in a perpetual state of tenancy 
and dependency; and the houses were 
built not to give the tenants low rent, but 
to give the company a profit Rents 
were never reduced when wages were 
cut down, as that would have meant less 
profit to the company. The company 
never thought of raising wages in the 
most prosperous times, as that would 
have amounted Mr. Pullman says to "a 
gift of money to these men.” The sur- 
plus profits were never reduced in bad 
times, in order to keep up wages, for the 
same reason. The high salaries paid to 
'himself and the other high officials, were 
never cut down, even in bad times. His 
whole testimony showed that he can not 
even be classed among the ordinary em- 
ployers of labor, for the great majority 
would blush to be as grasping as Mr. 
Pullman has been, although they have 
not posed as philanthropists. The model 
town, of which we have heard so much, 
appears to have been run entirely in the 
interest of the company, and the com- 
mon employer paid the bills. Pullman 
has been piotured as a little paradise but 
it turns out that it was so ody for the 
Pullman Company, and its stockholders. 
The truth will come out in time, and 
probably Mr. Pullman had so much to 
say about his philanthropic motives be- 
cause be thought there was money in it, 
and talked the loudest when he was 
giving an extra squeeze to his men. 


This remarkably excellent play has at- 
tained a popular success in Boston dating 
from its first production, and caunot fail 
to charm all who see it.

metals, glass, pottery, and a few artioles 
whieh in faet cooa^tUfee- a small part of 
*>ur manu'actures,.'

Newton 
has no more cases thau in auy other 
suburb of Boston, if as mauy, and New- 
tou remaius as it always has one of the 
healthiest cities in the State, and intend- 
ing visitors need have no more fear of 
malaria here than of Asiatic cholera. At 
thiB time of year there is always more or 
less sickness, but the greatest sufferers 
are those who have been away for the 
summer at the shore or iu the country, 
where sauitary matters are uot as care- 
fully looked after as iu Newtou.

He was 
prominent in athletics at Harvard and was 
goal keeper of the Harvard lacrosse team 
during his coarse. After leaving college 
he became an instructor at the Berkeley 
Endowed sohool for boys at New London, 
Ct., where he remained three years. 
While here he belonged to the Thames 
Club and was associated intimately with 
athletic and social affairs. From here he 
went to Summit. N. J., as assistant master 
at St. George's Hall, one of the largest and 
most prominent schools in tbe country and 

S atronized largely by the sons of wealthy 
Tew York men. He was a great favorite 
here, taking an active interest in all their 
sports and recreations. He came to 
Auburndale for three weeks this summer 
to visit his mother and afterward spent 
three weeks with her at Siasconset. return- 
ing from there to New Jersey. While 
visiting bis fiancee at Basking Ridge he 
was stricken with pneumonia which 
terminated fatally on Monday, bis mother 
and brother reaching his bedside just be- 
fore the end. He was a member and 
active worker while at Cambridge in Old 
Christ church. A mother and one brother, 
Louis S. Drake, the well koown canoeist, 
survive. The remains were brought ou 
Wednesday and the funeral, which was 
private, took place at bis late home, Ever- 
green avenue, this afternoon at 3 o’clock.

TOWNLEY’S HEIR. 


There are a few Philadelphians liv- 
ing who still remember the “Foarteen 
Chimneys, ” a noted city landmark dat- 
ing back to the Revolution. They were 
recognized in the old directories thus: 
"Sam. May, oysterman, No. 5 Fourteen 
Chimneys." They stood on the west 
side of Fifth street, above Race, and ex- 
tended front the southwest corner of 
Mulberry alley south to the present No. 
222, now an ink factory. In fact, the 
back part of this estab.islunent is the 
only portion of the building left, and 
this was a part of the Ettris mansion, 
belonging to a curious family who owned 
much t)f the land thereabouts and noted 
for eccentricities in dress and opinions. 
There were in all eight houses, and they 
had been built to fit the chimneys, as 
these were much higher than the two 
story dwellings. These stood back from 
the street and had gardens in front from 
which the neighbors were supplied with 
vegetables. 

The principal industry here in early 
times must have been butchering, as 
layers of bones, cattle horns and heads 
are turned up when the street has been 
opened. In 1818 one of the most re- 
spected residents of the "Fourteen 
Chimneys" was a Miss Rachel Barron, 
a bright mulatto who had been left a 
small fortune by a member of the Bid- 
dle family, whose servant she had been 
for 20 years. 

Miss Barron was very charitable and 
did much good in aiding the poor, who 
were plenty enough in the numerous 
courts and alleys of that vicinity, and 
it is in this connection that our story 
begina 

In 1806 a man named Richard Vane 
Townley was living in Philadelphia. 
He was an Englishman, handsome in 
appearance, with polished manners and 
pleasing address. He had many friends, 
as it was reputed that he came from an 
exoellent family at home, but there was 
a mystery about his means of living. 
He always had plenty of money, dressed 
and lived expensively, so it was sup- 
posed that he had an income from prop- 
erty in England, but all this was dissi- 
pated by the report that he had been 
principal in a duel at Saratoga Springs; 
that the alleged cause was a quarrel at 
the card table, and that the courteous, 
stately Englishman was in effect a pro- 
fessional gambler. 

When this was known, it affected 
Mr. Townley’s position in society ad- 
versely, but card playing was a recog- 
nized industry in those times and carried 
no popular odium with it, and that gen- 
tleman still seemed to prosper. 

When he came to Philadelphia, his 
companion was a boy about 16, who 
was his only child, the mother being 
dead. James was a delicate lad, but 
gentle, and he was put in a private 
school and much liked by his associates, 
but his father, mindful of the vicissi- 
tudes of his profession, bound James to 
Benjamin Jones, at the southeast corner 
of Second and Chestnut streets, to learn 
engraving, and this he did, becoming a 
good workman. His father, however, 
supplied him with too much money, 
and he ceased to work, became unsteady 
and finally dissipated. When left with- 
out resources by the death of the elder 
Townley, he was forced to go to work 
at his trade. 

Richard Townley left nothing to his 
son, but before dying he confided to a 
W’ell known member of the old bar cer- 
tain papers and told that gentleman the 
story of his wusted life. 

In the latter part of the eighteenth 
oentury Apley Park, in Shropshire, now 
one of the show places of England, was 
owned by Sir Edmund Foster. It had 
once belonged to the Lucys of Charli- 
cote and came to the Fosters by mar- 
riage. Sir Edmund had two sisters. 
One married a Devonshire rector named 
Childs, the other Philip Maley Towu- 
• ley of Shrewsbury. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Townley died early, leaving an only sou 
— Richard Vane Townley. 

Richard was adopted by his bachelor 
uncle. Sir Edmund, and was sure to 
enter on an inheritance of £12,000 pel 
annum, but he was wild and reckless 
and was sent away from Oxford in dis- 
grace, and for a time forbidden to up- 
j*ear at Apley Park. Sir Edmund was 
getting quite infirm and much controll- 
ed and influenced by his housekeeper, 
Mrs. Darby, who hud been in the fam- 
ily from girlhood. She interceded for 
Richard, and he was finally restored to 
favor uiul came back to the park, only 
to got into a fresh scra]>e. Mrs Darby 
Jmd a niece stayiug with her, u very 
1 eautiful and good girl, and with her 
Richard fell madly in love, and failing 
to get her on less honorable terms per- 
suaded her to elope anil get married. 

Thu uunt hud boon away on a visit 
und returned to find her niece gone. 
Suspecting tho worst, she at once in- 
formed Sir Edmund of his nephew’s 
law delinquency and hud him send for 
his lawyer. A new will was made and 
too mention therein of Richurd Towuley. 

Shortly afterward Mrs. Darby learned 
the truth and found that she had sue- 
ccodod in disinheriting her son-in-law, 
but was too shrewd to let the master 
know’ the real facts, as he was intense- 
ly proud and would regard the misalli- 


ance as more flagitious than the sup- 
posed seduction. 

Mr. Scrope of Shrewsbury was the 
family solicitor, an upright gentleman, 
who had known Townley’s father, and 
he persuaded the baronet to make his 
will ns follows: Mr* Childs, his niece, 
had the property for life; then her chil- 
dien by sonority inherited, and then 
heirs male, and failing them or issue 
the son of Richard Towuley to inherit 
in fee. As there were nine of the Childs 
children, James Townley’s chance of 
gaining the inheritance his father had. 
forfeited seemed very remote, 

Sir Edmund died, leaving a largo 
personal estate in addition to Apley 
Park, and the Childs entered into pos- 
session. 

James Townley had no force of char- 
acter and was, moreover, improvident 
and careless, and he added to his re- 
sponsibilities by marrying a very pretty 
young woman, named Cray, who was a 
seamstress in one of those one storied 
shops on Eighth street, below Sansom. 
Each did their best to make a living, 
but the husband's health failed, and 
then poverty came. Mrs. Townley was 
delicate and could do little to support 
tho household, now increased by the 
birth of a sickly boy. 

Rachel Barron had known the elder 
Townley and nursed his son when ill 
with a fever, and she came forward, 
took the strioken family to her own 
home at the "Fourteen Chimneys" and 
cared for them. The husband was then 
dying from quick consumption and the 
wife failing in health, and both were in 
effect paupers. 

In tho month of March, 1827, a small, 
thin man, evidently English and look- 
ing very much like a ferret, came to see 
James Townley. He was, he said, a 
friend of his father’s and had but re- 
cently heard of the son’s affliction. He 
talked sympathetically, left several dol- 
lars and promised to call again, and 
this he did several times, always giving 
Mrs. Townley money. 

Rachel watched him closely and be- 
came very distrustful. Mrs. Townley 
had told her something of her husband’s 
history, and after many injunctions to 
do nothing until she returned the reso- 
lute Rachel paid a visit to the late Rich- 
ard McCall. 

He heard her story indifferently, but 
advised that Mrs. Townley should sign 
no papers without letting him know of 
it The woman hurried home, and en- 
tering the honse heard some one talk- 
ing up stairs. She went at once to the 
Townley’s room and peeped in. Two 
men were at the bedside. James, prop- 
ped up by pillows, had before him on a 
piece of board a paper, and his wife had 
just placed a pen in his feeble hand. 
On the table was a pile of notes and 
gold. 

With a rush the mulatto grabbed the 
paper, almost upsetting both men, who 
turned on her fiercely. 

"Be careful what you’re doing, wom- 
an. That is a legal document that Mr. 
Townley lias received money to execute, 
and I’ll hold you responsible for dam- 
ages." 

‘ ‘All right ! This ver is my honse. 
You get out and take yer money with 
you. We ain’t signing anything today. ” 
And the meu were resolutely hustled 
down stairs. In an hour after Mr. Mc- 
Call and his clerk came walking in and 
heard the story. 

"Let me see the paper. Ah, yes, a 
shrewd scheme to get Townley to con- 
vey his right to a magnificent estate for 
$250. We are just in time, it seems. ” 
Towuley was almost unconscious, but 
he lived long enough to know that he 
was the owner of Apley Park. This 
freak of fortune came about in this 
manner. 

Mrs. Childs’ husband died before the 
baronet, and she was the head of the 
family. Shortly after coming to Apley 
Park the eldest son broke his neck in 
the hunting field and was brought home 
dead. His elder sister was in Qormany, 
and her mother received a letter telling 
of her sndden illness, and with several 
children, a maid and a man attendant 
started at once to cross the channel, 
posted through France nnd got safely to 
Germany, and with two carriages was 
driving along the Rhine, when the bank 
gave way and all were precipitated into 
the river, and the maid and postilion 
alone escaped. Thus the Childs family 
was extinguished. 

The attorney for the heir lost no time 
in communicating with Mr. McCall, ap- 
prising him that one of their clerks 
had sailed for America, and that his er- 
rand was to make some arrangement for 
his own benefit with the new heir and 
to warn that gentleman at once. 

Thanks to Rachel Barron, no wjitu- 
iug was needed. James Townley died 
two mouths after hearing of his good 
fortune, and hiB wife, attended by Ra- 
chel, started for England. Inside of 
two years both tho widow and son died 
Rachel married a very respectable white 
man in the neighborhood, moved to 
Brighton and kept a hotel there, much 
frequented by Shropshire peoplo. Her 
property here was looked after by Rich- 
ard Vaux, who was also a patron of her 
hotel at Brighton. She died in 1855, 
quite wealthy. 

The Foster family again came into 
ownership of Apley Park, and it is now 
one of the most beautiful places in Eng- 
land. — Philadelphia Times.

DISCOMFORTS OF ACTING. 


MONSTER OF ISSOIR. 

MYSTERY OF THE FOURTEENTH AR- 
RONDISSEMENT OF PARIS. 


Lack of Accommodations In the Green- 
room and Behind the Scenes. 

The janitor has an important bearing 
on the actor’s condition, whioh finds its 
expression is his playing and possibly 
on his nervous organization. He sup- 
plies the house and in most cases fur- 
nishes quarters for the actors such as no 
self respecting slave owner would in 
the old days have condemned a slave to 
occupy. 

For the public nothing is too good. 
For the actor, on the other hand, any- 
thing is good enough. Instead of silken 
draperies, he finds only a tattered cur- 
tain at the window, if indeed he find 
a curtain at all, or even a window 
which it might cover. Instead of soft, 
comfortable chairs, one wooden chair 
none too clean, or a chair minus a back, 
will be the only seat, and not infre- 
quently, if he wishes to sit down, he 
must do 80 on his trunk. Instead of 
delicately tinted walls, he will find dirty 
walls which have not been treated even 
to a coat of whitewash for years. While 
in the auditorium a soft carpet covers 
the floor, in the actor’s room a carpet 
rarely exists, or, if by chance there be 
something which once was a carpet, it 
is so dirty that it would be better away. 

The washing appliances of the actor’s 
room, if they are found at all, usually 
consist of a small basin with a tap of 
running water. Most people would ex- 
pect that, os the winter is the theatrical 
season and the paints used by the ac- 
tors are made with grease, hot water 
would be at hand. But this is rarely 
the case, and iu many instances running 
water in the dressing rooms is unknown. 
It is not uncommon for actors to refrain 
from using the basins, preferring to re- 
move the "makeup" as well os possible 
with vaseline and to wait until the 
hotel is reached to complete this portion 
of the toilet.

PETERS MINUET’S MISTAKE. 


•HE LOST HONEY WHEN HE BOUGHT MAN- 
HATTAN ISLAND FOR $24. 


(From the New York Herald.] 

History tells us that 268 years ago, or 
in 1626, Peter Minult bought Manhattan 
Island from the Indians and paid for it 
$24 in merchandise. 

It has usually been thought that Peter 
took advantage of the ignoranoe of the 
untutored savage and made an excellent 
bargain for himself. 

No doubt but that Peter thought it a 
good trade, particularly when he con- 
sidered the value of lots after the streets 
would be laid out, Central Park im- 
proved, Brooklyn bridge builc and the 
island had a population of 2,000,000; for 
Peter was a shrewd real estate specula- 
tor and looked a long way ahead with a 
oorrect, prophetio eye. 

Notwithstanding all of Peter ’ b shrewd- 
ness and foresight he made the mistake 
of his life and lost millions of dollars by 
his purchase. He didn’t stop to figure 
interest. 

Since 1626 the rate of interest in this 
country, where mouev has always been 
in demand, has ranged from 6 per cent, 
up to highway robbery. It will be con- 
servative to say that 8 per oent. is a fair 
average. 

Now, if Peter had loaned his $24 at 8 
per oent. oompound interest, from then 
until this date, what would Its value be, 
compared with the value of Manhattan 
Island? 

At 8 per oent. oompound interest, 
money will double onoe in about nine 
years. Now there have been 29 times 
nine years, and seven years more, sinoe 
Peter made his purohase. Then, if he 
had loaned his $24 he would have had 
nearly $400,000 at the end of the first 100 
years, and more than $200,000,000 at the 
close of the second century, while iu 
1804 his prinoipal of $24 would have 
grown to be $20,000,000,000— the value of 
Manhattan Island many times over. 

So, iu faot the Indiaus got the best of 
the bargain, and no doubt they obuokled 
over the situation as they walked 
through Baxter street with the $24 worth 
of merchandise in their arms.

FAREWELL. 


The Quiet Dignity of a Man Who Wm Liv- 
ing For Posterity— A Pretty Little Skit 
Written In the English Novelist'* Inimi- 
table Style. 

I know him for several years bofore 
his doath. When I first made his ac- 
quaintance, ho was alroady an old man. 
Ho was also, as was ovidont from the 
first, a very poor man. He wont about 
shabbily dressod. Ho carried biscuits 
in his pockot to tho reading room on 
which he lunched or took snaeks at in- 
tervals during the day. Perhaps lie had 
dinner afterward, but I always suspect- 
ed his dinner to be an nncertain and a 
movablo foast. It was understood that 
ho was something in tho literary way. 

I got to know him by sitting next to 
him day after day.

He 
was good enough to take an interest in 
my work. He proved to have a consider- 
able knowledge of books and gave me 
considerable help in this way. 

One Sunday I met him in the street. 
We stopped to speak. He lamented the 
dosing of the museum on Sunday. For 
his own party he said, he would have 
the reading room open every day in the 
week. Why close the avenues of knowl- 
edge? Why damn the fountains aud 
springs of wisdom? So we walked and 
talked. He was perfectly dignified in 
his manner, though his great coat was 
so thin and shabby that one might be 
ashamed to be seen with him. He stop- 
ped presently at the door of a honse in 
High street, Holborn. 

“I lodge here,” he said. "Will yon 
come up stairs and see my hermitage?” 

I remember that he called it grandly 
his hermitage. He led the way; the 
stairs were dark and dirty; he took me 
to the fifth, or fifty- fifth, floor. He liv- 
ed in the back attic. 

“This,” he said, ”iB the cell of the 
recluse. I live here quite retired. There 
are other lodgers, I believe, but I do 
not know them. I live here with my 
library in simplicity. The air is whole- 
some at this height ” 

He threw open the window and sniff- 
ed the frugrauoe of the neighboring 
chimneys. The room was clean; the 
furniture was scanty; there was no fire 
in the grate; on a shelf were about 26 
books — his library. The man looked per- 
fectly contented with his hermitaga 
There were no papers on the table, 
nothing to show that he was a writer. 

I do not know how he lived — certain- 
ly he did no work at the innsenm — but 
he never borrowed. In one corner stood 
a wooden chest. He liftod tho lid and 
nodded and laughed. 

“Aha I” ho said, “now I am going to 
reveal a secret You didn’t know, no- 
body at tho museum knows, the people 
in the house don’t know, that I am — 
what do you think? — a poet It is 80 
years since I paid for the publication 
of my collected poetical worka Yes, 
sir, and I am going not only to commu- 
nicate this secret to your honor — iu safe 
keeping — but to present you with a 
copy. Thore, my young friend l” He pro- 
duced a thin volume. “I am Paul the 
Wanderer.” In fact, the title page bore 
the legend, “Collected Poetical Work 
of Paul the Wanderer.” 

“Thirty years, ” he repeated. “There 
were 500 copiea The press received 60, 
the public bought four; there remained 
446. I have now given you one. There 
now remain 445. I have bequeathed 
these to the pnblio libraries of the na- 
tion. Sir, you are young. You will 
yourself perhaps publish your poema 
Remember for your comfort that it 
takes 50 years, or two generations, 
for the noblest poets to take their 
proper place. Greatness — true, stable, 
solid greatness, not the empty applause 
given to an ephemeral favorite— re- 
quires 50 years at least Go, sir! Take 
the book I have given yon, and in after 
years, when I am gone, tell the world 
that you knew — Paul the Wanderer!” 
I wrung his hand in silence and left 
him. More than 50 years have passed 
sinoe he published that work. No one 
has yet spoken to me of Paul the Wan- 
derer. But I now understood his digni- 
ty, his self respect and his content He 
was anticipating and enjoying his fu- 
ture fame. He was living for posterity. 
Present poverty and neglect were noth- 
ing. — Walter Besant in London Queen. 

Another Mammoth Statue. 

The soulptor Nikolaus Geiger is pat- 
ting the last tonohes to his statue of 
Barbarossa, whioh is to symbolize the 
ancient kingdom in the Kyffhauser 
monument, to be anveiledin 1896. The 
Barbarossa nppeara at the end of a ves- 
tibule iu the style of an ancient oastle, 
on the steps of the throne upon which 
he is sitting like the sleeping figures of 
the oourtien, with fabnlous animals of 
the old my tliio world.

The whole 
monument, hewed from the rook, will be 
about 80 feet high. The figure of ths 
seated mouuroh is about 80 feet high.

BESSEMER ON BESSEMER STEEL. 


Marvelous Quickness In Converting Cast 
Iron Into the Hardened Metal. 

In The Engineering Review Sir Hen- 
ry Bessemer has an articlo on the steel 
industry whioh bears his name. He re- 
minds us that a third of a century ago 
Sheffield steel made from the costly bar 
iron of Sweden realized from £50 to 
£60 a ton. Now, by the Bessemer proc- 
ess, steel of excellent quality can be 
made direct from crude pig iron at a 
cost ridiculously small compared with 
former prices and in quantities which 
the old steel workers never dreamed of 
dealing with at one operation. 

In lieu of the slow and expensive 
process of converting wrought iron bars 
into crude or blister steel by 10 days’ 
exposure at a very high temperature to 
tho notion of carbon, cast iron worth 
only £3 a ton is, Sir Henry says, con- 
verted into Bessemer cast steel in 80 
minutes wholly without skilled manip- 
ulation or the employment of fuel, and 
while still maintaining its initial heat 
it can at once be rolled into railway 
bars or other required forms. 

The article gives a vivid picture of 
all that has been brought about by this 
revolution in a manufacture in which 
up to our own time there had been no 
change since blades of matchless temper 
woro wrought in the forges of Damas- 
cus and Toledo. Steel is now adapted 
to a thousand purposes of which our 
ancestors had no conception. 

By way of giving some idea of the 
enormous production of Bessemer steel 
now, Sir Henry asks us to imagine a 
wall 5 feet in thickness and 20 feet 
high, like a gigantic armor plate form- 
ed into a circle and made to surround 
London. The inclosure so made would 
extend to Watford on th^north side, to 
Croydon on the south, to Woolwich on 
the east and to Richmond on the west. 
It would contain an area of 795 square 
miles, and this great wall of London, 
weighing 10,500,000 tons, would just 
be equal to one year’s production of 
Bessemer steel. 

Oratory and Wit. 

“A curious thing about political ora- 
tory and wit is the side light I got upon 
one aspect of it years ago in Buffalo. ’ ’ 
Thus Mr. Cleveland is quoted by a lis- 
tener. “One morning a quaint looking 
old chap came into my office and said 
that ho had read iu the newspapers that 
I was to speak at a mass meeting the 
following night and wanted to know if 
it were true. When I told him that 
it was so, he revealed to me a new 
method of gaining oratorical distinc- 
tion. Ho volunteered to interrupt my 
speech at stated intervals with a remark 
that should be agreed upon between us. 
To this interjection I was to retort wit- 
tily, nnd thus, as the old fellow pointed 
out, I would aoquire a reputation as a 
witty speaker. 

“My first impression was that he was 
amusing himself at my expense, but he 
ropeated to me several things I could 
reply to wittily and wanted me to pay 
him roundly for helping me to a reputa- 
tion. But I told him I was indifferent 
to that kind of fame, and he went away 
disappointed. Not very long after that 
I was seated on a stage listening to a 
speaker, when who should arise in the 
audience but my qnaint visitor and 
bawl out one of the very things he 
wanted me to pay him for interrupting 
me with. The orator answered him with 
tho same retort that I was offered the 
privilege of making, and the audience 
exploded into laughter, and I heartily 
joined in, but my amusement had not 
the same foundation, I fancy, as that of 
the rest of the laughers. And during 
the rest of the evening the old fellow 
mode an occasional interruption from 
different parts of the house, and the re- 
torts were of the same manufactured 
sort I am a trifle skeptical now on tho 
subjeot of witty retorts.” — Cincinnati 
Commercial. •

The deal was ne- 
gotiated by Wiley S. and Frank Edraands, 
and thr price paid for the property was 
about $00,000.

She was especial- 
ly a favorite with her younger grand- 
children and her presence will be sadly 
uilsaed by them. Mrs. Colby was born in 
Gloucester, July 28, 1813 , and was a daugh- 
ter of Charles Robert*. a prominent mer- 
cUaut of that city. She was married to 
Gardiner Colby in 1830 and removed with 
him to Newtou in 1848, where Bhe has since 
resided at the estate on Centre street. Mrs. 
Colby was very active and benevolent in 
religious matters, and for u long period was 
president of the Woman’s Baptist Foreign 
Missionary Society of this country, being 
honorary president of the society ut the 
time of her death. She was a worthy suc- 
cessor to her late husband, and gave gener- 
ously to many educational and religion-, 
cause*. Her hu*l>aud, who died in I87'.», 
endowed Colby University of Waterville, 
Me., which bears his name, and made large 
donations to many other Baptist institu- 
tions, including Brown University and the 
Newtou Baptist Theologh-ul institution. 
Three sons and two daughters survive. 
Rev. Henry F. Colby, D. D., of Dayton. O., 
Charles L. and Joseph L. Colby of New 
York, Mrs. Daniel It. Wolfe of St. Louis, 
and Mrs. Arthur C. Walworth of Newton 
Centre. Twenty grundehildreu and three 
great-grandchildren also survive. It was 
only the evening previous to her deutli that 
Rev. Jlenry Colby and family left for their 
home in the West by wuy of the St. Law- 
rence river, after a three week.*’ sojourn 
here. Of the other sous. Charles Colby is 
in Europe and Joseph Colby is ut l'ugct 
bound, Washington territory, which is 
especially unfortunate at this time. The 
funeral took place at 2.30 o’clock this after- 
noon and was largely attended.
